SULT of correspondence 
between Hon. It. G. Tatlow, 
minister of finance and agricul- 
ture, and Sir Thomas Shaughncssy, 
president o£ (ho Canadian Pacific Hall- 
way, the management of Canada's na- 
tional highway has generously con- 
sented to repeat the favor granted to 
the fruit -growers of British Columbia 
last year in carrying, free of charge, a 
commercial consignment of fruit to the 
United Kingdom for exhibition pur- 
poses mid the promotion of the export 
fruit trade, The company has agreed 
to carry the fruit, a carload lot. In cold 
storage to the .shipping port, Montreal 
or Quebec, where it will be carefully 
transferred to the cold storage rooms 
of one of the new Atlantic Empresses, 
thus Insuring Its arrival In the Old 
Country In prime condition. 

The experiment of shipping a car- 
load lot of fruit to London last year 
was so signally successful that the 
provincial government deemed it de- 
sirable to duplicate the consignment 
this season, so .that the interest 
aroused In British Columbia fruit In 
London, Glasgow, Dublin and other dis- 
tributing points should not be. allowed 
to die out; and with this end In view 
Capt, Tatlow communicated with (Sir 
Thomas Shaugbnessy on the subject, 
and fcinri his proposal met more than 
half way by the executive of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway. This will 
be good news to British Columbia fruit 
growers and should incite them to 
make the best possible showing In the 
make-up of this year's collection of 
fruit for London. 

Messrs. .Stirling and PKcalrn; of 
Bankhoad Ranch, Kelowna, are en- 
titled to the credit of 

Initiating the Idea 
of exporting fruit to Great Britain from 
this province. In 1003 this enlerpris- 
I lug firm shipped a trial carload of 
I apples to Glasgow, consisting of Spys, 
Baldwins, Ontarios and Canada Reds. 
The fruit arrived in Glasgow on No- 
vember 9, 1903, In splendid condition 
and sold at fis per box, or about $1 per 
barrel more than the choicest eastern 
I Canadian apples — reckoning 3% boxes 
to the barrel. These British Columbia 
apples secured the hearty approval of 
fruit dealers and consumers alike, and 
many letters were received by the firm 
fiom persons eager to secure shipments 
of the splendid fruit. 

In 1904 the British Columbia depart- 
ment of agriculture forwarded a col- 
lection of fruit to London for exhibi- 
tion purposes, consisting of apples, 
pears and plums. The exhibit was 
greatly admired and evoked the high- 
est encomiums from the London news- 
papers. The Times, while hesitating 
to declare the fruit superior to the best 
English specimens, admitted that it 
very nearly approached them In color, 
shape and flavor, even after having 
traveled 6000 miles by railway and 
steamship. The Royal Horticultural 
Society's appreciation of the fruit was 
demonstrated by the award of tin- 
society's gold medal and diploma for 
the "best collection of fruit." One re- 
sult of this exhibit was the deluging of 
the agent-general of British Columbia 
(Hon. J. H. Turner) with letters from 
prominent fruit dealers anxious to do 
business with British Columbia fruit- 
growers. To satisfy the clamor for 
British Columbia fruit and to prove Its 
good qualities, the British Columbia 
government shipped In cold storage a 
full carload of assorted fruits to Lon- 
don In the fall of 190. r ), In charge of 
It. M. Palmer, provincial horticultur- 
ist. This fine collection proved to be

Columbia fruit took the lion's share of 
the awards, and after going the rounds 
of the fruit shows In England and so- 
curing unqualified approval every- 
where, tile collection was broken up 
and sold to fruit dealers at the highest 
prices, 

As a result of this effort on the part 
of tho British Columbia government, 
the reputation for excellence of British 
Columbia fruit is firmly established In 
tho old country, and provincial growers 
have many orders to fill from London 
and Glasgow fruit dealers. 

This Year's Shipments 

In order, however, to convince the 
dealers and consumers of the United 
Kingdom that British Columbia fruit 
maintains its uniform qualities of size, 
flavor and color, year in and year out, 
it wan deemed advisable to supplement 
the exhibit of 1905 with one equally 
gocd, If not better, and to that end the 
negotiations mentioned above wore 
opened. The outcome is very gratify- 
ing to ihe department Of agriculture, 
and Will bo appreciated by, fruit men 
all over the province. The extent of 
this year's shipment has not yet been 
determined, but it will amount to at 
least one carload, possibly more. Tho 
collection ol the fruit and all details In 
connection with the shipment will he 
undertaken by R. M. Palmer, who will 
accompany the consignment to Eng 
land, so that from the moment th 
exhibit is assembled at the shipping 
point until it reaches its destination 
the fruit will be under his immediate 
supervision. After being shown at the 
Royal Horticultural show In London, 
and at other fall fairs in England, the 
fruit will bo sold by private contract 
or public auction to Die highest bid- 
ders, the proceeds of such sales to go 
to the grower. Thus every orchardist 
In British Columbia will be given an 
opportunity to establish the reputation 
of his fruit and secure a market, for it

The vessel heavily laden with lumber 
recently Struck a sunken reef coming 
out of the harbor of Port Ludlow. 

An investigation at the drydock at 
Winslow developed the fact that one 
plate below the waterline was shatter' 
cd, necessitating a renewal, while oth- 
ers were badly sprung. The owners 
wired the master to proceed with all 
haste to the drydock at Esquimalt to 
make repairs, but upon reaching here 
the local agent of the Puget Mill com- 
pany declined to release the cargo for 
the reason that the underwriters in- 
spectors have not yet given the Battle 
.Abbey a final certificate. 

Without this no insurance on the 
cargo is possible, and with a broken 
plate on the bottom of the vessel the 
Inspectors cannot in justice to them- 
selves or the insurance companies cer- 
tify Ihe vessel as in a good seaworthy 
condition and properly laden. 

The probable rosult of tho dllemnn 
will be f hut the vessel will be compell- 
ed fo make repairs on the American 
side instead of spending repair money 
across the border. The owners have Ihe 
alternative of discharging tin- entire 
cargo, something which will hardly be 
done.

Trustees Confronted With Problem of 
How to Accommodate Scholars. 

The summer vacation of the cily 
public schools will be brought to n 
| close on llie 27th inst.. after u very 
I lengthy vacation. The vacation this 
year has been longer than usual, ow- 
ing to Hie meeting of the Provitauil 
'Teachers' Institute 111 this city, kit .lie 
commencement of the holidays. The 
weather has been all that could be de- 
sired for holidays for the children and 
it is expected thai they will resume 
their studies in a brighter frame of 
mind than they had when the schools 
were closed. Holidays to the children 
are like a relief valve of an engine 
and the pupils have taken full advant- 
age of the lung vacation to enjoy them- 
selves to the utmost. 

Willi the re-opening of the schools 
the trustees will timl themselves faecj 
to face with a very serious proposition 
and one that will require some very 
careful handling. As is well known the 
city schools are over-crowded and llie 
trustees have been endeavoring for 
some time past to have a bylaw sub- 
mitted to the ratepayers to raise suf- 
ficient funds to erect a new school but j 
as yet nothing in this line has been 
done. For scholars who have not yet 
attended a public school application 
must be made to the superintendent 
within a certain period, otherwise the 
pupil will not be allowed to enter the 
school during the term. Already over 
200 applications have been received and 
with two weeks before school opens it 
is taken for granted that that number 
will be largely increased. To provide 
accommodations for the two hundred 
new pupils is the task thai will con- 
front the trustees at the opening of the 
term. 

It is I rue that the sub-high school 
will in a measure relieve the conges- 
tion but it is not likely to make enough 
room for all those who desire to com- 
mence their education nl this time. In 
the majority of instances those milking 
application are new comers which in a 
measure shows the progress that is I ic- 
ing: made by Victoria as an educational 
nnd residential centre. The task of pro- 
viding accommodations for the new 
pupils is a dillicult one, but it is very 
likely that the trustees will be able to 
find some method to relieve the conges- 
tion.

Lack of Fireproofing 

The fact is pointed out that a few 
thousand dollars infested in wire-glass 
would have saved millions of dollars' 
worth of property. One instance is 
given where n building was saved from 
the lire, although it was located in the 
cent re of a district where the lire des- 
troyed everything inflammable for blocks 
around, simply by the wire-fflass win- 
dows that prevented the tlames making 
an entrance into the building. Many in- 
stall' cs are given where columns buck 
and beams twisted as a result of the 
haul's action upon then), when if they 
had been properly li reproofed they 
would never have been "hazed. As the 
sequel shows, these interior supports 
gave way, and the building became a 
hopeless wreck oil the inside, while the 
out nib' walls were left standing intact.

LESSONS TAUGHT BY 
■ - SAN FRANCISCO 



Investigation Shows That the 
Fire-Profing Was Very 
Poorly Done, 



As the real facts come to light con- 
cerning the great San Francisco earth- 
quake and fire, it becomes more and 
more apparent that fully one-half of the 
loss of life and property, resulting from 
this great upheaval of nature, would 
never 1 have occurred had the city been 
honestly and skilfully built. The Fire- 
proof Magazine, of Chicago, with a com- 
mendable desire to know and to publish 
the real facts about this tire, sent F. W. 
.Fitzpatriek, one of the best architects 
and fireproof experts in the country, to 
the stricken city, with instructions to in- 
vestigate thoroughly the structural meth- 
ods in vogue and to ascertain, if pos- 
sible, what, systems of so-called tire 
proofing withstood the ravages of iiunke 
and tire the best. 

In the current issue of the magazine 
referred to above, is given an exhaustive 
report of conditions as they exist in San 
Francisco at the present time. It Keoms 
to be the opinion of this special commis- 
sioner that the owners who projected, 
the architects who planned and the con- 
tractors who built, all of them overlook- 
ed the fact that San Francisco was in 
the etu'thrpiake zone and did their work 
just as shiftlessly and slightingly as it 
could be done. lie notes a few excep- 
tions to the almost universal practice of 
building for outside appearance with no 
regard for "staying qualities," but only 
uses these illustrations to show the kind 
of competition the honest builder must 
go against in these Inter days of graft 
and corruption, 

Lax Building Laws 
The Inadequacy of the building laws 
by which the structural work of the city 
was regulated, are referred to, and the 
neglect and carelessness of inspectors 
and other cit> officials, who had to do 



with building, are given n merciless seor 
lug by the writer. The following quota- 
tion gives some iden of the real eoudi 
tions as seen by Mr. Fitzpatriek: 

"The San Francisco building laws 
have always been perniciously lax, and 
their enforcement seldom attempted. Sail! 
Francisco lias generally been shabbily 
misgoverned, and it would seem that 
now tho first excitement, after tho great 
calamity, has subsided, her government 
would lapse into ways that are devious 
as far as her upbuilding is concerned. 
In these tall buildings one thing has gen- 
erally been done well. The steel frames 
were exceptionally strongly built and ex- 
tra braced, with what is commonly 
known as "'wind-bracing." This was a 
precaution against quake. Apart from 
that, absolutely no extra care was taken. 

Shiftless Structural Habits 

"The stone settings,- the brick work, 
the fireproofing of the structure and the 
other safeguards against fire — these lat- 
ter chiefly conspicuous by their absence — 
were in no case superior to our better 
class of construction in the east. It 
would have been reasonable to expect, in 
those large buildings, at least, on ac- 
count of quake and conflagration hazards 
(San Francisco anil .New Orleans were 
the two cities in which the hitter seem- 
ed most probable and would be most far- 
reaching, the buildings being fully 90 pol- 
ecat flume), a general construction of 
from 1-1 to 30 per cent better than we 
use in New Vork ami Chicago, where 
one hazard is hardly to be expected and 
the other a somewhat remote conting- 
ency. 

"As a matter of fart, with rare ex- 
ceptions indeed, even the best San Fran- 
cisco buildings were from 15 In 20 per 
cent poorer in design and construction 
from a fireproof engineer's point of view, 
than our best buildings in New York, 
Washington and Chicago. As for the 
secondary buildings, I doubt if any city 
in the country made less provision 
against lire and quake than did San 
'Francisco." 

Somo Weak Points 

One of the most striking structural 
weaknesses, noted by Mr. Fitzpatriek, Is 
the lack of bonding, anchoring and dow- 
eling, in connection with veneered brick 
walls, brick and stone arches, etc. lie 
cites Instances where the frame backing 
of the veneered wall amis left intact, 
while, as a result of the lack of bonding 
and the use of poor mortar, the brick 
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TRADES CONGRESS. 

Preparations for Big Assembly Here 
on September 17 Next. 

Tho gathering of direct representatives 
of labor from all parts of the Dominion 
in the Capital City of this province on 
September 17th marks an epoch in the 
history of the Labor movement. The de- 
liberation of the congress will be of 
great Importance to the workers in gen- 
eral. An additional interest is created 
by the action of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor in their recent decision to 
go straight into politics and light for 
direct representation. 

A wave of unrest and dissatisfaction 
is sweeping through the ranks of the 
Canadian workers and the experiment 
of the United States workers will be 
followed with great interest. The 
Asiatic question will possibly bo the 
most important matter handled at the 
conference, unless the delegates (follow- 
ing the example of thete brethren over 
the border), decide on the formation of 
a Canadian Labor party. In this case, 
consideration of the reform and consti- 
tution of a Labor party would be of par- 
amount importance. The local Trudes 
and Labor council naturally realize the 
necessity of their being thoroughly inter- 
ested in the movements of the congress 
and they consider it a matter of duty 
to leave no stone unturned in the ef- 
fort to make the gathering thoroughly 
representative so far as the British Co- 
lumbia workers are concerned. 

The council instructed their secretary 
to prepare and issue a circular to or- 
ganized labor throughout the province, 
urging their close attention to matters 
for discussion at the conference. The 
circular reads as follows: 
Friends and Fellow-Unionists: 

As you are no doubt aware, the an- 
nual convention of the Trades and Labor 
Congress of Canada will be held in the 
city of Victoria on September 17th and 
following days. 

'The meeting of the congress is the 
most important annual event affecting 
labor, as it is In and through tho con- 
gress that the organized labor forces of 
our land give expression to their views 
concerning the conditions of the work- 
ers of the country, and by the opinions 
expressed at the annual convention, the 
workingmen are put In a position, as 
voters, to formulate tho just demands 
of labor into effective legislation. 

The coming convention is the first 
meeting of the congress in British Co- 
lumbia, and Is, because of that and the 
increasing prestige the congress is gain- 
ing as the central body of organized 
labor in Canada, the most Important 
event thnt bus ever occurred In the his- 
tory of organized labor In the province. 

In order to secure the fullest meas- 
ure of beiietit from the convention, the 
Trades and Labor council of this city 
wishes to impress on you tho neces- 
sity of every labor organization In the 
province being represented in the con- 
gress, and with that: object in view 
takes the liberty to urge you to strain 
every nerve to send a delegate and thus 
have a voice in this parliament of work- 
ingmen. 

Should you find it impossible to send 
a delegate, you are requested to draw 
up a resolution in reference to any mat- 
ter you would like the congress to deal 
with and forward same to the under- 
signed, who will place it in the hands 
of the delegates representing this coun- 
cil. 

Unions not affiliated with the con- I 
gross are hereby earnestly advised to lose 
mi time in sending applications to 1'. 
XI. Draper, box 1017, Ottawa, Out., 
who will furnish full information with- 
out delay. 

The secretary of the council has nlso 
issued everywhere through the province 
the following resolution, which was unan- 
imously passed by this council at an ad- 
journed meeting on the 25th of July 




last: 



"Resolved — That this council place on 
record an emphatic protest against the 
proposed introduction into this province 
of Hindoo laborers, und calls on the 
workingmen of British Columbia lo as- 
sist by every means in their power, in 
preventing this further attempt lo flood 
(he country with cheap Asiatic labor."

THE WATER QUESTION 
SIMPLIFIED. 

Ex-Mayor McCandless has given an 
interview on tho water works question 
which cornea nearer to a proper solu- 
tion than any tiling we have yet seen. 
The Colonist more readily assents to 
the propositions laid down by him, be- 
cause they are In line with the posi- 
tion it has taken. Mr. McCandless's 
| opinion Is worthy oC consideration, be- 
cause he has been mayor o£ the city 
and devoted a good deal of time to the 
study of the problem previous to and 
during his term of office. As he still 
rjbtalna considerable property interests 
In the city, his views are not merely 
those of one who is theorizing on the 
subject as the result of a certain 
amount of familiarity with the condi- 
tions, but of a gentleman who is per- 
sonally affected'by the issues at stake. 

Mr. McCandless is absolutely in favor 
of Coldstream as an immediate and a. 
permanent source of supply. He is 
opposed to spending money In tempor- 
ising With Elk Lake, which does not 
now and never can adequately meet 
the requirements of the city. Why 
throw away money which can be util- 
ized permanently in inaugurating a 
better system, in pumping stations and 
meters? There are several leading 
details of Mr. McCandless' scheme 
which are clearly brought out and 
should be emphasized. 

In the first place, it secures ample 
water within reasonable time. To lay 
a pipe to Coldstream would take be- 
tween one and two years. In the 
meantime the present scarcity of 
water could be relieved by connecting 
our system with that of Victoria West. 
It is true that the amount of water 
available is not large, but sufficient to 
materially relieve the present situation 
and tide over a crisis. 

In the second place, the amount of 
money necessary to pay for meters 
would be about all that is required to 
carry the main to supply the higher 
levels. Moreover, a main is a perma- 
nent and necessary Investment, where- 
as the life of a meter is limited to ten 
years, or under, and involves a consid- 
erable sum annually for inspection. 

Metering is an attempt to make an 
Inadequate water supply sufficient by 
keeping t lie consumption of water 
down to its lowest possible limit. In a 
city of beautiful homes and ample 
grounds the object should not be to 
make 11 too expensive for Irrigation 
.purposes. Upon this point we quote 
from a letter written by Mr. Mohun, 
who aptly summarizes the situation 
when he says: "The writer does not 
wish it to be inferred that lie is op- 
posed to metering any system of which 
the supply is limited, but we have l«t!en 
assured that an ample supply would 
be soon furnished, and tho use, not 
abuse, of water should be encour- 
aged." 

Third, the scheme. proposed does 
away with pumping stations, which 
would entail an annual saving of about 
$12,<100, and provide us with a purely 
gravity system, Elk Lake being used to 
supply the lower levels and Gold- 
stream the higher levels. 

Fourth, the only amount of money 
necessary to be borrowed is that re- 
quired to build a main from Victoria 
West to reach the higher levels. That 
IB, of course, in addition to tho system 
of distrlbullon which must be comrnan 



to whate.'r source of supply is de- 
cided upon. It is as necessary to Elk 
Lake as to Coldstream. 

Fifth, the crux of Mr. McCandless' 
proposal is this: That the city should 
enter into an agreement with the Es- 
quimau Water Works Company for a 
supply of one million gallons, or as 
much more as may be necessary, and 
obtain an option on the entire system 
of that company for, say, twenty years, 
at a fixed amount or at a price to be 
fixed by arbitration. There is a price 
nt which the company Is bound, upon 
application, to supply the city, namely, 
six cents per 1000 gallons; but Mr. 
McCandless is of the opinion that If 
ine company wore properly approached, 
a more favorable arrangement could be 
made. 

On this point, wo believe that a great 
deal of unnecessary and unjustifiable 
prejudice has been created against the 
Esquimau company, either « through 
wilful misrepresentation or lack of 
knowledge of the facts. Convinced of 
this, we believe that. Mr. Angus' sug- 
gestion of a committee of citizens act- 
ing as intermediaries between the 
council and the water works company, 
Is a good one. There is little p'rob-.l 
ability of the mayor and board of 
aldermen, as at present constituted, 
coming to any friendly understanding, | 
either as to a working agreement or as 
to an out-and-out purchase. 

We believe It is quite possible, if 
gone about right, to secure an option 
on the entire works upon reasonable 
terms. if the city cannot, afford to 
pay now the price asked, It no 
doubt will be able to purchase 
some time within the period Of 
twenty years. The sooner such a pur- 
chase could bo consummated the bet- 
ter. Our position Is firm in advocat- 
ing it. In addition to solving forever 
the vexed question of an ample supply 
of good water, we would have, as an 
asset, a large reserve of power for the 
development of industries within the 
city and its Immediate surroundings. 

VICTORIA AND VANCOUVER 
ISLAND. 

One hundred yenrs ago there Tvas 
about ns little known about Vancouver 
Island as there is today about Thibet; 
in fnet, a great deal less. Apart from 
the visit of Cnpt. Cook at Nootka, Hie 
survey work- (lone by Cape: Vancouver 
along its const, and the occasional vis- 
its of navigators and fur tinders in 
ships, it was a sealed book to the world. 
It was without a white settler, without 
a fur trading post, and without any 
regular communication with (lie out- 
side world. Its only human inliahiinnts 
were Indians. The Spaniards, who had 
made nn attempt to acquire sovereign- 
ty at the time of the famous Nootka 
nffnir, retired forever from these consts 
as the result of the Nootkn convention. 
The British, who were left in control, 
practically abandoned them for tlie 
time being, and real sovereignty was 
left to he deiich-d about fifty years 
later, at the Mate of tho Oregon Treaty. 
One hundred years is not a long time in 
the history of the human race, yet in 
our case it covers a period the further- 
most limit of which separates the his- 
toric from the prehistoric. Cnpt. Cool 
was the forerunner of British civilian 
tion. He visited .Nootka in 17TS. At 
that time, relatively the status of this 
island corresponded with that o£ Croat 
Britain at the landing of Julius Caesar. 

Fifty years is within the lifetime of 
a great many of our renders, ami yet 
Vancouver Island had not advanced 
much beyond (lie primitive stage it 
which Cook nnd Vancouver found it, in 
18o(i. Coal had been discovered at SCV 
era! points nnd coal-mining was in 
course of regular development at Sa- 
tmiuio. There was a Hudson's Bay Co. 
fort at Victoria and several trading 
posts elsewhere. The entire white pop- 
ulation of the island, including Victoria, 
did not exceed several hundreds. Tnerc 
were a few outlying settlers. There 
were also a few farms, belonging prin- 
cipally to the Hudson's Bay Co., or its 
offspring, the Puget Sound Agricultur- 
al association. Vnncouver island was 
n crown colony, hut it possesed bare- 
ly the semblance of representative gov- 
ernment. It was more nominal than 
real. In this connection, it will be in- 
teresting to call to mind thai .i" u t 
about this time, fifty years Hgo, in Ihc 
year 1850, the first legislative assem- 
bly of British Columbia, and the first 
west of Ontario in Canada, was con- 
vened, Or. Helmcken has nt various 
times supplied us with pictures of this 
bnby parliament. He presided over its 
deliberation::. Governor Douglas, after- 
wards Sir .Tames, was king in reality 
as well as Her Gracious Majesty's re- 
presentative. It was tho beginning of 
tilings in British Columbia politically 
and most other ways. 

Compared, then, with the slain of 

things fifty years ago, Vancouver Isl- 
and nnd Vancouver hove made wonder- 
ful progress, notwithstanding Ilia) we 
regard our growth as slow ami unsatis- 
factory. It is not long to look back to 
and yet wonderful things have taken 
place. The wiiolc West of America 

has been settled up. Railways nod 

trans-Pacffic steamship lines were only 
a dream of enthusiasts. There was no 
lumbering (at least not to amount to 
anything), or salmon canning or ni'nliig, 
or fruitgrowing, or big industries oE 
tiny kind in vvhul is now British Col- 
umbia. The Dominion of Canada hml 
scarcely been considered a possibility. 
Our' modern invention*! of' the tele- 
phone and electric light and til e oilier 
appliances of daily use were simply 
uuthotighl of. excepl perhaps in tbe 
den of some visionary scientist. The 
Whole face of nature 1ms been chang- 
ed. It is impossible to emphasize' the 
change that has tak«u plnco by stalls-.

LABOR IN MINING DISTRICTS. 

The scarcity of labor is in some men- 
sure retarding progress in the mining 
districts of t he province, as wcdl as in 
its agricultural sections. We have linen 
informed by Mr. 13. .la robs, editor of 
the British Columbia Mining Koeord. 
Unit mine and smelter managers in the 
Boundary and West Kootenny dis- 
tricts, recently visited by him, c< 
plained to him of much difficulty in ob- 
taining sufficient labor. As a rcsujt Im 
porta nl development work in mines lias 
of necessity to be cither done but slow- 
ly or postponed for lack of men to do 
il; the completion of construction work, 
particularly at smelters, live of which 
ore making large additions and im 
provetnents at their respective works, 
is delayed: preparations for the in 
creased output of ore front the mine; 
tlint smelters will ero long require t< 
Ik- regularly maintained are being 
spread over an unreasonably long per- 
iod, and generally the mining and 
smelting industries are at a disad- 
vantage owing to the scarcity of men. 
One mine manager mentioned that liis 
foreman had that week found it neces- 
sary to discharge three men for mis- 
conduct and was quite unable to re- 
place them. It was urged upon .Mr. 
Jacobs that too much publicity enn- 
nol nt present be given to the fart that 
good workers ore much in demand al 
mines ami smelters, which nfford men 
regular employment and pay good 
i wages, The nutloot for raining in the 
j districts above mentioned is believed to 
he belter now than a I any previous 
time in their bislory. Prices of metals 
are high; mining and smelting com- 
panies are well situated financially, so 
thai continuous operation of iheir 
mines nnd works appears to Pi' well ns- 
sured; several mini's that have been 
Inoperative for some time are already, 
or soon will be, nt work again; railway 
and power companies are spending 
large sums of money in substantial ad- 
ditions "i- large now works, and al- 
together there is n steadily expanding 
lield for the employment of hihir. It is 
therefore earnestly to lie desired that 
the existing shortage of nice I'm- the 
progressive mining, smelling nnd allied 
industries of the Kootenny ami 'Boun- 
dary districts shall soon he relieved, so 
thai there muv be nn obstacle to indus- 
trial advancement ami attendant set 
tlemenl in those Important sections of 
the province.

Ottawa, Aug. ■!— (Special)— This Is an 
off time in politics at the Capital. The 
Ministers are all away but two or three 
and these are confining themselves pretty 
closely to departmental details. Still the 
machinery has been sufficiently active to 
make a few appointments and to consi- 
der others. For example Mr. Savni'd, 
former Liberal member for Chicoutinii, 
has been comfortably provided for with 
nn 1,8000 office in the Transcontinen- 
tal Railway Commission. .Some day an 
exploration of this Commission may bo 
made when it will be discovered that a 
great many lost and strayed party cam- 
paigners and heelers have been concealed 
about the premises. If any conspicuous 
party worker, who has not much to do 
nt home between elections, 1ms been 
missed the chances decidedly in favor of 
finding him either in the head office of 
the Tnanscontinenlal or scattered be- 
tween Mnurtou and Winnipeg. 

The Lost Immigrants. 

Returns are coming in slowly from 
the census of Manitoba and the North: 
west which is now being taken. So far 
as Commissioner Blue has received 
figures they do not bear out the snn- 
guine claims of the localities enumera- 
ted. The rural districts are yet to be 
beard from, and unless they make a 
better return than the cities and towns, 
there will be some difficulty in explain- 
ing what has become of the immigrants 
whom the Department of (lie interior 
has been counting as they came in. and 
for whom the nation has been paying 
five dollars per head. Still the figures 
show a very large and rapid increase and 
are by no means disappointing to those 
who have not been deceived by immi- 
gration returns. 

Moberley Lost in Rabbitskin Country. 

At last accounts the Mounted police 
officers, supposed to have been sent in 
hot. chase to bring back to Prince Albert 
H. P. Moberley, who was engaged to 
work with the census staff, have not yet 
reported their 'man. It must not he for- 
gotten that Mr Moberley is an expert 
election manager. lie was seat last 
year with two or throe others to the far 
llQrth of Prince Albert to hold a provin- 
cial pool. After going a day's journey 
into the wilderness they held a poo] ail 
by themselves, inventing names of elec- 
tors, filling the ballot box with ballots 
and the pool book with the names which 
they had created. It was a unanimous 
election party, and they brought back 
a return of over two hundred voles for 
the Government candidate and none nt 
all for the Opposition, The favorite 
name forged by the returning officers 
was Rabbitskin. About fifteen votes for 
the Government was polled by the Rab- 
bitskin family. 

Flot and Sequel. 

At first the scheme worked very well. 
The government candidate had been de- 
feated in the town and neighboring 
settlements. Duly the Rabbitskin votes 
waved him, but after he was declared 
elected and the truth came out, ho 
thought it well to resign.

This 
officer came out of the investigation 
with great credit. He showed that lie 
did his best to provent the payment ot 
excessive prices for horses, sleighs and 
robes. He made strong representations 
to his immediate superior and even 
carried the case to the deputy minister, 
though he did it without success. 
A Private Bribe. 
The offer of a $100 coon skin coat 
to this engineer with a receipted In- 
voice, from the man whose claim was 
pending, only made Mr. Ralnboth more 
firm He returned the goods and told 
the deputy minister of the attempted 
bribe. The strange part of the affair 
was the indifference of Deputy Min- 
ister Gobell. who told the public ac- 
count committee that this seemed to 
be a private matter with which he had 
no call to interfere. One would like 
to know how many other private mat- 
ters of this kind occur In the settle- 
ment of public accounts in the Marine 
Department.

First of all he ought to 
have understanding with Lord Strath- 
cona. The High Commissioner has 
certainly good ground to demand a 
large assortment of apologies from the 
.Minister of the Interior for the slan- 
derous statement made In 1905 and this 
year that ho was responsible for the 
North Atlantic Trading Company con- 
tract. 

One year tigo Mr. Forster was con- 
demning fills-contract in the House and 
mentioned Mr. Preston as the man who 
made it. Mr. Oliver interrupted, say- 
ing: "I beg the honorable gentleman's 
pardon, ff he would change the name 
to Lord Strathcona.* * * 

And Sir Wilfrid Daurier speaking on 
the same day (July 13, 1905): "I now 
come to the practical side of this con- 
tract. It was first introduced by Lord 
Strathcona, and was then continued by 
Mr. Preston on the terms agreed to by 
Lord Strathcona." 

Slandering Lord Strathcona. 
This attempt to drag Lord Strath- 
cona into the deal Is altogether gratuit- 
ous and unjust. The government has 
in its possession letters from Lord 
Strathcona which proved that he was 
not the originator nor even an approv- 
ing party to the original agreement. 
The High Commissioner wrote to Mr. 
Sifton in November, 1899, at the time 
the agreement was made. This letter 
outlined what had been done, stating 
that Lord Strathcona had received an 
adverse opinion from the law officers 
of the government, and that at his 
suggestion the agreement had taken the 
form of an exchange of letters rather 
than a formal contract. Lord Strath- 
cona evidently did not approve of the 
deal, but loyally, set to work to remove 
as far as possible the unsatisfactory 
features and as an officer of the gov- 
ernment to work out tins scheme the 
best way he could. He said in his let- 
ter that Mr. Smart and Mr. Preston 
claimed to have considered the matter 
from all points of view and he hoped 
that the- future might justify their ex- 
pectations. At the same time Lord 
Strathcona pointed out that the work 
dene in the past was now beginning to 
give good results and there, was sure 
to be . a large Increase In emigration 
from the continent without such a deal. 
The High Commissioner's Objections. 

Writing this year to Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier Lord Strathcona states that 
the proposal accepted by Mr. Preston 
has been informally made to him on 
previous . occasions and had not been 
entertained. His Lordship adds: "It 
is only proper to add that the sugges- 
tions never commended themselves to 
my better judgment but it was urged 
upon me so strongly that a trial might 
be given to the scheme and it was re- 
ceived with so much favor with the 
department of the Interior, that I did 
not feel justified in the circumstances 
in withholding such assistance as 1 
could properly give to carry into effect 
the declared policy of the department." 

Again, Lord Strathcona says: "While 
personally I could not approve of the 
proposed arrangements, I felt it incum- 
bent on me, under the circumstances, 
to carry out the policy of the govern- 
ment, bu.t at the same time 1 wish most 
distinctly to disclaim the direct respon- 
sibility attributed to me in the matter." 
And Lord Strathcona Was Right. 
As Mr. Oliver Tins cancelled thc- 
agreement while It had yet many years 
to run. Lord Strathcona may claim that 
his opinion has been justified. He cer- 
tainly can protest against the unfair 
use of his name to defend a vicious 
arrangement which has cost the coun- 
try a third of a million dollars and in- 
volved the department in serious scan- 
dals. 

It will perhaps not be necessary for 
Mr. Oliver to discuss with Lord Strath- 
ma any statements made by Mr. 
Preston on the stand which the High 
Commissioner has flatly and abruptly 
contradicted. Mr. Oliver can leave the 
defence of MX Preston to Sir Richard 
Cartwright and Mr. Sifton. 

Cartwright, Preston and Cook. 
In this connection it may 1)0 recalled 
that Mr. Preston was one of the parties 
implicated In the charge made by Mr. 
II .H. Cook in 1901, that he had been 
asked to pay $10,000 for a senatorshlp. 
In the Senate investigation on that 
matter a letter was read from Mr. Pres- 
ton to Mr. Cook asking the latter for a 
private Interview to discuss a matter

Improvement to Steamer Moana of tfuj

TO DISCUSS SEALING. 

What Is Said at Ottawa Regarding tho 
Pelagic Sealing Negotiations. 

An Ottawa despatch to the Vancou- 
ver Province says: Regarding the news- 
paper reports from the West which 
speaks of negotiations with the United 
States for the discontinuance of pelagic 
sealing by the Canadian and Japanese 
fleets in the Bering sea, it is the opinion 
that the Washington government is de- 
sirous of securing such understanding 
with Great Britain as will bring Cana- 
dian sealing operations in the Bering sea 
to an end. Both at the joint high com- 
mission hi 1SU7, and since, the United 
States authorities have proposed that 
the Canadian sealers should accept com- 
pensation from the United States for 
the discontinuance of their industry. At 
the time o£ the high commission negotia- 
tions were under way to ascertain what 
should be considered a fair compensa- 
tion for the wiping out of the Cana- 
dian sealing industry. They failed, 
however, to reach an agreement, and the 
Alaskan boundary dispute resulted in the 
indefinite postponement of all matters be- 
fore the tribunal. Siuee then Uncle Sain 
has taken the ground that pelagic seal- 
ing will lead to the extermination of 
the species, and has pressed for an agree- 
ment on lines proposed before the high 
commission. 

' The Dominion government is willing 
enough to discuss this proposition, but 
has intimated that it would be better 
to deal, ut the same time with other 
questions outstanding between the two 
countries. The chances are that the 
tribunal will be appointed some day to 
act upon this suggestion, but thus far 
it has not been acted upon.

Winnipeg Men Secure a Fine 
Property in Vernon, B. C. 
District, 



V. C. and H. B. "Maddock returned 
yesterday from Vernon and the Koot- 
enay district, where they report an 
excellent condition of affairs, says the 
[Winnipeg Free Press. While In Ver- 
non they bought a property known as 
the Bar X ranch, which is situated 
between the town of Vernon and the 
Coldstream ranch, owned by the Karl 
of Aberdeen. The price paid was in 
the vicinity of $125,000. It consists of 
31,000 acres, of which 15,000 acres is 
first-class fruit land, GOO acres of 
choice timber land and the balance is 
range land. 

Messrs. Maddock were greatly im- 
pressed with the country In general, 
and consider that Vernon will bo the 
best town In the Okanagan Valley, on 
account of Its choice location and the 
fertile country surrounding It. 

While In Vernon they met Samuel 
Poison, a former well known Winni- 
pegger, who was instrumental In ob- 
taining this land for Messrs. Maddock. 
Mr. Poison holds a great deal of prop- 
erty in and around Vernon, which Is 
constantly advancing In price. He also 
controls practically all of the property 
between Vernon and Okanagan Land- 
ing. Plans are being considered for 
ar. electric street railway; which will 
run from the Coldstream ranch p.ast 
the Par X ranch, through the town of 
.Vernon and down to Okanagan Land- 
ing. It Is proposed to get the electric 
power from the Shuswap Falls, where, 
Mr. Poison claims, power can be se- 
cured to supply a street car service 
and also an electric light plant for h 
city of 100,000 people. A Vernon syn- 
dicate has the plans in hand, and it Is 
thought work will be started very soon. 

It has been reported locally that the 
C. P. R. have secured the Greenbow 
ranch, comprising some 10,000 acres, 
and that It will lie subdivided Into 
small fruit farms and colonized. V. C. 
Maddock slates that In his opinion 
there are great possibilities in and 
a'rotind Vernon, both for fruit-raising 
and for speculation, Until very re- 
cently the 10,000 acre Greenbow ranch, 
the 10,000 acre Coldstream ranch, the 
6000 acre Bar X, the 10,O00 acre 
O'Keefe ranch and 5000 acres con- 
trolled by Mr, Poison belonged to five 
men; but now that these properties 
are being' cut into small farms, It Is 
proving a great boon to settlers. Tho 
Coldstream people have recently put 
3000 acres of land on the market; and 
H has sold to actual settlers at $150 to 
?.00 an acre. 

la Subdividing 

The properly purchased by Mr. Mad- 
dock Is now being subdivided, and they 
are starting to sell It In l0-acre blocks. 
A branch ofllce has been opened In 
Vernon, with Peter Dickson, formerly 
with Christie & Heubaeh, In charge. 
Mr. .Maddock showed a reporter a 
telegram he had just received from 
Mr. Dickson, Haying he had sold 400 



acres of this land to Vernon men, who 
evidently have considerable faith in its 
future. 

.Messrs. Maddock on their way home 
stopped at Moosejaw, where they have 
a branch office. They report business 
and crops good in and around Moose- 
jaw. A concern bought 45 acres in 
Moosejaw recently and will erect a 
$40,000 brewery and a $20,000 packing 
house, and they intend to spend double 
that amount next year. 

"Yes," said V. C. Maddock, " the 
crops looked excellent all along the 
line, and there is a very optimistic 
feeling among the farmers, who look 
forward to a bumper crop this year."

nigh I and day, during the past twenty- 1 
eight years," said 'Mr. Thrift," and each I 
lime 1 become more impressed with the 
idea that it should lie preserved.'' Ho 
stated that the limits had been leased 
quite a few years ago. but lie thought } 
the government should Hnd some way of 
revoking the lease. Mr. Thrift went on 
to stale thai the Cnnadinn forestry as- 
sociation will meet in Vancouver sane 
time during the next month, and lie 
thought it would be :i good idea to lay 
the matter before that body. 

He made a motion that that course lie 
adopt ed. 

.Mr. .1. 1>. Taylor endorsed the sugges- 
tion of Mr. Thrift, and sei lied the mo- 
tion. He thought the forestry associa- 
tion would readily visit the Limber belt 
if the matter were brought lo their at- 
tention, and would hereby become more 
posted as to its value.

The fisher- 
lljen are a very fine race, but they are 
not likely in politics to look much be- 
yond their own bread. Canadian opin- 
ion would have little Influence. The 
Consequence would probably be the 
opening of a new and dangerous Held 
for political corruption.

gave a tug to his cord, the bell tinkled, 
and, with a threatening hum for pedes 
triaus to clear the way, tint car buzzed 
along Government street past restau- 
rants and retail and wholesale stores ol 
all denominations. 

Soon we are passing China town with 
its curious Chinese signs and we catch 
a glimpse of celestials in various atti- 
tudes of activity and relaxation. Here 
one stands at a street corner with his 
hands behind his back aimlessly hold- 
ing the end of his pigtail; there another 
plods along with a pole across his should- 
ers nt the ends of which loads of bas- 
kets hang suspended; there again a 
third sits outside his litllo grocery shop 
with bend between his hands caleuhitin: 
gains. 

On the right, as we glide by, we catch 
sight, of the Chinese Iteforin Society*!- 
institution, and as the car proceeds on 
its course the conductor, Mr. Dewar, an 
affable blue-eyed person, enlightens the 
passengers with information ably con- 
veyed through a megaphone. As we 
take a curve and advance over the iron 
Point Kllice bridge prominent on the 
left, and the huge booms of logs float- 
ing upon the water show how great, are 
the limber interests of Victoria, '.lust 
beyond are peacefully anchored side by 
side, the 

Flotilla^of Sealing Vessels 
which sometimes go in search of quarry 
even as far as South America, though 
this time of year their best hunting 
ground is the Bchring sen. On the right 
of the bridge an arm of the harbor, ex- 
cellent for boating extends ti miles in- 
land. 

Now we are vibrating along through 
Victoria West on the outskirts of the 
town. To right and left may he seen 
many pleasant suburban residences. On 
the left is the home of the manager of 
the ('. P. It. local boats. Further 
ahead on the same side is Mr. Robin 
Dunsniuir's abode, with pines pointing 
like, needles into the sky all about and 
around. A little further, on the right, 
Mr. Bull en's house appears with its 
pfctty creeper-covered portico. 

Swinging around a curve and over a 
hillock we catch sight of Hon. C. 10. 
Ppoley's residence, which, like himself 
in his character of speaker of the leg- 
islative assembly of British Columbia, 
is also in an eminent and commanding 
position. 

The car shortly comes to a stop lo al- 
low the one going in the opposite di- 
rection to get past the siding, since the 
line is a single one. As we come to n 
standstill the red building of the bar- 
racks shows itself (in the left, and, 
while waiting, there is time to drink in 
a gorgeous view which stretches away 
to tin' outer wharf and beyond; with 

a perfect blending of pine trees and 
azure sky and smiling waters. As one 
gazes placidly around one cannot help 
being struck by the resemblance of Vic- 
toria to the cylinder of a musical bos, 
(if one beautiful thing may be com- 
pared to another), for pines everywhere 
stand erect like the spikes on the cylin- 
der, now in serried ranks like the Gre- 
cian phahi' of old, now again like sol- 
itary sent! 

■Proceeding onward with a switchback 
motion over undulating ground, the ear 
glides near the Esquimau iV- Xnnaimo 
railway and past the chocolate ami 
grey '"lit lie Itonian Catholic church nenr 
Esquimalt, and further mi past the 
rather barnlike St. Paul's Kpiscopnl 
church, and. going through the rocky 
cleft around which formidable fortifica- 
tions are visible, dips down into ICsqui- 
lualt, which seems to show signs of sad- 
ness at the' departure of the navy. 

Outside the Ksquimalt. postoffice the 
car will renin in 15 minutes, so there 
will be time to 

Look nt the Harbor 
and at the remarkable dry dock which 
our agreeable conductor tells us is -150 



feet long. Across the harbor lies the 
Marieelien, tho vessel which was 
wrecked in Alaska, lop-sided, "with its 
iron sides showing evidence of hardships 
undergone. 

The passengers remount the car and 
on the return journey to get on to the 
Gorge line it is possible to note points 
overlooked before. As we ascend the 
JSsrjuiuYnlt lull the Itoyul Bond anchor- 
age is spread before us. Out there lies 
II sailing ship which wanted a free moor- 
ing ground and forms a striking pic- 
ture set off against the majestic Olym- 
pic mountains which in the hazy dis- 
tance lift their cold summits into the 
sky, where one god hurls pilowy clouds 
at another. 

On the crest of the hill on the right, 
risible amid trees, is u site covered with 
rocks which show like elephants' backs 
here and there unit t lie conductor points 
to them and remarks that there is no 
need for laying foundations there. Fur- 
ther on we puss an edifice which bears 
the sign "Soldiers' and Sailors' Homo," 
pleasantly situated. Xeariug the sp*t 
where the car changes lines to go to the 
I forge park we life carried past Kail-all's 
brewery, whose existence proves Vic- 
toria is not entirely abstemious. 

.Now a white little house fronted with 
a neat garden of variegated chrysanthe- 
mums and lilac, white, and blue, sweet 
iicns, arrests the eye, now it is tiie con- 
servatories of a large nursery which nt- 
ract the attention, again one is held 
ly the residence of Mr. James' Duns- 
lllllr, the present lieutenant governor 
vhicli is surrounded by fir woods where- 
'i one can imagine pheasants delighting 
o nestle amid cool roots and ferns. 

The car soon takes the turn for the 
Jorge, and then passes Fire Hall No. 

A little further on a large apricot 
roe is seen growing like ivy on the 
Me of n house, heavily laden with fruit 
.'earing the Gorge a superb view of the 
lortheril part of the city is seen on th 
•ight across spaces of lam! and watC) 
lipping slightly to the left we see 
solitary wagon amidst what suggest 
he parting of the waters of the Ited 
en — in other words, the parting of the 
en of pines made by a country road. 

Once at the (Jorge, there is a surfeit 
■ 1' beauty. Rustic seats and winding 
.tilths embowered shades and sunlight 
irenking through the leaves, such 
things 

Delight the Heart of Man 

and such things abound there, while, 
water glides mysteriously over the 
,»liant reeds. Giant strides and swings, 
and other arrangements to give pleasure 
to (he young, are plentiful. Boats can 
!»e easily hirjd and one can bathe in the 
limpid water, leaving clothes at either 
»f the two bathing places. But to ap 
predate fully the enchantments of the 
llorge it must lie visited at night when 
illuminated with its multitude of white 
mil colored lights and when music floats 
.lung the air. 

On returning to the observation car we 

aw another car arriving full of passen- 
gers, who evidently knew what was the 
best place for spending a half holiday in. 
Our ear then got under way again in 
the direction of town. On the way back 
me could not but observe that the fac- 
tories in Victoria are less obtrusive than 
elsewhere and do not interfere with the 
harmony of the scenery. 

Arrived in Government street wo 
turned up Fort street, making for Oak 
Hay. After passing the Tourist Asso- 
ciation's office, the large Presbyterian 
church became visible 'on the right, and 
the Roman Catholic .cathedral on the 
left in Douglas street. A glimpse was 
also caught! of tho new building which 
constitutes die Carnegie library, nud n 
little further on, also of the Metropoli- 
tan church four blocks away. The 
sight of so .many. churches, for a church 
of some sort is visible almost every- 
where, would lead one to believe that 
Victoria, is very devout. Soon the ear 
is passing through the midst of rows of 
beautiful residences in the bungalow 
style. One is indicated by the conduc- 
tor as the house of having been once 
an early judge of British Columbia. 
Flowers of all colors abound. We pass 
a large rock overgrown with ivy most 
pleasing to the eye, and the conductor 
points out how wisely the rock has been 
made use of instead of. being abused. 

As our course continues we pass the 
High school with its lawn tennis court 
and croquet ground on the left. Fur- 
ther on, on the right hand side, at a 
considerable distance from the street, 
Dunsmuir castle rises stately with its 
bastions and battlements. This is the 
residence of Mrs. Robert Dunsmuir. 

As the car advances along Oadboro 
Bay road we see n house whoso founda- 
tions have clearly been built upon a 
rock and no mistake 1 about it and the 
inspired No. 17 remarks that the owner 
is "a wise man." Now we are in 

Oak Bay Avenue 
and as we enter it we obtain a long 
view of the exhibition- building and the 
race track in the distance. Bock I a lid 
avenue turns off to the right and we can 
only see a few of the many noble resi- 
dences which we know exist all along 
the hillside, and which display a va- 
riety of design and coloring that makes 
them look as if they had grown there 
like so many [lowers, 

Proceeding along Oak Bay avenue 
.Mr. Ferule's house with its tastefully 
arranged garden, on whose lawn a re- 
freshing jet of water [days incessantly, 
draws particular attention, and in a few 
minutes we are at Oak Bay, where we 
are allowed to alight for 10 minutes to 
look at the beautiful Oak liny hotel, or 
to enter the Recreation park, where St. 
Andrew's church is giving a p'renic and 
athletic sports Were going on. Some pas- 
sengers spend a few minutes watching 
big brawny fellows putting the 'weights 
then return to gaze at Sao Juan island 
which lies close to the route taken by 
the boats that ply between Victoria and 
Vancouver. This island was awarded to 
the United States in IST'J, and forms 

central point in u lovely view. 

tiding back to the town from Oak bay 
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one ohserred that wooden fences are 
generally used, and -could not help think- 
ing that hedges would look more pic 
turesque, if only hawthorn and thicket 
would grow well live. The gentle rise 
and fall of the laud seemed to lend itself 
to long and splendid views, everywhere. 

The observation car then returned to 
Government street and unloaded its hu- 
man freight at the corner of Yates street 
close to where the Salvation Army 
holds its meetings, which by the way, 
.sometimes proceed to their praise be it 
said, oven though only one listener and 
convert be obtained and that one seems 
confused nhont taking his hat off when 
a prayer begins, anil even though a 
neighboring shopkeeper should remon- 
strate against the noise of the drum and 
cymbals. 

So ends the. observation car's tour of 
Victoria. There are many aristocratic 
houses in the city, many shabby gen- 
teel ones, but none utterly, dingy and 
undignified. Whether it. be a glimpse of 
lonely poplars at the end of an unknown 
street or a glorious blending of land- 
scape and marine scenery, this city has 
ninny unrivalled sights to Offer. The 
country is in the town in Victoria, it 
might well be said, if a thing of 
beamy is a joy for ever, the people of 
Victoria ought lo be perpetually and 
radiantly happy.

military officers, visited Xanshan, l'el- 
isstt, Liuoyung, Sliuha and Mukden 
battlefields, .seeing Where the scenes of 
carnage of a short time before had been 
enacted. 

Lord Beauclerk, said to a Colonist 
reporter, on leaving the .steamer Mont- 
eagle yesterday that he had heard mucji 
of the scenic beauties of Victoria. Al- 
ter having' seen a portion id' the city 
he later said his 'expectations had been 
more than realized. It was a delightful 
place, and the nourishing business con- 
ditions were very apparent. The charm 
of Victoria he snid, was wonderful. 

"Here, 1 see one of the prettiest 
cities I have visited," he said. "In 
Vladivostok-, I saw one of the /most 
dismal. About half the city has been 
destroyed by lire. The streets, for the 
most part have no pavements, and in 
rainy weather conditions are awful. 
The blackened ruins of the buildings 
were sad looking. The revolutionists 
were busy tit Vladivostok also, and al- 
though martial law was withdrawn 
there was considerable brawling and 
armed rioting. A number of killings 
took place. 

"Japan is delightful," he sairj, "It is 
a beautiful place for a tourist, but the 
climate is not the glorious climate of 
Victoria." 

Kioto, Nikko, Xara, and other beau- 
ty-spots of Japanese were visited 
•by the notable traveler and he also 
made n journey through Manchuria. 
The Japanese were most courteous to 
him, and treated him well in every 
Way. At Port Arthur, which is still in 
the hands of the military, he was tak- 
en, with some Japanese Officers to view 
203' Metre hill, Urhingshan, Fcnwnii- 
shan, rnnliingshan, Cohlen Hill, Eik- 
wan, .Sungsb.usb.nn, Anteshan. litse- 
shun, and others of the forty-one fort- 

. Visits were pnid 'to the hills at Xan- 
shan, where such heavy loss of life 
took place when the place was storm- 
ed so bravely in May, HI0-L, and the 
walled city of Kinclunv in the isthmus 
severed when General Oku fought back 
the Russians at Xanshuu and then 
turned northward. A trip was miido 
over the Smith Matichurian railway to 
whore Stackelberg was <lriven back 
from the position he assumed on the 
hills at Telisail in the Kueliou valley, 
and the visitor went on northward to 
Liaoyaag, whore the redoubts and 
works in the plain, the Shousliun hills, 
where such fierce tight ing occurred, 
and. tho railway town and big Chinese 
city, which was the ancient capital of 
iMunchuria, were seen. The -Shaho val- 
ley, where heavy fighting look place in 
the snow, ami the field of Mukden 
were nlso visited, and visits were made 
to the Peking of Munehuriu-Mukdon. 
with ils spacious walled cities within 
each other. 

It is the intention of Lord Beauclerk 
to spend same days in Victoria, and he 
will then prepare for a hunting trip in 
northern British Columbia, intending 
to go up the Stikine river and hunt in 
the Cnssiar district for some time. 

lie lins done considerable hunting in 
various countries, and served with the 
Nottinghamshire Hussars and Notting- 
hamshire Yeomanry in South Africa 
during the Bner war. 

Before his present lour in the Orient 
and .Siberia Lord Beauclerk paid a 
visit lo Russia, at present lorn with 
revolutionary strife.

THE DOG TAX. 



Sir— In looking over Friday morning's 
Colonist, I noticed that an amendment to 
the Pound By-law will shortly he submit- 
ted lo the council lor consideration. I 
think the provisions relating to the .treat- 
ment of dogs suffering with Incurable anil 
Infectious diseases are good and reason- 
able; hut that provision as to taxation 
should lie looked at In a more reasonable 
light, and submitted to more thought ami 
consideration than it evidently has. First 
of all. what is the reason of such tax- 
ation? Is it for revenue'; or for 'the pur- 
pose of Improving the breed of dogs? or 
tor tiie purpose of eliminating the "dog 
nuisance'".' There Is no doubt that is n 
"dog nuisance" here, as Is apparent by 
the number of mixed- dogs on the streets, 
uud for other obvious reasons. We will 
take ii that it is partly each, for It Mould 
lake too much of the editor's valuable 
space to consider all these In turn. The 
aiext thing to consider Is. how should the 
taxation lie regulated? Should all dugs be 
taxed the same'.' — for IT revenue has any- 
tiling to do with It taxation is of course 
necessary. I think certainly not; in thi 
ease of prize winners ami castrated dng.-.. 
1 think thai tiie by law should he amended 
to this extent (to put it a-- shortly as po* 
Bible), viz.: All dogs uiai are prize win 
tiers, anil all ileus that me or have been 
castrated, should tie exempt, providing 
they are not allowed lo roam the streets 
alone, i. e., while being at large, not in 
chain. In ease any such dog should he so 
:it large,, a small line should lie Imposed. 
A prize winner should he any dog which 
tins taken any prize, al any exhibition or 
»l..g Show, or any pedigreed dog (this could 
1c arrived at by I he kennel elub or any 
other proper body appointed). 

Castration Is a success In dogri — whethoi 
Male or female as i know of dou-s thai 
have been so t rented (both sexes), and hi 
my opinion It makes n far superior animal 
us regards working properties; but per 
haps this Is a matter of opinion. 

This would almost at once brine about 
a far superior breed of dogs, .lust, as Ii 
has oone in the ease of horses and cattle. 
There would he no difficulty to ascertain 
this in the -male, as it wouid Immediately 
ibo apparent on Inspection; and In the case 
of Hie female, the certificate of. a duly 
qualified veterinary surgeon, who had per- 
formed the operation; or a sworn declar- 
ation of i lie owner of such dog, that such 
operation had been performed, would, i 

think, he ample. If there is to he a tax 
on such dogs, I. o., prize winners and- ons- 
trnted dog-, let Ii lie not more than 50 
cent.s -a year, and oil all other dogs, say, a 
tax of $1.00, This would be somewhat 
reasonable, ('no reason for this— in Llie 
sportsmen's eye Is thai II Is necessary 
for him,' generally speaking, to hnvo two 

dogs for hunting, uud with the gun license 
or, say, $2.00 or $3.00, which most sports- 
men seem lo be asking for, and which Is 
doubtless going to be law soon — It would 
be very hard on I he average sportsman's 
ipockel If Hindi ta.v were $2.00 per dog. 
But aside from the sportsman's view, such 

dogs should receive some exemption, there- 
■by unnklng 11 worth while to improve the 
breed, iil.d lessen the dog nuisance. We 
arc being pressed too hard now with tax- 
es, and lhls water question will make ii 
worse; 1 think It Is up to the corinell i" 
show their meditation n f thought, If pos- 
sible, and draw the line somewhere, not 
suffering themselves lo be carried away al- 
together by, water, pumps and wooden 
pipes. 

Now Is the Lime, nltlzdne and dog fan- 
ciers, to stamp on this badly regulated 
tax proposition, Improve I he breed of dogs 
In victoria, uud remedy the dog nuisance 
In a prncMgal manner, before it becomes 
law and is too late; for If It is allowed (n 
stand, It' only means that there will be 
jobH for numerous dog constables, who 
will have to 1)0 appointed, to enforce this 
tax.— lor II l.v always 'hard to enforce any 
extortionate tux - and who will come t<> 
our floors and bother us ivltb a dozen or 



more questions, walking through our In- 
closed yards— by the leave of the by-law — 
and where In reality they have not the 
least right, without leave— for as such I 
understand the amendment to be, us set 
out In the Colonist— thereby causing much 
trouble and annoyance, which could he en- 
tirely avoided If a little reason is used. 
I should like to hear some of our dot; fan- 
ciers on the subject— who I think will 
heartily concur with me — and if I ,n:l >' 
say, our friend, Mr. Musgrave, who usual- 
ly takes a practical view of such mutters. 
I may say, however, that a member of the 
legal profession has thrown sumo doubt on 
the by-law. ami expressed it, to be his 
opinion that the by-law could net be en- 
forced. This may be the case, for doubt- 
less all remember how the Transient 
Trades By-law was upset by Mr. Robert- 
son, the llack By-law by Mr. Belyeii, and 
tiie "ease in which the dogs barked too 
much," by Mr. Hlgglns. 

CITIZEN. 
WATER WORKS. 

Sir— It appears strange that, having had 
the services of experts, city engineers, 
water commissioners, etc., it should he re- 
served for the present council to discover 
that by an expenditure of $S,000 for a 
pump, the capacity of the 12-lncb pipe can 
be, 'doubled. I fear that the result will 
prove a costly disappointment. 

I In s the committee taken into consider- 
ation the fact that to double the discharge, 
the velocity must also be doubled? Hut 
since the resistance Increases practically 
ns the square or the velocity, the power 
required Is no trifle. As a case in point, 
(see Fanning), assume a 12-inch pipe de- 
livering 120 cubic feet a minute, and hav- 
ing a length or six miles, we And the 
bead lost by friction to be 74 foot, equiv- 
alent to a pressure of 32 pounds per square 
inch; now double the velocity, and tin; 
lost head becomes 277 feet, equal to ;i 
pressure of 1-0 pounds per square inch. As 
we are left In the dark as to the class of 
pump, and how and when It Is to be 
placed, I fall lo see the objection of the 
majority of the aldermen to obtaining :i 
professional opinion. 

As tbo council appear .satisfied that an 
ample supply can be obtained from either 
the (Highland or Goldstrcam districts, the 
expenditure of $-10,000 for meters appears 
unnecessary; the writer does not wish it 
to be Inferred that he Is opposed to meter- 
ing any system, of which the supply Is 
limited, but we have been assured that 
na ample supply would be soon furnished, 
and the use, not abuse, of water shoum 
be encouraged. 

The observation of the precipitation In 
the Highland district, unless extended 
over several years, Is useless as a record, 
except lii so far ns It may be compared 
with the observed results at other points 
in the neighborhood. 

The expenditure on the distribution sys- 
tem Is apparently required under any ac- 
tion which may be taken, and It is to be 
hoped that it has been designed on a prop- 
er basis. 

Is the proposed high level tank to lie 
tilled, and kept filled, by the Dairy Farm 
pump? 

There has been considerable discussion 
as lo i lie merits of wooden stave pipe; it 
Is recognized that it Is well adapted for 
the purpose, and Is economical under cer- 
tain limiting conditions of head. (Trans. 
Am. Soe. ('. I:., Vol. XI.l.). With consid- 
erable head the steel bands require to be 
so closely spaced as to render it costly. 
It Is hard to say what would he the ulti- 
mate effect of saturating a wooden pipe 
with the filthy liquid now supplied. 

The writer would not have ventured to 
criticize a scheme unless he were prepared 
to present another, which would give tin 
ample supply of potable water at a small 
expense. 

First. Too much money has been expend- 
ed on Elk lake to throw the while awav, 
and Elk lake can he utilized to a certain 
extent. It can easily furnish all below 
the forty f e et zone with a supply of prop- 
erly filtered water tinder a minimum static 
head of about'130 feel, or, .say, 05 pounds 
per souare inch. 

Second. Under clause i.0 of the Esqui- 
mau Water Works Amendment Act. which 
1 would ask you to publish with this lot- 
icr. let Hie city give Hie statutory notice 
io the company to deliver the water Into 
'he city mains nl the city limits, ami, if 
desirable, offer I be company a bonus if 
tiie work is completed In a shorter period, 
the cost to tin- city being $67.27.1, as based 
on Me. Adams' figures (see Dully Colonist. 
August 21, 1P0.il. exclusive of the cost of 
the distribution system, which Is a neeon- 
sary expenditure in any ease. 

This would supply all the city bv grav- 
ity, except dint portion served |, v Eik bike. 

The payment to the company would be 
(i cents pur 1.000 gallons passing through 
the meler; Ibis arrangement under Ho- net 
Is terminable In five years. In Mr, Imbbe's 
letter he offers Hie firs! million gallons at 
It cents per M.. 15 cents per M. for Hie sec 
ond million, and I cents per M . for all over 
the second million, provided a controcl 
Is made for twenty yeuns. 

This is not ns favorable a proposition as 
thai embodied in the net. 

Now. what would be our position if these 
suggest Ions wi re adopted ? 

1st. We should have an ample supply of 
potable water by gravity systems. (He low 
levels being supplied by Elk lake, aiol the 
high by Colds! renin. 

2nd. We should have (hue to examine, 
and, IT npproved, build the Highland sys- 
tem. In which case it would be unnecessary 
to expropriate Coldstream. 

3rd, If the Highland system proved, on 
Invesl lgiitbui. Inadequate, we could then 
lake the necessary slops

THE clothing factory of Turner, 
Becton & Co., on I lie corner of 
Johnson and Wharf streets, is 
one of the largest and certainly one of 
the most prosperous west of Toronto. 
When the department manager, Mr. 



the most up-to-date ami expensive 
machinery. Last, but not least, he 
purchased the highest grades of ma- 
terial, whether In cloth, denim, cotton, 
worsted or flannel. His practical man- 
ager carefully drilled the staff of will- 
ing workers and between times de- 
vised alterations and improvements 
which made the garments just a little 
more convenient and eyeable than any 
they had to compote with. An addi- 
tional pocket here, a strap there, a 
cross seam to prevent tears, attached 
elastic suspenders to the overalls, an 
Ingenious underside button to the shirt 
collar. In short, everything' that would 
improve the garment both as to its ap- 
pearance and utility. The result Is a 
standing sign of "sold out" in the pop- 
ular lines.

In 
America, and now in Canada, he puts 
on a pair of overalls, his "bib and 
tucker." This useful garment receives 
all the paint which can be washed off 
periodically. The result is that as soon 
as a man sloughs his overalls he pre- 
sents a decent appearance and travels 
homo without becoming a nuisance to 
himself, his fellow travelers or those 
a waiting him. The- overall Is the ulti- 
mate product of Turner, Beeton's fac- 



chlne cuts out the cloth from designs 
marked by the two gentlemen with the 
ohalk. It is rolled out on tables sixty 
to seventy feet in length, and the ma- 
chine cuts from seventy to one hun- 
dred thicknesses at once, according to 
the kind of material. 

Turner, Beeton & Co. use English 
and Canadian cloth almost exclusively.

For the miners' require- 
ments Turner, Bseton & Co. have pro- 
vided the best of wear and he has 
shown that, ho appreciates their atten- 
tion hy demanding Big Horn every 
time. On the other hand, the Ilnest 
silk, silk stripe or .'hie flannel shirt 
as seen on the lawn or cricket field 
of Victoria has also been tinned out 
by the firm that imports only the best 
goods and puts them on the market in 
the most finished style. 

After spending a whola afternoon in 
studying this Interesting factory the 
Colonist man went awny wondering 
more than over whether Victorians 
kimw that there is such a place in 
their midst; and if so, why they ever 
purchase a negligee shirt made In the 
East It costs more. It Is no better 
and rarely as good and it "knocks" a 
fine native Industry.

It' he had to go into the manu- 
facture of clothing, he knew he should 
be between "the devil and the deep 
sea." Between the Eastern Canadian 
manufacturers, with their cheap raw 
material and favorable long distance 
transportation rates, on the one hand, 
and the Han Francisco houses, with 
their low water carriage and old estab- 
lished businesses), on the other, there 
was only onor way to successfully meet 
such competition, for nothing !s hard- 
er than to oust a line of goods once 
It. has taken hold In a market. But 
there was one way in this case, and 
Mr. Thompson saw it and promptly 
acted on It. To have placed an article 
on the market just as good as the 
Toronto and San Francisco houses 
would simply have resulted in cutting 
prices and spoiling lt|s chances of do- 
ing a profitable business, To suc- 
ceed he must give something better 
than any of Ids competitors and at. 
the same price; then he could win 
out. 

Ho first secured the best manager 
available, a thoroughly practical man. 
from the heart of the old country cloth 
district, Stroud. Next ho purchased 



lory. Whether in the ordinary dark 
blue, the black-white stripe, or the 
diamond on indigo it is, if not a thing 
of beauty at least a joy forever to 
the man who wears it. The Inside is 
as neatly and carefully finished as the 
outside. There are no selvages or loose 
fringes. Every seam is turned In ami 
double stitched; all of which conduces 
to comfort and durability. 

But it must not. be supposed that 
overalls and heavy goods alone are pro 
duced in this model ivorkshlp made fa- 
mous throughout the West by the Big 
Horn brand. A mere list, of articles 
of clothing manufactured would run 
to the limits of this article. 

Now a word as to the conversion of 
the material Into garments. In a large, 
clean, well lighted room on the first 
floor, forty women and girls sit busily 
engaged at two long tables. Each is 
operating a machine; In fact, every- 
thing Is done by machinery in this 
room. It matters not whether the 
seam to be sewed is straight, curved 
or crooked, the swift flying needles 
make t lie journey faster fhnn the ex- 
perienced eye can follow. Most of the 
machines are of the Wheeler & Wilson 
make; the others of the Singer. They 
tuck and sew automatically, working 
with two needles simultaneously ill 
parallel lines. Others cut and stitch 
buttonholes, and one, the latest arrival, 
highly prized by Mr. Walker, sews 
shirt buttons on, and at the end of 
the process ties a knot In the thread 
and cuts off the ends. It seems almost 
human In its deftness and efficiency. 
One girl, possibly the most expert, can 
make 230 dozen of overalls in a month; 
bill when one learns that the machine 
runs at the rate or 4,000 stitches a 
minute It Is not so much to be won- 
dered at. The women till work by 
the piece, and earn from $30 to $50 a 
month, according to their skill and ex- 
perience. They work eight hours a 
day arid take a holiday whenever Ihey 
need II. Some of them have worked 
there ever since the factory started, 
and are quite contented. In fact, It 
would be difficult to find a henlthler or 
pleasantcr room tor the purpose. 
In the adjoining room an electric ma-

At Laurel Point all 
the paints ure manufactured from the 
ground uoor to the finished article; the 
firm iloes its own printing, makes its 
own tins and irons for holding paint, as 
well <is its own wooden boxes, and boils 
its own linseed oil. In addition, the 
British America Paint Works manufac- 
ture dry colors and varnishes of nil de- 
scriptions, and have tin extensive line in 
the grinding of while lead. Owing to 
the cheap rate oil the raw materials, 
via sailing vessels ami China mutual 
Steamer', the British America I "aim 
Company -litis n great advantage iu 
British Columbia and the Northwest 
Territory over their Eastern competi- 
tors, who have to contend witli heavy 
transcontinental rates.

Whole shiploads 
of material are imported from Japan 
and South America, and the finished 
article exported not only to all West- 
ern Canadians points, but to the United 
States. Chemical fertilizers form a 
very important part of the manufacture 
of the company and in this connection 
It may be mentioned that the firm

HE Vancouver Portland Cement 
company his 11^. works at Tod 
Inlet, about six ■ miles from the 
city of Victoria. The plant and ma- 
chinery are of the most modern type, 
selected and installed under the super- 
vision of Mr. Butchart, the managing 
director, whose office is In the Board 
of Trade building. The Industry, which 
is the on!y one at present in Canada 
west of Owen Sound, has been estab- 
lished a year, and already lias demon- 
strated the possibilities of production 
and the extent of the market. The 
capacity of the works In the first in- 
stance was .'100 barrels a day; at the 
end of six months it was Increased to 
GOO, and is now undergoing a further 
change which will raise tin; produc- 
tion to 900. Constant employment is 
found for 160 men, and tiie payroll 
for the current year will aggregate 
$100,000. The value of the finished 
product will be In the neighborhood 
of $300,000. These figures show that 
the Industry over which Mr. Butchart 
presides is one of the most Important 
on the Island, or indeed in the West, 
only being surpassed, among the manu- 
facturing Industries by the largest lum- 
ber companies. 

It has, however, a special significance 
and is exercising a marked effect on 
the development of the coast cities In 
furnishing cement at a price hitherto 
unheard of, and of a grade equal to 
the highest. Before the establishment 
of Mr. Butchart's company all the ce- 
ment used In this section was im- 
ported from England and transported 
round the Horn. It retailed for $3.50 
a barrel. Today the local product sells 
for $2.50, and in large lots for $11.35.

It sustains the 
same strains for tensile strength, giv- 
ing as high as 9.16 I'm- a twenty-eiglll- 
day test, and an average of S.Hi for 
1.000 barrels used at the works of the 
Wcsi Kootenay Lighl * Power com- 
pany at Bonnlngton falls. Among the 
largest users, all of whom have testi- 
fied to satisfactory results, are the 
corporations of the cities of Victoria 
and Vancouver, the British Columbia 
General Contract company, limited, the 
Canadian Pacific Railway company, the 
West Kootenay Power & Light com- 
pany, the Western Fuel company, the 
Crow's Nest Pass Coal company, the 
Wellington Colliery company and many 
others. 

The market is practically confined to 
the province, not by the necessity of 
the case, but from the fact that the 
supply of an excellent home-made arti- 
cle at a low price has so greatly stim- 
ulated the use of cement that it Is im- 
possible to keep pace with the demand, 
and it Is only a matter of common 
justice to point out that the company 
is dally refusing orders for American 
points at $1 a barrel more than tie- 
local price, because they have a def- 
inite polity to attend Ql'Sl to Can- 
adian needs. Altogether the Industry 
Is one of which Victorians have every 
reason to be proud, and It Is destined 
to have an Important bearing on fu- 
ture works of a constructive and espe- 
cially Of an engineering character on 
the Pacific const.

Need- 
less to say, Doth are thoroughly prac- 
tical men, and It is a pleasure to watch 
the skill with which they handle the 
products of their factory In the various 
stages of manufacture. With thorn is 
associated Thomas Nelson, who was 
for many years head sugar boiler for 
the renowned firm of R. T. Watson & 
Co., Toronto. Every part of the work 
that can bo done by machinery, espe- 
cially In the biscuit department, is 
entrusted to steel bins, steel teeth or 
steel rollers. After human experience 
has cast the proper ingredients Into 
the kneading trough 'there is nothing 
left for man to do except transfer the 
mass of well prepared "dough" from 
one machine to another. First it is 
dumped Into a mixer, in which is a long 
horizontal revolving screw, just like 
the mixer In a clay pipe mill. When 
tills process is completed the mass is 
turned out by an odd looking ratchet 
into a wagon and pushed to the rolls. 
Here it Is passed and repassed, just 
like sheet iron or plates In a steel mill, 
gradually becoming thinner and firmer. 
AVhen reduced to the proper consist- 
ency It Is moved to the carrier, an in- 
genious machine, which controls three 
processes. First, the Mat band of 
"dough" is passed through a pair of 
rollers in an adjustlble frame, where 
it is reduced to the exact degree of 
thickness required for the particular

kind of biscuit it is designed to make; 
then as it lies mi a flat table tho 
cutter discs descend and stamp out 
say fifty biscuits or crackers at a 
stroke. A canvas belt carries the ma- 
terial, which Is now ready for tho 
oven, to the end of a long table, where 
a thin wooden "peel" is cleverly 
pushed underneath, and the fifty bis- 
cuits at once turns in the interior of 
the oven. The biscuits arc well and 
truly baked. Crackers only require ten 
minutes, being very thill and flaky. 
Pilot bread, at the other extreme, takes 
forty minutes. The wheel can be stop- 
ped and started instantly by a friction 
clutch, and n new batch of goods 
placed on a vacant shelf. Each shelf 
holds about 300 transferred to the 
oven. The latter is very interesting, 
at any rate to a tyro. In a huge cham- 
ber, probably twenty feet by twelve, 
Is a revolving wheel almost exactly 
like the paddle of a steamer, only that 
it Is constructed entirely of steel and 
the paddles or flat parts are deeper. 
Each one of these forms a shelf, and 
ns there are ten shelves It will bo seen 
that the capacity of IhiH oven . Is very 
considerable. Tho oven is enclosed 
with tire brick; lias a movable nhcet 
Iron front and consumes half a i.m of I 
coke a day. Everything about the fac- I 
tory Is scrupulously clean and sani- I 
tary, and no one need have the slight- I 
est suspicion of goods manufactured 
by Popham Bros. They use Canadian 
flour wherever practicable, und" at the 
time of this Inspection had several cur- 
loads in stock from the Armstrong 
mills In the Okanagan.

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Victorians Sealing Industry 



ONE of the Industries centred in 
Victoria which 1ms made the 
city known throughout the 
world is the pelagic sealing industry. 
Fleets of schooners of front (it) to !)U 
ions, with crews larger tlinu lrig ocean 
steamers, are- sent, twice <i year from 
this port in pursuit of the valuable fur- 
bearing seals. Aforetime the life Of the 
sealer was an adventurous one; now it 
is more or less prosaic, it is a profit- 
able industry, though, and brings yearly 
many thousands of dollars to .Victoria; 
last year the catch of the licet was sold 
in L6ndon for $850,000, and the Vic- 
toria Sealing Company, which owns the 
majority , of the schooners of the Beet, 
all except throe, paid a dividend of 
20 per cent:. The pelts have of late 
years been bringing large prices, hav- 
ing more than doubled in value since 
the schooners began, following ' the 
herds; in fact, the price has almost 
been trebled. At: one time there were 
sealing schooners sailing from Seattle 
and San Francisco «is well as from Vic- 
toria, but in 1802 the United States 
Congress passed a measure which made 
pelagic sealing unlawful, and the in- 
dustry nourished apace (it Victoria, then 
tiie only port from which sealing ves- 
sels were despatched on this side of 
the Pacific. "Victoria's scaling industry 
grew from that time until today it is 
the largest in the world. Japanese 
ports come next, with a Beet sailing 
to the Sea of Japan and the Komand- 
derofski islands, and, of late years, a 
Meet, mostly owned by Victoria sealers, 
has been despatched from Halifax to 
sealing grounds in the South Atlantic, 
off Cape Horn, and in t lie South Shot- 
lands, where, far into the Antarctic the 
most valuable of all seal pelts are taken. 
'.Since the passage of the United States 
legislation, aimed to protect the mono- 
poly of the lessees of the Pribyloff 
iskmds, restrictions have been made by 
treaty with (Jreat Britain, which, sari 
to relate, has at times sacrificed the 
rights and interests of the sealers for 



lmperi.il reasons. A limit of a sixty- 
mile radius Ikis been prescribed about 
the rookeries on the l'ribyloft islands, 
and the pelagic sealers are permitted to 
use spears only, instead of shot guns 
and rilies as aforetime, in the pursuit 
of the seals. Efforts were marie by the 
United States government to close the 
Rebring Sou entirely to the sealers, but 
without effect. Regulations were jrjade 
limiting the hunting seasons, that on 
the const and in the North Pacific, 
where firearms are still permitted to 
be used, being brought to a close on the 
last, day or April, and the Behring Sea 
sensou does not commence until the 
beginning of August. 

The method of pelagic sealing is to 
hunt the seals on the face of the wa- 
ters from boats and canoes. The 
schooners carry complements of from 
^1 to 30 men, divided into boat's crew 
with one hunter, a boat-puller and 
bont-steerer to each boat, they heing 
engaged at pro rata lays, or shares, 
usually at a given price per skin. 
From Victoria, if the .schooner has 
shipped a full complement of white 
hunters, the vessels start seaward, witli 
eight or ten boats lashed on deck' and 
provisions and outfit for a nine months' 
criHse, often extending from Southern 
California waters to Alaska, across to 
the former Russian rookeries off the 
Kamchatka!) peninsula and into the Sea 
of Japan or the Okhotsch Sea; if the 
schooner is carrying an Indian crew 
(such a vessel is 'generally known 
among sealers as a "siwasli schooner"! 
she proceeds from Victoria to one or 
other Of the villages of Vancouver 
Island to ship a crew of from IS to 24 
Indian hunters, with from 7 to 14 
canoes, and thence starts seaward, fol- 
lowing the herds off the coast of Brit- 
ish Columbia and the United States 
territory abutting on the North Pacific 
until the end of the spring season at 
the end of April, when the schooners 
with Indian crews return to land their 
catches, A second start is marie in 
June or July from Victoria to the 
west coast of Vancouver Island, and 
t hence north to Behring Se<i, where the 
schooner's complement engage in bunt- 
ing with spears until September, when, 
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with the "lowering" weather ended the 
schooner returns to escape the raking 
gales of autumn. 

The schooners cruise until seals are 
sighted, and then with creak of blocks 
Hie boats and canoes are hoisted over- 
side, their complements clamber on 
board armed for the chase, and pro- 
visioned for a day with water and bis- 
cuit. On a calm day following a gale 
the sea is littered witli sleeping seals 
calmly sleeping on the loug-lipperi 
waves, The boats sail down the. wind 
•and take up a position so that, if pos- 
sible, each is just within sight of the 
other. The schooner will sail to lee- 
ward the line of boats and take up 
liet station to wait the home-coming at 
the end of the day with the boats laden 
with pelts and slippery with blood of 
the carcases thrown overside, leaving 
stains on the thwarts. The boats are 
rowed anil canoes paddled silently as 
possible, for the seals are quick to take 
fright, and the hunters creep up on 
the slcepiug fur-hearers. If hunting 
outside the Behring Sea, where firearms 
are permitted, the quarries of the hunt- 
ers can bo killed from a greater dis- 
tance than with a spear," which neces- 
sitates the hunters creeping close, ready 
to east their spears the instant they 
waking movement, which 
juickly followed by a dive out 
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langers which threaten tin 1 
an easily be Imagined. Fogs, 
sudden storms blowing the crews fur 
from flic schooners, squalls which cap- 
size' even the staunches! of sealing 
boats, are among the dangers, and the 
sealers have need of their great hard! 
hood. Many stories are writ in the his- 
tory of pelagic sealing of lost boats, of 
boat's crew thnt drifted about the face 
of the ocean starving for days until, 
more dead than alive, they were picked 
up by a strange vessel or found their 
way to the const, famished and suffer- 
ing from the terrible privations. Such 
boats' crews have never been heard of. 
It requires little imagination to picture 
the sufferings of those who were in 
them. There is no longer the danger of 
past years of tierce fights with rival 
schooner, of the bullets of guards of 
far away rookeries who came upon 
raiders in the grey fog. Kipling has 
immortalized one of these lights of rival 
schooners in his "Ithyuio of the Thrse 
Sealers," the poetic narativc of what 
betel when the schooners from Yoko- 
hama sought to worst the other in (lie 
effort to tileli seal pelts of the Russians 
from ltobben island, a small isle off the 
Saghalien coast, in the Okhotsch Sen, 
at the other side of the Pacific, .laid; 
London has told a veracious tale of an 
American sealer that went in bygone 
days from the Golden Cote to filch 
seals. Even the prosaic governmental 
reports are replete witli tales of ro- 
mance and adventure, of seized schoon- 
ers running away witli the pria« crews 
aboard them, of fights with pursuing 
revenue cutters of raids in the dark 
nights of Lukaniron's beaches, ami 
shots fired ricochet! ing from (lie rocks 
at runaway raiders who were found by 
the Aleut guards of the Pribyloff s loot- 
ing the protected skins. Of later days 
these dangers have been lessened, but 



the primeval battle of mankind with 
the fiercer elements can never ho 
seued, and the dangers of the see 
no less today than when the first sc 
ers went: to Behring Sea, daring seizure 
of the revenue cutters of the United 
■States government, which paid an in- 
demnity of $425,000 some years ago to 
the sealers lor the illegal seizures then 
made. 

Pelagic sealin.; is no new thing. 
From the earliest days before the white 
man came, the Indians bunted fur 
seals, spearing the stragglers from the 
ni.'graut herris tliaticame within reach 
of their off-shore canoes. It was the 
kite Capt. William Spring who wr.s the 
pioneer of sealing at sea. Noting the 
catches made by the Indians, Capt. 
Spring, then a trader on the west coast 
of Vancouver Island, built a sealing 
schooner, and was later followed by 
Capt. Warren and others, who entered 
the business. In JS7- there were half •» 
dozen sealing schooners sailing from 
Victoria -witli Indian crews, killing the 
seals off shore. The industry increased 
quickly, the Alaska Commercial Com- 
pany adding a Heet of schooners from 
United States porls on the Pacific, and 
the range of tin; settling grounds were 
increased year by year, the licet going 
down to meet, the migrating herds from 
Behring Sea — the sealers soon learned 
the movements of the seal herds — and 
followed the seals northward when they 
returned to Behring Sea. li is well 
known Hint the .seals only use the haul- 
ing grounds on the Hehring Sea islands 
in the summer months, and in Xoveni- 
ber again leave Hehring Sea to migrate 
southward to the warmer waters in the 
vicinity of Southern California, and 
often further south. The return north- 
ward occupies from January to .May. 

The entry of sealing vessels into 
Hehring Sea dates from 1883, when the 
sealing schooner City of San Diego 
went from Victoria and secured 2,000 
seals in the northern waters. In 1NS,~i

HIS is a new industry started last 
year. The Pacific Whaling Com- 
pany has expended $110,000 jin 
establishing and equipping a station at 
Sechart, on the west coast. At pres- 
ent only one vessel Is In commission, 
but two other stations are planned, witli 
u steamer stationed at each. One sta- 
tion will be at Esperanza. Inlet, the 
other in Pitxhugh Sound. 

Cnp't. Sprott Balcom is the pioneer 
of steam whaling in British Columbia 
waters. Before he organized the Pa- 
cilic Steam Whaling Company, of Vic- 
toria, B. C, he built the steam whaler 
Orion at Christiana, Norway, and 
founded the whaling station at Sechart, 
in Barkley Sound, Vancouver Island, 
only the Indians of the coast hunted 
the many whales which were off the 
island coast, and many a potlaeh was 
held <is an adjunct to feasts of whale 
meat after a carcase was towed ashore 
by flotillas of canoes, ('apt. Balcom 
was the first British Columbian to em- 
bark in steam whaling and introduce 
modern methods into the romantic busi- 
ness, which in previous years was con- 
tilled to vessels making long voyages in 
thi' South Seas nuri the Arctic, with 

principal headquarters ai New Bedford, 
Mass.. and San Francisco, Cal. These 
fleets go in search of the more valuable 
hone whales and the less valuable tin 
back and sulphur bottom was not 
thought as desirable. In Norway and 
.In pan, where .Norwegians combined 
with Japanese to develop the coast 
whaling of Korea and Saghalien, *he 
whaling industry was revolutionized, 
small steam whalers being used with 
convenient coast stations, at which the 
whales were quickly converted into mer- 
cantile products, and, with the success of 
these companies to encourage them, 
promoters established companies tor 
coast whaling ut Newfoundland and in 
the Gulf of St. Lawrence. Dr. Bis- 
nmllcr, one of the foremost of the men 
interested in the Eastern Canadian 
companies, investigated the business in a 
scientific manner, with the result that 
he invented patent processes which 
marie the coast whaling stations Oil ex- 
ceedingly profitable enterprise. 

Capt. Balcom was the first to consider 
the possibilities of the business on the 
Pacific coast, and he also saw tho ad- 
vantage of installing the Inventions of 
Dr. Itismuller, who is one of those in- 
terested in tho business of the Pacific 
Steam Whaling Company at Sechart. 
The Victoria company has the sole 
rights for coast whaling in British Col- 
umbia, and Mr. Ivildu.Il of Minneapolis 
is sltntcd to have secured the rights for 
the Southeastern Alaska coast, where he 
proposes to establish a business similar 
to that of the Victoria company. A San 
Francisco firm is reported to have se- 
cured a concession for the Washington 
and Oregon coasts and will also estab- 
lish a station. 

.Capt. Hunprt Balcom, brother of 
Capt. Sprott Balcom, was despatched to 
Christiana . when (he establishment of 
the British Columbia whaling industry 



was decided upon, and he superintended 
the building of the steamer Orioij, which 
he brought to Victoria when completed, 
and on arrival turned her over to her 
present master, Capt. Nels Nelson, who 
has had considerable experience in coast, 
whaling from Norwegian ports. The 
Orion is a trim little vessel, with a har- 
poon and at her bow and big winches like 
those of a (5,000-toti freighter. She is. u 
copy of several Ifuntked similar craft 
that Norwegian shipyards have built for 
the whaling industry; Before the ar- 
rival of the vessel, Sechart in- Barkley 
Sound had been selected as the station 
from which the vessel would he operat- 
ed. It is an ideal location and most 
convenient to Victoria. The necessary 
buildings were erected, boilers and vats 
set in place, drying and other machinery 
emplneed and a slip like that of a mar- 
ine ways was made, where the mam- 
mals brought in by the whalers could be 
hauled up ito be carved aid rendered into 
marketable goods of various kinds. 

On September 1st, 1903, the Sechart 
station started operations, but the dry- 
ing stal ion was not what the makers 
had claimed, for in Ithe first place some 
drying machinery was used which was 
bought in New York instead of Dr. Uis- 
niuller's patent machinery. Dr. Itis- 
muller was summoned then and he soon 
rearranged the drier, and his process 
was installed throughout. The process 
Is the best in nee In the world today, in 
fact, it is almost indispensible. Prom 
I Uo recommencement of work the station 
has been busy constantly. 

The Orlon-s day's work at sea is an 
interesting one. The little steamer is 
equipped forward, fixed to a platform 
extending over the bow a harpoon gun, 
which is a formidable affair. This gun 
is the' invention of an expert Norwegian 
whaler named Poyn. lit is a short muz- 
zle-loading gun worked horizontally in 
a semi-circle, although the barrel can be 
readily raised or depressed if necessary. 
It lias an effective command of a large 
area in front of the steamer. The har- 
poon with a bomb at its point is tixed 
more or less tightly into the muzzle, 
after ithe necessary powder charge has 
been placed in the gun. The. harpoon 
is a big weapon, an iron bolt, six feet 
long, with head, body and tail. The 
head is a conical projectile, the bomb, 
imbedded in which is a fuse which ex- 
plodes the shell within two seconds of 
the time it strikes the whale, burying it- 
self in Ithe oily flesh. There are foul 
stout arms or barbs fastened like a bun- 
dle of sticks which open at right angles 
when the harpoon is made taut by the 
tension. To the tail a iine^Iamla hne 
is made faslt, it pliant five-men hue 
which has been carefully tested 

As on the old-time whaler the look- 
out stands in a crow's nest high on the 
foremast, and the whale, blowing water 
or tumbling about playfulb- is seen first 
by him. His cry is the. signal for a 
quicker burst of speed— the. Orion can 
make twelve knots— and the whaler is 
steamed to within ninety feet <yf. the 
quarry, this distance being the effective 
range' of the harpoon gnu. A. trailer 
contrivance is used to fire the gun and 
flic head whaler slanris on the platform 



with his gun sighted in readiness for 
the. psychological moment. A flash, a 
boom of sound, and the harpoon speeds 
to strike the whale, dragging behind It 
the line which runs easily from the 
hawse piping lending to the rope col- 
lars below decks. The bomb explodes 
with a dull sound, and the shock of the 
impact having set in motion the time 
fuse, and the thin spun yarn which held 
ffhe barbs in place has been broken, 
causing these to spread at right angles 
from the body of the harpoon, fastening 
the prongs surely in the flesh of the 
victim.. Often the exploding bomb kills 
the whale, hut often, too, the bomb no 
more than, infuriates the big niaminal, 
and there is a lashing of the water and 
plunging jerks, as though to break th« 
rope. The Jine has, however, been 
caught over the drum of the big steam 
winch, which has a powerful clutch, 
and with the machinery at his control 
the whaler is able to play his big catch 
as a trout fisher plays the small tish on 
bis line. 

When the struggles of the whale have 
censed the whalers bore a hole and 
pump air with their engine into the car- 
cast to keep it afloat for the voyage 
home. The catch is then taken in tow. 
On some occasions 1he -whalers turn the 
whale adrift and proceed after others, 
the Orion on some occasions returning 
to port with two mammals in tow. On 
arrival at tho station the Orion runs 
the whales alongside t lie station wharf, 
and the tackle of the runway is made 
fast. There are 'huge logging chains 
anil a big winch, such as one would ex- 
pect to see to haul schooners on to the. 
slip. The chains are marie fast and the 
whale is hauled up on the slip, where 
the Sensing is done, In Sensing tho 
carcase of a whale the workmen strip 
off the outer coating of blubber with 
long-handled knives, the hnnuies of 
which resemble cutlasses, and great 
strips of in on t arc torn off. and these are' 
cut smaller and fed to a mincer from j 
which they are carried to the steam 
tanks which extract the oil. The re-, 
maining material is ground up and put 
through the dryer, being converted into 
a guano that is an excellent, fertilizer. 

The Pacific Steam Whaling Com- 
pany exports large shipments of whale 
oil and fertilizer. Glasgow is the 
market for considerable, of the whale 
oil aad Japan is a big customer for 
the fertilizer. Recently some trial ship-, 
ments of whale meat were marie to da-; 
pan. The whale meat is tinned in some 
parts of Norway. Thnt a steak cut 
from behind the eye of a young tinbnek 
is juicy and palatable some of the. work- 
men will testify. For years whale meat 
•lios been a delicacy of the coast In- 
dians, and a favorite dish of potlatches. 
The Japanese are uls6 fond .of the whale 
meat. Peary on his last voyage to 
the Arctic took a supply amongst the 
provisions of the steamer Windward. 

Of course, there isn't anything like 
the same amount of romanco to the 
British Columbia whaling industry os 
to that of the long -cruising whalers 
which go to get frozen in the Arctic or 
drift lazily in tropical seas; .but there 
is considerable more, money, and those 
interested in the business naturally pre- 
fer this 'to the romance.

Coming: now to the public schools, 
and speaking but briefly and general- 
ly, there are nine schools of varying 
sizes in the city, having an enrolment 
of about L'.SOO pupils annually, and 64 
teachers. The largest of these schools 
Is that of the Boys' Central, situated 
along with tin; Girls' Central, In the 
block adjoining the High school. 

In these two schools there are 
twenty-two teachers and upwards of 
eleven hundred pupils. Many years 
ago, under the Old Country' idea that 
boys and girls should not be taught 
together, two separate schools iwere 
established. As the city grew anil 
other schools were needed they were 
organized on the modern American co- 
education principle; but the separation 
of the sexes at the Central school has

This examination is super- 
vised entirely by the Educational De- 
partment, tlie teachers having no part 



(lie young people. Tlie entii 
covers a period of four years. The 
first two. known as preparator and 
junior grade, give a sure foundation 
in moulding the mind or tlie pupil anil 
In preparing him for tlie advanced 
work. At tiie end of this period, the 
department holds another examination 
for promotion to the Intermediate 
grade. ( hi tills examination, also, 
pupil's may receive a third-class 
teacher's certificate. Tlie license thus 
obtained Is grants for a period of 
three years, and requires no attendance 
at the Provincial Normal school. 

Writing of the intermediate grade of 
Victoria college leads the contributor 
to refer to a very important feature of 
the school, viz., Its affiliation with Mc- 
Gili university. This third year Is 
taken up almost entirely in preparing 
for the McGili Matriculation examina- 
tion; the successful passing of which 
not only enters one at the great uni- 
versity, but also provides the candi- 
date with a second class teacher's cer- 
tificate, subject, however, to an at- 
tendance of one term at the provincial 
Normal school at Vancouver. From 
year to year our pupils take a fore- 
most place In this matriculation exam- 
ination, while occasionally there conies 
forth a leader. In 1906, one of our 
ymmg ladies stood second among till 
the candidates throughout the Domin- 
ion, This speaks much for Victoria 
college, for the young lady's success 
must certainly be credited in .some de- 
gree, at least, to the school. 

The fourth, or senior -year is spent 
In doing tlie freshman work of McGili. 
There Is always a class of 12 or in. 
who are thus enabled to secure at 
home the advantages of one year of 
college work. At the end of tlie course, 
and on attendance at the Normal 
school, the ''pupil Is granted a flrst- 
class teacher's certificate. 

The academic license is granted to 
all graduates of British and Canadian 
colleges who have attended some 
recognized normal school. For those 
who do not attend college, the High 
school provides a special course, which

schools. The magnificent climate, the 
Old Country intellectual atmosphere, 
the unlimited scope which is provided 
ty nature for healthy rambles In the 
(country, tho pure sea air, all combine 



drawn from every quarter of Canada, 
and from the United States. 

The Collegiate School. 
Of t'ie hoys' schools rounded on these 
lines the largest is the Collegiate school, 
situated ut "The Laurels," on Belcher 
street. Here Mr, J. \Y. Laing, M.A., of 
Christ Church, Oxford, Felloiy of the 
Royal Geographical Society, an educa- 
tionalist of thirty years' standing', has 
established a nourishing ami prosperous 
hoys' hoarding school, having removed 
to these new quarters from Angela col- 
lege since March, 1003. The present 
number of boarders has reached the 
high standard of .'!<), and these come 
from as far a field as Edmonton, Alber- 
ta, and Dawson, V.T. For the better 
accommodation of the boarders, tho 
main building of "The Laurels," spa- 
cious as it is, has been extended by the 
addition of a large indoor recreation 
room and two dormitories, while two 
acres of playing lield bordering on the 
school property were acquired a year 
ago. 

In addition to the boarders there are 
22 day hoys who share in tho school 
work and sports in every particular, as 
do the boarders. Hoys arc received in 
the Collegiate school from the age of 
eight upwards, and are prepared for the 
universities in England and Canada, the 
Royal Navy, the English public schools, 
the K.M.C., Kingston, banks, and com- 
merce. Recent successes include naval

the value of athletics as to taking their 
share Willi mental ttttnininents. In con- 
sequence he employs on his stall' mas- 
ters who, in addition to their intellectual 
capacity, are thorough exponents of all 
branches of athletics, and lake a per- 
sonal interest in extending the range of 
the boys' games. 

It is worthy of note that one pupil 
who was prominent in games during his 
residence at the school, at the last ex- 
amination for entrance into the Itoyal 
Military college, nt Kingston, passed 
second in Latin and third in French of 
the thirty-two candidates from, the Do- 
minion. 

The private grounds of "The Lau- 
rels," three acres in extent, are beauti- 
fully laid out and lire second to none in 
Victoria, while the main building is fitt- 
ed up, both in the boys - part and in the 
private portion, in the most up-to-date 
style. 

Corricj College, 

Another of those schools is Corrig 
College, which has the pick of any situ- 
ation in Victoria for this particular pur- 




ally develops; h tine gymunsmm is at- 
tached to tho school and heru the boys 
have every opportunity to grow up 
strong and heallhv, with well developed 
frames. 'Mr. Church himself, is an Old 
Country university man, nud took high 
honors both at Edinburgh and Durham; 
ho was then appointed headmaster 
of 'Middlesborough Grammar school, 
whence he came to British Columbia, 
where be has been residing for nearly 
twenty years.- Although Corrig college 
has such splendid advantages In being 
situated outside of the town, and on 
the Hank of Helicon Hill, it is by no 
mentis cut off from easy communication 
with the shopping portion of Victoria, 
as the street ears run right up to the 
front door. 

Mr. Bolton's School. 

At the other end of the city from 
Corrig College, close to the beautiful 
district of Oak Bay, Is tho school kept 
by the Rev. \v. W. Bolton, who has 
been connected with scholastic life in 
the Island for nearly twenty years. Mr. 
Bolton has been established In Belcher 
Avenue .since 181)8, where he has also 
been fortunate enough to be in a posi- 
tion to have to refuse boys, owing to 
want of room. This Is a school where 
there are always more applicants for 
vacancies than there are vacancies. At 
present there are live boarders and 
fifteen day boys who are Instructed 
by Mr. Bolton and one assistant. Boys 
are received between the ages of 7 and 
14, and for the most part pass on Into 
English public schools, though many 
go to the High school. But apart from 
the ordinary school routine, Mr. Bolton 
lias many private pupils whom he pre- 
pares for all other examinations, Per- 
haps in no place in Canada is more 
attention paid to the physical training 
nt" the boys. Mr. Bolton is an ardent 
athlete himself and (irmly believes that 
the best way to bring boys out as man- 
ly men Is to encourage them to live 
healthy lives out of doors, when not 
engaged in their school duties. Me Is 
therefore to be seen wtih them at all 
times during play hours, on the coif 
links or on the shore, engaging in their 
pursuits and teaching them bow to play 
OS well as how. to work. Mr. Bolton 
Is a graduate from Cambridge, where 
he represented the light blues in the 
Inter-varsity sports in 187S-79; in the 
latter year he won tho half-mile ama- 
teur championship of England: He has 
played football for Blackheath and oth- 
er well known teams, and it Is not to 
be wondered at therefore that ho is tho 
president of nearly every athletic body 
In the district. 

St. Louis School. 

Next In enter for hoys' schools of this 
class Is that known as St. Houis 
school, on Pandora street. This school, 
which claims to be the first established 
school in the city of Victoria, iR under 
the direct patronage and supervision 
of Archbishop Orth. and in fact is> more 
often called Archbishop Orlh's school 
than anything else. Tho pupils hero, 
who number sixty-live, are all day 
boys, and as regards age nre on a level 
with the public schools of the city. The 
majority of them on leaving, enter the 
High school, but there is a substantial 
portion who continue their studies at 
St. Louis, where there is ample pro- 
vision for them being well instructed 
In modern languages and In all the 
branches of higher ma theme tics. Al- 
though St. Louis must be elassfdCHs a 
prlvajgf^chx&d. l» "'at it is ■-■:t under 



the public direction of the school board, 
yet It differs from tho ordinary private 
school In the fact that with a few ex- 
ceptions the tuition is slven free of 
charge. Some parents who are willing 
and able to pay, do provide for their 
sons' education there, but this is en- 
tirely voluntary. The building is largo 
and commodious;, and stands in the 
centre of an open oblong which allows 
of two extensive playgrounds on each 
side. 

St. Ann's Academy. 

The largest of the girls' schools in 
Victoria Is St. Ann's academy, whero 
there are 150 pupils, of whom fifty are 
boarders. A staff of fourteen teachers 
of the Sisters of St. Ann is kept to 
superintend the studies and recreations 
of the girls. The convent was first 
built as early us 1858, but even beforo 
this the sisters had begun their good 
work, and were engaged In teaching be- 
fore the city was founded. In 188(1 
additions were made to the orlginnl 
building, and the result Is a fine struc- 
ture, standing in ample grounds, with 



ers is to be seen In the numerous pic- 
tures which decorate the passages and 
the classrooms. The chapel, which 
was the first cathedral chapel erected 
in the island, Is; beautifully adorned 
with pictures which represent the 
handiwork of the Inmates. This sumo 
chapel is one of the most finely fur- 
nished places of worship to be found 
In the province. The convent possesses 
a private kiln for the manufacture 
of chluawaj-e, which is painted by the 
pupils. .Music, in all its branches is 
studied, there being no less than seven 
pianos in the building. For recreation 
there ?.s a fine tennis court and a court 
for basketball, while two indoor recrea- 
tion rooms furnish all the space for 
games on a rainy day. St. Ann's "con- 
vent is entirely self-supporting, and in 
addition helps to maintain two orphan- 
ages. 

St.. Ann's Kindergarten. 

In conjunction with the convent Is 
St. Ann's r.imary and Kindergarten 
school, on Blanchard street. Here tiny 
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Miss S. F. Smith's Studio. 



a handsome approach from Humboldt 
street. Inside, the visitor is struck 
with the general appearance of space 
and brightness. Every effort has been 
made to have the classrooms airy and 
large, with the result that there is an 
entire absence of the crowding which 
so often prevails In schools which were 
built twenty and thirty years ago. The 
girls are prepared for all the examina- 
tions of the province; for tho High 
school entrance, for teachers' cer- 
tificates and for all colleges. In age 
they range from 6 years to lfl, though 
for special examinations they are al- 
lowed to remain until they are ready- 
to take them. The ordinary routine 
embraces all the regular class of sub- 
jects, with branches of higher mathe- 
matics, particular attention being paid 
to the study of modern languages. But 
it Is In the fine arts that the convent 
pupils show tho casual observer their 
great opportunities. Painting is taught 
by skilled Instructors, nnd tho work 
of both the students and their teach- 



tots of 3 arc taken and trained in (he 
kindergarten till the age of 6, when 
they enter the primary department. 
This school has been established eigh- 
teen years, and now numbers forty- 
five pupils. Naturally the majority of 
the girls, wdio are kept till the age of 
9, enter tho convent school when they 
leave, though some go on Into the pub- 
lic schools. A large entrance hall, 
with plenty of accommodation for hats 
and cloaks, leads Into the two class 
rooms, of which the larger is devoted 
to the kindergarten school. This Is a 
spacious apartment with a stage at 
one end, whero the closing exercises 
are held. The drop curtain, by the 
way, which represents a scene in 
Capri, is an excellent specimen 
of tho work of one of the convent 
pupils. The second room is used for 
the primary class. For those girls who 
neither bring their lunch with them 
nor go home for it, a hot lunch Is pro- 
vided every day In the comfortable 
dining room. Besides the usual lessons 



physical culture Is taught, as well aj 
sewing and elocution. 

Miss Carr's School. 
In a pretty house bordering on Boa- 
con Hill, nud close to the most beauti- 
ful part of the park, Miss Can- carries 
on a school at 1G Carr street. Miss 
Carr, as the result of ten years' experi- 
ence, has now thirty-three day pupils, 
whicli is as many as she can manag* 
to take, varying In age from fi to 10, 
Two assistant teachers are reepjireo. 
here-to give tho children the Individ- 
ual care which is so. essential at that 
nge. 

Queen's Academy. 

There Is a largo girls' school situated 
at the corner of Henry street and Rock 
Bay avenue. This Is Queen's acadeniv, 
■which is conducted by Dr. Pope, w Un- 
tile assistance of his daughter. Dr, 
Pope, who holds tho degrees oC B. A, 
and LL. D. from Queen's university, 
Kingston, was for fifteen years super- 
intendent of education In the province 
and has resided in Victoria for thirty 
years. Girls of all ages are taken as 
day scholars, but the average -age of 
the school !s about 11. All branches 
Of siudy are taught at Queen's acad- 
emy, and the doctor makes a specialty 
of a business education for those who 
require It, teaching them bookkeeping 
and business correspondence. Some 
remain at the academy to "finish," but 
tho majority proceed to the High 
school. The house stands in extensive 
grounds, where there is a good tennis 
court for the use of the elder girls; 
behind the house are two open plots 
of ground which furnish plenty of room 
for games of all kinds, and surround- 
ing them Is a most delightful shrubbery 
which effectually ensures the privacy 
of the grounds. The pupils are care- 
fully Instructed in physical culture by 
a competent teacher who visits the 
school regularly for this purpose. 
Stanley Avenuo School. 

To accommodate families residing on 
Cadboro Bay road the Stanley Avenue 
school was first opened seven years 
ago. It is now under the control of 
Miss Sehl, who employs one assistant 
to teach the. kindergarten section of 
her school of twenty-four.' Both boys 
and girls are taken here from the age 
of 3 to 12, though In special cases, 
where it is so desired, Miss Sehl -will 
keep pupils until a later age. As 
may be inferred, the training Is of an 
elementary character, the younger chil- 
dren leaving the kindergarten at' the 
age of to enter tho primary school. 
At the Stanley Avenue school, as at 
almost all the other schools In Vic- 
toria, a special feature Is mnde of 
physical culture, which in this case is 
taught by Miss Sehl herself. Singing 
Is taught, arid arrangements can be 
made whereby music in its other 
branches can be taken without Inter- 
fering witli the school routine. The 
girls are also carefully instructed In the 
art of sewing. Miss Schl's pupils on 
leaving, for the most part go, the boys 
to the Rev. "\V. W. Bolton and the girls 
to tho public schools. 

Victoria Day School. 

In the same, district Mrs. Blakelock 
has a school of thirty-seven, with three 
teachers. This is known as the Vlcr 
torla Day school, and admits boys 
under 8 years, while the girls are al- 
lowed to remain until 18, or occasion- 
ally longer. The boys continue their 
studies at the public schools, but tho

open scholarship at Trinity university, 
Toronto, commissions in tin- Imperial 
army service corps and Indian arniv, 
and first class honors in degrees at the 
universities of MoGill and Toronlo. 

Tho number of passes from this 
school into McUill and other institu- 
tions by boys who have achieved honors 
is a mutter for much congratulation on. 
the /part of the head master. 

•Mr. Laing is assisted by a capable 
staff of university men who reside on 
the premises, and take (heir share in 
the supervision of the boarders in addi- 
tion to tin- school work. There is a 
school cadel corps, gazetted at Ottawa 
No. K'S, which is drilled regularly tvjco 
a week by a BCrgchtll of the Canadian 
artillery who visits the school for tiiat 
purpose! while an expert gymnastic in- 
structor takes charge Of them once a 
week for gymnastics and exercises in 
physical culture in tie- school gymnas- 
ium.

Other Educational Advantages. 
But It Is not to the private schools 
alone that wo must look to find the 
many advantages which Victoria af- 
fords to her residents. ""Above all 
things, the capital*' city prides herself 
on being a musical city, and to assert 
her right to this title she affords ad- 
vantages to her children, and to her 
adult population also, which cannot be 
surpassed in any other. city in Western 
Canada. Too often the taunt has been 
flung at Victoria that she is not musical, 
because through some unforeseen cir- 
cumstance her theatre has not been 
crowded to "hear a celebrity sing or 
play. But that this Is undeserved can 
be appreciated by those who have some 
knowledge of the y.est with which 
musical training is sought In the vari- 
ous studios which are open for those 
who wish to patronize them. As has 
been said above, music, both vocal and 
instrumental, is taught in the majority 
of the private schools, and those which 
have no resident music master or mis- 
tress on the staff, take special care to 
send those pupils who show any taste 
for music to one or other of the pro- 
fessors In the town. 

ll Miss Smith's Studio. 

The premier musical studio In Vic- 
toria is undoubtedly that presided over 
by Miss S. F. Smith, at 57 Kort street, 
who is an associate of the Toronto 
College of Music, where she passed 
With honors no less than seven exam- 
inations and finally won the Field gold 
medal at Leipzig. The number of tes- 
timonials which Miss Smith has re- 
ceived from gratified parents is an un- 
answerable tribute to the thorough- 
ness of her .system in teaching the 
piano, while the record of her pupils 
is sufficient to prove her powers as 
one who can turn out a really finished 
pianist. Misv Muriel Hall, who studied 
with Miss Smith for eight years, won 
a musij.il schciarshlp only last Novem- 
ber, which way given by Dr. Torrlng- 
ton, Of the Toronto College of Music. 
This constitutes a record in the history 
of British Columbia, as no other pupil 
In the province has been successful 
in winning a similar scholarship. Miss 

Ethel Green, who so lately has won ^^"oYthe violin,' but also 
much renown in New York, was also 
one of Miss Smith's pupils. The writer 
was privileged to hear Miss Smith's 
present brightest scholar, a little girl 
of 13, play a wonderiul selection of dif- 
ferent pieces, including such things as 
"The Spinning Wheel," from 'Wagner, 
and Gounod's "Serenade." These were 
executed with an accuracy and delicacy 
of touch which would seem to show 
that Miss Smith has another pupil on 
the high road to fame at Toronto. 
Every year Miss Smith conducts an 
examination not only In actual playing, 
but also in the rudiments of music. 
Foi these examinations prizes and cer- 
tificates are offered, and the result is 
Indeed wonderful. Besides this annual 
examination, frequent piano recitals are 



combated. Amongst her pupils Miss 
Smith hns numbered the children of 
all the best families in Victoria, who 
have never failed to express their com- 
plete satisfaction with the result of 
her tuiton. It might be mentioned here 
that when Lord and Lady Aberdeen 
were in Victoria, they had the oppor- 
tunity of hearing Miss Smith's pupils 
play, and were so pleased witli the 
performance that they gave a photo- 
graph of themselves, as well as of their 
family, to be hung In the studio. 
Victoria College of Music. 
Another well known musical estab- 
lishment in Victoria Is the Victoria 
College of Music, under the manage- 
ment of the principal, Mr. A. Longllcld, 
F. V. C. M. Mr. Bongfleld, assisted by 
his son, Mr. Jesse Longfleld, takes 
pupils of all ages in piano, organ and 
stringed Instrument lessons. Fitted up 
In the music room at the college is a 
pipe organ made by Wordsworth & Co., 
of Deeds', England, which is worked by 
an electric motor. This ,is the only 
organ in the city which has this elec- 
tric attachment for the bellows. Both 
Mr. Longfleld and his son are well 
known in Victoria musical ; circles, and 
both render invaluable aid on Sundays, 
the former to St. Barnabas' church, 
where he plays the organ, and the lat- 
ter to St. Andrew's, where he acts In a 
similar capacity. 

Mrs. Boulton's Studio. 
At the corner of Fort and Vancou- 
ver streets Mrs. Boulton" takes pupils 
I on the piano, of which she tenches both 
I the theory and harmony. Her pupils 
| range from 10 years upwards, and of 
these Mrs. Boulton has as many as she 
can possibly undertake. An associate 
of the Royal College of Music, Mrs. 
Boulton is well qualified to develop to 
the utmost what taste for music her 
pupils may have. 

Miss Walker's Studio. 

There is another excellent academy 
for music also on Fort street, but rath- 
er further up the hill than is Mrs. 
Boulton's; this is whei'e Miss Walker, 
who was a pupil herself of Dr. William 
Mason, teaches her thirty-three stu- 
dents. For twelve years Miss Walker 
has carried on this work in Victoria, 
and at present her music studio Is one 
with which few can compare.

most important of all characteristics of 
a dairy cow. Without this qualifica- 
tion the milch cow cannot endure the 
strain of enormous milk production for 
a long term of years. It is this abund- 
ance of vital force which makes the 
Holstein calf grow and thrive like a 
weed, if given any sort of fair treat- 
ment. It is this vital force, bucked up 
by centuries of breeding for a definite 
purpose which renders the Holstein 
bull such a prepotent sire, whether 
used on common cows or those of other 
established breeds. 

Powers of Assimilation 
'These entile have great feeding ca- 
pacity, with remarkable digestive and 
assimilative powers. A very foolish 
idea is prevalent in some quarters that 
a dairy cow must be a small eater in 
order to be profitable. There can he 
no profit from animals that consume 
only tin! feed necessary lo kedp them 
alive. The more they consume, digest 
and assimilate above the required food 
for support, the greater will be the 
profit. The Holsteins nrc by no means 
dainty in their appetite, and freely con- 
sume the rougher and cheaper fodders 
of our farms and turn them into the 
valuable finished products, whether 
milk, butter or cheese, at. a good profit 
to the farmer. The cows not only give 
a large quantity of milk, but. they are 
as a rule persistent milkers and keep 
up their How of milk through a long 
period of years, a very desirable char- 
acteristic- They are generally easy 
milkers and of quiet dispositions, so 
that they may be milked .rapidly and 
without trouble, an important item in 
these days when labor is so difficult to 
procure. 

Vitality and Nutritive Value of Milk 

"I he chief objection made to' the Hol- 
stein as a dairy cow is that she does 
not give a high quality of milk. People 
win. make (his objection do not appre- 
ciate llie fact that llie nutritive value 
of milk is largely derived from its 
solids, not fat, and that a milk abnor- 
mally rich in butler fa I is not the best 
tor general use. .Milk testing from 
3.5 to -1 per cent, fal is a better all- 
round milk than one showing a higher 
percentage of fat. The richer milk is 
no better for cheese-making, ns eheeSC- 
mnkcrs are unable to extract all the 
fat from milk testing over -I per cent. 
'For diufct consumption, especially by 
children and invalids, properly bal- 
anced or normal milk is invariably 
recommended by leading physicians. 
IProbnbly milk containing not more 
than .'1.4 per cent, fat will be found 
best for infants, ns the human mo- 
ther's milk seldom exceeds that: figure 
and often falls below ,'i per cent, in 
ihe words of Prof. CaiTylc. of Wiscon- 
sin: "The vitality of milk is closely 
associated wilh Ihe vitality of the 
animal producing it. Strong, vigorous 
cows are bound io be required for this 
purpose. The physicians recognize the 
importance of a strong vital tempera- 
ment in (he human mother, and I do 
not see why it does not apply with 
equal force to cows." In this connec- 
tion it is worthy of note that it was 
recently decided to equip all tho slate 
institutions of Minnesota with pure 
bred Holstein herds to supply milk for 
direct consumption. This, too, on the 
advice of Prof. Hneeker, who has 
never been considered partial to 
Holsteins. 

For Butter Production 
Admirers of ihe Holsteins do 
hesitate to admit that their milk con- 
tains a Uwer percentage of fat than 
that of some oilier breeds, but they 
claim that with their enormous pro- 
j duct'on of milk I hey average more but- 
ler and more profit per cow than any 
] others. The chief business of the 
j Fries'nn dairymen, the originators of 
| Ihe breed, is butter-making. It: is not 
I possilde to ascertain when this was not 
! their chief occupation, so long and so 
' j continuously have they pursued it. In 
(America special attention has of lale 
years keen given lo developing the 
butter-making qualities of the breed- 
The establishment by the American 
r.llolstcin-Friosian Association of an 
elaborate system of official testing for 
butter fat, under which every test is 
I conducted by a representative of an 
agricultural college or experiment sta- 
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few yours ago by tho Canadian Hol- 
BCein-jb'r'esinu Association is rtoiug 
similar work for this country, hut with 
a still higher standard of admission. 
IHundreds of official testy have been 
made throughout. America during the 
past ten years, nnd all the mature cows 
ho tested have averaged in the neigh- 
borhood of .l7'/{j pounds of butter per 
week. Many authentic records have 
been made at Canadian agricultural 
fairs, and it may be pointed out that 
in at: least three-fourths of all the 
show ground tests of the last decade 
the highest standing has been taken by, 
pure bred or grade Holsteln-P rieslan 
cows. Sensational among fair ground 
tests was thut of a Holsteln-Fricsian 
cow at the Provincial Winter hair 
held at London. In a forty-eight hour 
test, conducted by Prof. Dean, of tho 
Ontario Agricultural College, this _cow 
produced (i.7 pounds of butter fat, n 
record which has never been equalled 
Iby a cow of any breed publicly or of- 
ticially tested at a show. 

Grading: Up a Herd 

The Holsteiu-Kdesiau bull possesses 
a vigorous constitution, above, wo be- 
lieve, that of any oilier dairy breed. 
(Hence his value for grading up iuf- 
dinary dairy herds. In one of the bul- 
letins of Cornell Experimental Station 
a history of its herd of about twenty, 
cows is given, and individual examples 
of grading are described. The cow 
(Freddie, three-fourths .llolstein-iFr'ies^ 
ian, in forty-five weeks, produced 
1 l.i'.OMi/, pounds of milk containing 
■I BJ.22 pounds of butter fat. Ruby, an- 
other three-fourths Holstein-Flicsiah. 
in forty-eight weeks produced BI.5.74 
pounds of milk, containing 430.15 
pounds of butter fat. Her greatest 
production for one lactation was !(!,- 
OSDB, pounds milk in sixty-four weeks, 
containing 531.32 pounds butter fal. 

In grading up a herd of native cows, 
Ihe late E. 1). Tillson, of Tillsonbiirg, 
iOnt., furnished an object lesson to 
farmers who desire to improve tlleie 
herds but do not feel able to purchase 
pure bred cows. His herd of six'. v-tivo 
cows, consisting almost entirely of 
Holstein grades, averaged nearly RJ,-- 
00(1 pounds yearly; five cows gave from 
13,000 to 16,582 pounds of milk in ono 
year, while his best cow, bred and de- 
veloped on the farm, produced '20,132 
pounds of milk in twelve mouths.

In I expansion was Rhodes', but he wan 
always uble to enlist his friend Belt In 
the promotion of his railroad and 
charter-company enterprises. If Bolt 
was Involved In the high-handed Jame- 
son outrage ho had Rhodes to thank 
for it. The firm name and business 
might have read "Rhodes & Belt, Ex- 
plorers of Af'.'lca from Cape Town to 
Cuiro." 

The two men had many tastes In 
common as lovers of the arts and as 
collectors. Rhodes was an Oxford man 
and read the classics in editions spe- 
cially brought out for him. They were 
both generous givers for educational 
and charitable purposes. Beit was a 
man who shunned notoriety, and his 
methods were subtle and soundless. 
Rhodes was proud of his fame, and did 
things on a lavish scale and In a royal 
way, as one who should tave been born 
in tho purple and could not but make 
a noise in the world. Had Rhodes Heed 
to old ago, there Is no knowing what 
part he might have still played as a 
British statesman; had Beit lung sur- 
vived, he would have become a billion- 
aire. 

The will of Mr. Beit verifies the pre- 
dictions as to the probable magnifi- 
cence of .his public gifts. A despatch 
to the New York Times gives In detail 
tho bequests of this class. The chief 
features arc hero quoted: 

As was anticipated, the document 
proves to be very interesting, lacking 
little of the remarkable qualities which 
gossip attributed to the bequests. The 
sums enumerated make the vast total 
of $9,075,000, not including the value of 
an estate bequeathed to Mr. Beit's na- 
tive city, Hamburg, or the art treas- 
ures bestowed on the British National 
Gallery and the museums of Berlin and 
Hamburg. 

It is believed that the aggreguto 
value of the public bequests will bo 
not far short of $12,o00,000 ; 

The most otable provision of the will 
is that in which a body of trustees gets 
control of $0,000,000 to bo used In the 
development and construction of means 
of communication in Rhodesia and 
elsewhere in Africa, which, with other 
bequests for South Africa, demon- 
strates that Mr. Beit's interest In the 
welfare of the country In which his 
fortune was made was equal to that of 
his old associate, Cecil Rhodes. * * * 

To the College of Technology con- 
nected with London University the sum 
of $250,000 and 1.000 $12.50 shares in 
the DeBeers Company are bequeathed. 

One million dollars Is left to the Uni- 
versity of Johannesburg to build and 
equip buildings on the land previously 
given by Mr. Belt. 

One million dollars is bequeathed for 
educational or charitable purposes in 
Rhodesia and other teritories within 
the Held of the British South Africa 
Company. 
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On November 23, 1806, Gen. Zebulon 
Pike and a small party of soldiers ar- 
rived at the river forks on the present 
site of Pueblo. Here they built a 
breastwork of logs for defence. Then 
Pike started with three men to make 
a side-trip to the mountain that has 
for more than half a century borne his 
name. A week earlier on their Arkan- 
sas route he had seen the Grand Peak 
when It was more than a hundred miles 
distant. Its snowy crest had lured 
hliu on and now he was determined to 
try to ascend to the top. But he was 
WOfully deceived as to the distance. 
He expected to be back in a day or two, 
but was gone more than live days. He 
little dreamed of the obstacles in his 
way. He and his men were ill-clad, 
having only light summer clothes and 
they greatly suffered from cold. They 
also endured tho pangs of hunger and 
tho tortures of thirst, going forty-eight 
hours without eating. On the third 
day (November 2") they gained the 
summit of an intervening peak, Chey- 
enne Mountain. "Here we found the 
snow middle dee])," Pike writes, "no 
sign of beast or bird Inhabiting this 
region. The thermometer, which stood 
at !) degrees above zero at the fool of 
the mountain, fell to •! degrees below 
zero. Tho summit of the Grand Peak, 
which was entirely hare of vegetation 
and covered with snow, now appeared 
at a distance of fifteen or sixteen miles 
from us. It was as high again as wdiat 
we had ascended, and it would have 
taken a whole day's march to at rive at 
Its base, when I believe no human 
being could have ascended to its pin- 
nacle." A few days later ho attempt- 
ed to measure the altitude of the north 
mountain (Pike's Peak), estimating Its 
elevation to be 1S.5S1 feet. Scientists 
of our day have taken more accurate 
observations and found the height to 
be from 14,108 to 1-1, 147 feet, or nearly 
three miles above sea level. 



In 1792, 
Dr. Williams published Further Ob- 
servations on the Discovery of Ameri- 
ca by Prince Madoc In which ho gave 
tho testimony of General Bowles, a 
Creek Indian, who had then lately 
been in London, and several others, re- 
garding the Welsh Indians. 

The late E. J. Payne, In his History 
of America, Is disposed to aeaopt the 
story of Madoc ap Owen Gwneydd as 
having foundation in fact. He men- 
tions the version of Madoc's voyages 
told by Guttyn Owen, a poetical his- 
toriographer, wdio compiled a Welsh 
pedigree for Henry the Seventh. Payn 
attributed Henry's" interest In the Ca- 
bot's enterprise, In part nt least, to 
his knowledge of the discoveries of 
Madoc. " Though antiquaries," says 
Payn, "have placed the story of Madoc 
under the head of mythical geography, 
it possibly belongs to genuine history, 
and Is connected with the contempor- 
ary cycle of Norse voyages." John 
Flsko rejects the Madoc story. If Is 
strange that Giraldus Oambrensls, who 
mentions Madoc's father and his bro- 
thers, does not speak of Madoc himself 
or of thi> voyages attributed to him. 
Madoc's father, Ovum Gwynedd, son of 
Gruff yd h ap Conan, was one of the 
most Illustrious princes of North 
Wales. He died in 1109. His lawful 
heir, Jorwerth, being disfigured by a 
broken nose, was objected to by some 
of his people, and his half-brother, 

David, seized the throne. But the 
line of Jorwerth subsequently ousted 
the usurpers. These dissensions may 
have been tho domestic troubles 
which the biographers of Madoc ret' 
as tho cause of his wandering. 



Gave Million Dollars 
For Temperance 
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If Sir Wilfrid Lawsou hud lived a 
fortnight longer his last illness would 
have been cheered by the news that the 
largest sum ever at the disposal of those 
whose object it is to promote the cause 
of total abstinence had been bequeathed 
under the will of a man who predeceased 
him by just three weeks. 

Mr. John Oro.wle, who died on June 
12th at the age of sixty-live, out of 11 
total estate nt £4'18,(j!Xi, directed that 
£250,000 shall be set aside for temper- 
ance work. 

Mr. C'rowle was chairman of Messrs. 
Slaters, Limited, and of Messrs. Spencer 
Santo & Co. He was also director of 
a mineral water machine company, and 
was well known during his life for the 
prominent interest he took in temper- 
ance work, especially In connection with 
the Wesleyan Methodist body. 

He was a man of marked individuality 
and untiring energy, and to his own ini- 
tiative was due the large fortune which 
he had amassed. A Corcishman. he 
went to London in his youth, and entered 
business on his own account.

In a previous paper I presented the 
reason that 155 college students gave 
me for leaving the farm to engage In 
other occupations. These students saw 
little opportunity in farming,- 40 per 
cent, of them alleging that the business 
offers no financial reward. Twenty per 
cent, said that the physical labor Is 
too exacting, and approximately an 
equal number that no social opportuni- 
ties are offered. These replies present 
one view of the vexed question as to 
what the place of the farmer Is to be 
in our coming civilization. There was 
a. strain of hope running through some 
of the replies that In the future the 
opportunities on the farm would be Im- 
proved; but, for the most part, the re- 
sponses were hopelessly against the 
business of farming as a means of per- 
sonal achievement'. 

When I asked for the opinions of 
those who had planned to leave the 
farm, I asked, also, for tho reasons that 
moved those who have planned to re- 
move from city conditions to farm 
life and those who, reared on farms, 
intended to return there after leaving 
college. The' responses are most Il- 
luminating, and, of course, they are 
hopeful for those of us who look to the 
open country to aid in some large way 
in maintaining and fodwardlng the best 
civilization. 

Sixty-eight town-bred or city-bred 
students wrote me that they Intend to 
pursue farming as a business, and to 
this end had entered themselves in the 
College of Agriculture. I should ex- 
plain, however, that I use the word 
"farming" in its broadest sense as 
comprising those many occupations 
that are directly concerned with the 
products of the soil and are In Intimate 
touch with actual rural life conditions; 
for some of these young men expect to 
be creamery men in the small rural 
factories rather than actual tillers of I Mad 
the soil, .Many of the respondents j "Natlv 
give more than one reason for desiring 
to follow agricultural work. 

The point of view of all these various 
personal replies Is most significant, and 
it is In bold contrast to the general run 
of the responses of those who plnn 
to leave the farm. The present replies* 
are marked by the prominence given 
to Ideals and by the subordination of 
mere personal emoluments and desire 
for money. Forty per cent, of those 
who are leaving the farm allege thai 
they do so because there Is not money 
enough In It; very few of the 2f,l stu- 
dents who plan to be farmers mention 
the expectation of earning money as 
the leading motive, and a number of 
them mention tho relatively small earn- 
ing power, and then declnre that they 
will follow the business In spite of that 
handicap. Nearly every oik.' of them 
gives higher ideals of living as the pro- 
pelling motive, and these Ideals crys- 
talizo about two foci— the love '>r na- 
ture, and the desire of a free, Independ- 
ent life. Moreover, these are responses 
of strong conviction. They evidence 
pride of calling, and not one of them 
Is apologetic. They are hopeful; they 
all have a forward look. They are sur- 
prisingly unselfish. Not one of them nsks 
for power. They show that even in 
this epoch of hurried city building, the 
love of tho open country and of plain, 
quiet living still remains as n real and 
vital force. 

1 was impressed, In the replies of 
those who are to leave tho farm, with 
the emphasis placed on lack of money, 
hard work, and small social opportun- 
ity; I am Impressed In these rORttes 
with the recurrence of such Ideals as 
love for the work that one Is doing, 
education-, study, personal inlluence, 
happiness, service, home. With these 
young snen, their business Is to he an 
affair of the heart. We hear much 
about the greed of money and power 
and the great dangors that threaten 
our runaway society; but I wonder 
Whether, in the end, tho country man 
will not still have hold of at least one 
of the reins. 
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Lord Castletown is not the first to 
claim for Irish adventurers the credit 
of having discovered America; But he 
Is tho first to allege the identity' of 
shinty or "cawman" and lacrosse as 
the mainstay of the hypothesis. It is 
not the first time that some curious 
resemblances between . lacrosse • and 
one or other of the many kinds of ball 
play, ancient and modern,- have sug- 
gested paths or new world Inquiry, 
One of our own writers, • Eat her La- 
titat!, S.J., has written -a Ifcarned work 
In which/he elaborately coin pares," the 
usages of the American Indians ■ with 
the customs of ancient 1 nations of the 
old world, . as known to us through 
the classical writers. In his researches 
Father Lafltnu litis not forgotten the 
games of brill, but the weight of his 
arguments .tends • to ■ -/prove an Asiatic 
(and more especially a Tartar) origin 
for'the American red -man rather. than 
a descent from Irish colonists. The 
game that Lord Castletown -would 
match - with lacrosse Is minutely de- 
scribed' by Dr. Robert Craig M'aclagau 
in his, learned . treatise on "The Gamer, 
and Diversions of Argyleshire." He 
calls It "camnnachd" and "clulch air a 
chaman," and gives "shinty" as one of 
the best known alternative 1 nitmeS. Br. 
Maclagan' considers "camanachd" 
(sometimes called "cawman'' • or "ca- 
man" 'means rather the'shlhty stick) to 
be undoubtedly the game of file Gael. 
If the theory suggested by the late Ho- 
ratio Hale in his essay "Indian Mi- 
grations, as evidenced by Language" 
(see "Iroquois Book of Rites," page 
18G) were well founded, there would be 
no difficulty In assigning a common 
origin to the lacrosse of the aborigines 
and the shinty of the Gael. It is a 
daring theory, but not more daring 
than the Egyptian, Phoenician, Jewish 
Lost Tribes and other theories that 
have been defended, in bulky volumes, 
and sometimes at a startling cost. I

played at Magh Tulreadh 1,1172 years 
before the Christian era. About a 
hundred years less than l.L'T:: after 
Christ's birth is the date the Welsh 
assign for the exploit, nt' their hero, 
H. If. Bancroft, in his

(vol. V.), gives a fairly full account 
(with bibliography and references) f 
the Welsh theory. Besides the Man- 
dan tribe of the Missouri, of whose 
Welsh affinities and of the resembl-

he claims respectful consideration. It 
is found in a narrative written in the 
year 1686 by the Rev. Morgan Jones, 
and published in tie: Gentleman's 
Magazine In 1740.

Says Mr. Haig— -'All stimulants clear 
the blood of uric acid; they would not 
be stimulants if (hey did not do so and 
conversely all things that clear the 
blood of uric acid tire stimulants- 
'What is_ desirnhle is to get the blood 
ami vital tissues as clear as pos- 
sible from - this substance, and the right 
■Way to do thjs"'I* to cut short the inrro- 
\duottou of further poisons from outside 
iuul to dissolve- ithtl gradually clear out 
the accumulations already present in the 
hotly. The wrong way to do it is to 
give a further dose of stimulating poi- 
son from outside. to clear the blood nt 
• the cost of producing increased accumu- 
lations in Hie glands and tissues, thus 
laying up a store' certain tit. some future 
time to increase the very troubles from 
which an escape is sought. It must be 
obvious that there is no safe escape in 
this direction, that the relief obtained is 
temporary and becomes ever less, und 
.that the more it is resorted to the great- 
er the ultimate disaster; for stimula- 
tion first clears the blood of the ob- 
structing substance^' and Inter on in- 
evilahly brings hack into circulation an 
ever increasing quantity of the same de- 
.pressing substance. Hence it follows 
thai no takers of stlqititants keep for 
long nt the satne dose; the tendency is 
to constant demand, and therefore the 
quantity and strength of the tea taken 
are constantly increasing. -In the sanfe 
'.viiy.il is well known that those who 
take laudanum may begin with a few- 
drops and cud hy taking it from wine 
glasses, and the moderate drinker in- 
sensibly slip; iiuo the drunkard, The 
fact that should act as a warning or 
danger signal is the insidious manner in 
which- lea lavs hold of its victims. It 
comes as a harmless friend, the com- 
forter in sad and wenry hours, literally 
'the cup that cheers'; hut attempt to 
give il up, and you then realize, perhaps 
for the first time, the power of the poison 
witli what yon have been playing. 
Some may comprehend the dangerous 
influence and resolve to gel free at all 
cost, hoi a rmielt larger number put the 
ultimate reckoning off to a future day, 
when work mnj he less pressing, or gen- 
eral health in some unexplained manner 
better, and meanwhile secure a fresh 
lease of relief as the result of increas- 
ed iinses of stimulant. 

"The race needs stimulants today be- 
cause when they left their natural food 
they look to such slimuhiiits as fish, 
lle-h. fowl, and eggs, and soon (for ren- 
whieh I hope are now quite evident) were

In his will the testator slntes that he 
has been keenly interested in Christian 
temperance work, and that it had been 
his intention during his lifetime to create 
and endow such a fund as ho now 
wished to constitute.

And the employment of the 
interest of this quarter of a million ster- 
ling is conditional upon the Wesleyan 
Methodist body, with which he was con- 
nected, raising a like sum of £2,"iO,000 
within five years, so that, there may be 
an income of a round half-million pounds 
to devote to the temperance cause. 

But as soon as the Wesleyan confer- 
ence have raised £23,000 of this sum 
the trustees are to pay in a similar 
amount, in order that the work may be 
begun as soon as possible. As each fur- 
ther £5,000 is raised by the conference, 
tho trustees aro to hand over another 
£5,000, until the whole amount has been 
absorbed. 

In the evrnt of the conference not 
being able to provide the money, tho 
whole scheme . apparently falls to the 
ground. 

The trustees, as may bo supposed, are 
to be chosen entirely from the Wesleyan 
Methodist convention, with the president 
fof the time being at their .head. He 
and the ex-president, who is also an ex- 
official trustee, are the only persons for 
whom it. is hot made a condition that 
they shall be total \ibstninerx. '/This Is 
a virtue which must bo possessed by the 
three (ministers and the five laymen, «s 
well ns.by the- secrehiry.'and-. treasurer.

A living creature that has trod the 
earth, however sluggish, since the days 
of the Spanish Armada Is an object of 
no common degree of Interest. Such a 
creature has just passed away peace- 
fully in London, In the person of Drake, 
a venerable tortoise of the Zoological 
Gardens, supposed to be nearly four 
hundred years old. Mr. V. Eorbin, who 
contributes a short obituary with por- 
trait to La. Nature (Paris, June !i), 
notes that it is quite proper to be sorae- 
hvhat indefinite on the subject of 
Drake's exact age. He says: 

"There is nothing to prove, In fact, 
that the Testuda ablngdonl that gave 
up the ghost the other day had really 
attained ho abnormal an- age. , All that

(Galapagos Islands toward the end of 
the eighteenth century. At this time 
tho scanty inhabitants of this wild 
archipelago regarded him as a blcen- 
tenarlan, relying on a date cut in his 
shell with a knife, which, though half 
effaced, appeared to begin with a 1G. 
From this It was Inferred that he had 
been first captured In the seventeenth 
century by some of the hardy English 
or French pirates who were then dis- 
puting the passage of the Spanish gal- 
leons between Mexico and the Philip- 
pines, and who made the Galapagos 
their rendezvous. One of those flll- 
Ibusters, in a vein of pleasantry, or per- 
haps to furnish data for the benefit of 
future naturalists, may have cut on 
the prisoner's back the dale of his cap- 
ture, and then set him at liberty. Per- 
haps he even added his name, which 
has been obliterated by the growth of 
the shell. 

"From this vague date undoubtedly

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The present eruption, 1 hough one of 
the most terrible on record, bus not 
quite reached the pitch of liorror 
which the younger Pliny describes' as 
accompanying [lie earlier phenomenon, 
though many of the incidents related 
by htui of that earlier catastrophe have 
been repeated. The same enormous 
cloud, which Pliny likens to the ap- 
pearance of a .gigantic pine tree, "shot 
Hp to a greaL height," and spread it- 
self out at the top in a sort of 
brunches." Again it shrouded the 
whole vast gulf, and again the region 
round the mountain was covered witli 
"a fall of cinders and pumice slonos 
and black pieces of burning rock, while 
broad flames shone out from various 
places on the mountain." The terrible 
earthquake and uproarious seas retir- 
ing from the shore wore lacking in 
their inst convulsion: but the darkness, 
"not like n night when the sky is 
cloudy and (here is no moon, but thai 
of a room when it is shut up und all 
the lights aro put out." was observed 
at various points about the bay, as it 
was by Pliny that fatal night near his 
villa at Mlsenum. Lately, at Capri, 
twenty miles away, this phenomenon 
was noticed for an hour or two. It oc- 
casioned great alarm among some ot 
the foreign visitors ami on the steam- 
ers making for the port of Naples, 
many of them -were, obliged to put 
back. For n day the port was inac- 
cessible, owing to the showers of cin- 
ders darkening (he air- 
In half an hour the streets of Naples 
were tilled to the depth of from live to 
six inches with a soft, powdered ma- 
terial resembling ashes, and this has 
occurred more than once. The inhab- 
itants did not seem io lie seriously 
alarmed, except the inmates of the 
prisons, who rebelled and had to be 
controlled by troops. The streets, how- 
ever, have been tilled with religious 
processions carrying the efligies of 
their natron saints and imploring 
divine aid. The people entered the 
cathedral and took forcible possession 
of their patron saint, and fully 30.000 
persons escorted this sacred bust of St. 
Januarius from the cathedral In the 
confines of the city nearest tho mountain. 

The towns lying round the mountain- 
sides, howqver, wove deserted, and 
some of the' smaller villages nearer the 
cone were destroyed. There the awful 
scenes reported by Pliny were repeat- 
ed. An infernal darkness reigned, 
lighted up by the monstrous stt'eams 
of burning lava, pouring down from 
the central coue and from vnst crev- 
ices in - its sides. From time to time 
new craters would burst forth, explod- 
ing with a tremendous roar and threat- 
ening to sweep all before them. 

In the doomed upper villages th6 
rain of cinders became a downpour- of 
volcanic sand, mixed with larger pu.m- 
icoi rtoneS .and considerable 1 -masses ..of. 
molten material. At the linger, town 
6t.tOttata.no and in the outlying region 
of San Giuseppe, which are situated on 
the ' northeastern slope of the moun- 
tain, within the line of the railroad 
running round it, t lie people' lied 
through (his awful hail of projectiles, 
protecting themselves with tables una 
chairs held above their heads. The 
government: hud sent trains to the sta- 
tion lo take then; away: but the re- 
moval was necessarily slow, owing to 
the constant blocking of the line by the 
masses of falling material, which in 
places filled the tracks' to the depth of 
a yard. The distressing scenes of the 
"Lust Days of Pompeii" were repeat- 
ed, with husbands, wives, and children 
culling through the darkness for one 
another. Most were carried to places 
of safety; but of those who had Hod for 
protection to the church to pray for 
heavenly aid, a hundred and fifty or 
more, -were buried beneath its roof 
when it fell, crushed by the weight of 
the material fulling upon It. A large 
number died in their own houses, un- 
able or unwilling to leave their homes 
and face the terrible fire of missies 
outside. This village of San Giuseppe 
and the larger town near it arc like a 
partly excavated Pompeii, the puinico 
and sand reaching nearly to tho tops of 
the lower houses, and many of which 
were crushed, by the additional weight 
imposed upon their level roofs. 

The whole region round this part of 
the mountain was shrouded for days 
In dense clouds of smoke and cinders, 
and the smiling vineyards lie buried a 
yard or two deep beneath the material 
vomited forth by Ihe awful crater men- 
acing them, from on high. 

At one house, which had been en- 
tirely surrounded by the flood, but not 
destroyed, one saw people, on top. of 
the mass of lava, entering the upper 
windows with a ladder and bringing 
forth their household goods, to trans- 
sport them to a place of safely. One 
vineyard was surrounded on three 
sides by this dividing current, and R 
was possible to walk into it among "ihe 
lines of trimmed vines, and to perceive 
the fire still glowing in the lowering 
walls of lava on each side The people 
attributed this remarkable phenomen- 
on fo the remarkable intervention of 
their Madonna, "Our Lady of Ihe 
Snows," with whoso sacred imago they 
had confronted the all-devouring- mon- 
ster sweeping implacably down on 
their apparently doomed homes. Step 
by step the priests and the faithful. 
Singing Ihe litany, retreated, us the 
awful flood swept on, and still ihe 
sound of singing and prayer rose above 
the fearful roar of tho torrent and the 
thunder of tho mountain above, belch- 
ing forth from the central i?ruter tiery 
bombs and enormous swirls of cinder, 
sand and smoke, which rose to great 
heights. Yard by yard the lava swept 
onward; now a palatial villa would he 
Surrounded by the torrent, crushed 
down, and disappear In smoke; now a 
weeping peasant would see his little 
cottage and vineyard, his all, go under 
in an instant.

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To the public of today, both musknl 
ami otherwise, "Wagner's opera f'Parsl- 
ial" stands in quite a unique position In 
• ' the world of music-drama. Until two 
years ago this opera was never perforin 
ed outside of Bayreufh, a small city, of 
which 1 have made mention in Gutter 
dammcruntr. To the ordinary public 
this music-drama is one of difficulty, and 
to the muslcan it is a source of unending 
wonder. Each work, each part, pre 
seuls a separate individuality, which is 
only comprehended after a great deal of 
study. To those who have seen the 
■INibelung series it is most interesting to 
compare Parsifal to it, and note that al- 
though it is of a different Origin it can 
readily he seen tliiu there are striking 
peculiarities running through all of Wag- 
ner's operas. An example can readily bo 
seen when the squires carry away the 
dead bird on a litter to the strains, sim- 
ilar to that of the swan motive in 
Lohengrin, f mention this similarity be- 
cause, no doubt, it will easily be recall- 
ed by those who have, on. any previous 
occasion, seen Lohengrin. 

The version of the. Holy Grail which 
Wagner chose to adopt is that found in 
the poems of that good old German Min- 
nesinger, Wolfram von Eschenbach, The 
sources are quite mythical, and are trans- 
formed to a great extent to suit the 
'musician's purpose. The story, of course, 
fs of the Holy Grail, but it even embod- 
ies more than that; it is one of self-sac- 
rifice and religious contemplation. As 
most students of theology know, the 
Grail is the sacred chalice, from which 
Christ drank at the last supper, and in 
which the last drops of his blood were 
caught as he was nuiled to the cross. 
According to the legend which Wagner 
followed the Grail and the spear, which 
was used by Uonginus to spear the side 
of Christ were cast out of heaven and 
put under the watchful eye of Titurcl, 
the son of the king of Cappadocia. 
Titurel appointed a number of guardians 
to guard the sacred relic, which was 
vonveyod to a beautiful temple in the 
Onountaiii.s of Northern Spain, and no one 
,was allowed to seek it, who had any 
selfish ends in view. It was to be used 
both ns spiritual ami physical food. 
•When Titnrel grows old he entrusts the 
Mterod duty of preserving the Holy Grail 
to his sou Amfortas. Unfortunately, 
this young man fell a victim to Kundr.v 
an evil and crafty woman, while he was 
engaged upon an expedition against 
•Klingsor, who had been cast out from 
the sacred knighthood, owing to his base 
•life. Klingsor succeeded in obtaining 
..for Amfortas the sacred spear, which 
"Xilhrel had pledged him to guard, and 
with it inflicts a wound which didn't 
[iheal, and would have sent Amfortas to 
'death, had it not been for the intense 
power stored in his reverence for the 
■ Grail. The prophets say that within a 
ehort time there shall come to Monsulvat 
• — one of the mountains of Northern 
Spain, which 1 have mentioned previous- 
ly — a youth, pure with the thoughts of 
^childhood, and after suffering many 
trials and privations would withstand all 
.* (temptation and evil, and whose heart 
should remain cleansed, and that this 
young man would come into possession 
of the spear, and by its touch would 
heal the wound of Amfortas. This 
coming of Parsifal heralds all things. 

In the first act we have a picture of a 
beautiful forest near the mountain of 
the Holy Grail. Kundry appears in a 
.state of excitement at the scene of 
■where some of the young squires are at 
worship. 1 must not neglect to point 
out here that Kundry is a most complex 
character, presenting many types in one. 
'She is endowed With much beauty and 
; .seductive charm, but only when under 
the influence of Klingsor, the evil ma- 
gician, otherwise she is tortured by re- 
morse. It was she who tempted Am- 
fortas. The Knights of the Holy Grail 
.know nothing of any evil intentions 
(which she may possess. 

The orchestra prelude leads us at once 
into the first net, which is solemn and 
severe, removing us at once from strife 
and passion, and brings one immediately 
•to the Holy Grail. The shuddering 
tremolos of this prelude bear us upward 
and onward. AVe have at this point the 
iGrail motive followed by the powerful 
and exalted theme of fate. To give an 
exact interpretation of this requires the 
exercise of the greatest ingenuity on the 
.part of the conductor, otherwise it is not 
a success. 

i While Gurnemanz is giving an expla- 
nation a white swan falls wounded to 
the elirth. in utter horror and confu- 
sion at. this sight the esquires search for 
the "murderer," and as a result bring 
(Parsifal before his listeners, fully equip- 
ped with the bow. anil quite startled by 
-this change of affairs, in a place where 
i everything is regarded as sncred. In 
I answer to Gurnemanz exhortations, it is 
■plainly seen that Parsifal is totally ignor- 
Knnt of the affair, and this fact is fur- 
there substantiated by Kundry, who said 
.that his mother, Herzoieide, brought tin' 
■youth up withoul any knowledge of tin 1 
sin and evil of the world. Shortly after 
iVthis episode Parsifal noticed some 
knights by, and so be determined to fol- 
low them. After many varied experi- 
ences lie was led In the vicinity of Mon- 
: ,isnlvat. We get now what is called the 
poor fool motive: 

"1 pity life," etc., 

i because Parsifal is taken to the Temple 



of the Holy Grail by Gurnemanz, as he 
thinks that the prophecy has now been 
realized, and that the youth is the object 
of this spiritual device. Kundry has dis- 
appeared, and ha.: fallen to sleep on the 
soft: mossy ground beyond. 

The scene is now changed to that of 
a hall furnished with tables. Amfortas 
is carried in by the knights. Greatly 
against his will he uncovers the Grail, 
which is immediately struck by a bril- 
liant ray of light. Parsifal, who is 
present, looks upon these surroundings 
with no apparent conception of what is 
happening, and Gurnemanz in utter dis- 
gust, demands Parsifal to leave their 
presence. 

The second act opens witli the scene 
of the castle of the evil magician Kling- 
sor. By his magic, he arouses Kundry 
to consciousness and commands her to 
corrupt the innocent young hero. Dur- 
ing this proceeding Parsifal drives away 
the knights, and the castle scene changes 
to that of it beautiful garden, intensified 
by maidens of ravishing beauty, who 
moan the loss of their, knights, but on 
getting sight of Parsifal they at once 
seek to win him. This scene to me is' 
one of the most beautiful and striking 
of the whole music-drama. Kundry, 
who is under' the influence of the wicked 
Klingsor, appears, and after dispersing 
the maidens, seeks, in the most cunning 
way, m influence Parsifal. Her first 
kiss makes such an impression upon him 
that all the reminiscences of the pain and 
agony of Amfortas immediately came to 
him, and in a moment he repulses Kun- 
dry. She becomes terribly angered and 
calls upon Klingsor, who in revenge 
hurls the sacred spear at the hero. It 
remains, by supernatural power suspend- 
ed above. Parsifal's head, and as he 
grasps it, and makes the sign of the 
cross, the castle of the wicked knight 
falls in ruins.

At that « 
time there was ulso a very consider- 
able number of physiologists who be- 
lieved that there was a special vital 
iforce, different from the other forces of 
light, heat, and so forth. lEvcu Pas- 
teur was inclined to this view, and 
daoncl liealc, ouu of the aeutest of the 
biologists of those days, was perhaps 
its ableit champion. 'Life," said 
iHcalc, 'exists only as bioplasm, which 
is structureless and has four move- 
ments, including those of budding, mi- 
gration, and those involved iu absorb- 
ing and transforming Us food into liv- 
ing matter.' This bioplasm wits made 
up of minute corpuscles, in accordance 
with a doctrine which is even now ac- 
cepted under the name of 'physiologi- 
cal units,' or other similar terms. This 
'•Vitalistie school,' as it was culled, has 
pretty nearly disappeared; in fact, it 
can hardly be said that there is any 
eminent biologist today who holds to 
it, except under certain metaphysical 
modifications. With the disappearance 
of the 'Vitalists' and 'Nco-Vltnlists, 
and the establishment of the view that 
vital phenomena were simply manifes- 
tations of the activity of protoplasm, 
as well as the general acceptance of 
the view that life is always produced 
by living matter, the controversial 
phase of the question died out, and in 
the latest and largest of the English 
works on physiology, that of Schuefer, 
the question of 'What is life V is not 
teVen referred to. We are simply told 
that the chemical composition of living 
7iintter is unknown." 
i Dr. Dana takes especially as his 
fext the recent books of Dr. II. C. 
IBastinn and John Butler Burke, both 
I of which have alread been re- 
Viewed in these columns. Dt. BttS- 
tiail's claim that dead matter is 
constantly turning into living organ- 
isms he considers interesting, both 
Scientifically and psychologically, 
though he regards the contention that 
the burden of proof is on those who de- 
ny it. as not likely to be accepted by 
scientists. Burke's book Dr. Dana re- 
gards as "inure largely tinged with 
philosophy" than Bastian's, Burke, he

Would Have Been 
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The special correspondent of the period whoro the one object, Is to get 



London Tribune with the "Blue" fleet 
during the recent naval manoeuvres, 
sums up the results of the manoeuvres 
as follows: 

The naval manoeuvres of 100G closed 
at noon on Monday, and the Bluo at- 
tacking' fleet can fairly claim to have 
effected their object of "holding up" 
the merchant shipping of the country. 

As far as active war operations are 
concerned the manoeuvres may be said 
to have ceased after our raid on Brigh- 
ton and Scarborough. Wo left Scar- 
borough at six on Sunday evening, and 
so had still eighteen hours of war be- 
fore us. This would have given us time 
to have reduced both Sunderland and 
Newcastle, and got north to our forti- 
fied base at Rosy til, before Admiral 
Wilson's straggling fleet could have 
got near us, but the expenditure of 
coal would have been heavy, and the 
taxpayer's pocket would have suffered 
accordingly. 

Since we have passed Ushant at 4 
m. on Saturday morning we had held 



undisputed command of the Channel 
without the enemy making even the 
slightest attempt at molestation, and 
Admiral May considered lie had done 
enough to demonstrate indisputably his 
command of the sea. We therefore 
steamed north for some 40 or SO miles 
and then turned out to the eastward 
for some distance before turning again 
to the southward. However, no pre- 
cautions wore neglected, for though at- 
tack was improbable, there were offi- 
cers in the tops throughout the night, 
and wo should have had ample warning 
of any menace, whether of battle lleet 
or torpedo attack.

On account of this salvation to the 
saviour, in the increasing darkness the 
cup is unveiled, and in a shuddering ray 
of light blood-red grows the Grail, and at 
the same -lime a beautiful white dove, 
the symbol of purity, descends upon 
Parsifal's head from the topmost part of 
the dome. 

•In (he last scene the music is so char- 
acteristic, for example, the disappearance 
of the forest and the sight of the cliffs, 
that it seems if the chords of this pas- 
sage were hewn out of cliffs of solid 
granite. 

This music-drama, on account of its 
depth of conception, presents many dif- 
ficulties lo the student, but I think that 
after diligent study some degree of 
mastery will reward the pupil.

Sweeping the Channel. 

So closed the grand naval manoeu- 
vres of 1906, and whatever the umpire's 
decision as regards them may be, one 
fact stands out clear and incontrovert- 
ible, that from four a. m., on tho morn- 
ing of June 30th to noon on July L'nd 
that is for fifty-six hours— Admiral Sir 
William May, with four of the finest 
battleships in tho world under his Hag, 
swept the channel from Ushant to the 
North Sea without molestation. It the 
war had been real instead of a game 
Admiral May would have assuredly 
effected one of tho main purposes set 
out for the Bluo Fleet to effect — name- 
ly, the creation of a panic that would 
stagnate the commerce of the country. 

According to tho lines laid down by 
the Admiralty the second period of the 
manoeuvres was to be "utilized for 
practically testing the. arrangements 
for the defenco of trade against a 
"guerre de course," in which the enemy 
endeavors to use his lleet for Uto pur- 
pose of causing a commercial crisis In 
this country by the destruction, rather 
than the capture, of British merchant 
steamers, with a view to employ his 
fleets to advantage at a later stage, 
if this measure has the desired result 
of causing any dispersal of the British 
forces." The Blue Fleet can fairly 
claim, therefore, to have effected their 
object. 

They did so at a sacrifice of four- 
ninths of their battlo lleet, but that 
was because that fleet was saddled 
with four older type ships. Had the 
squadron been what it very soon will 
be, an homogenouos squadron of eight 
battleships of the King Edward class, 
It would have been in the Channel in- 
tact. It is trim that tho New Zealand 
of the class also broke, down, but it 
must be remembered that she is the 
only ono of the eight not fitted for 
burning oil fuel, and also has Nlclausse 
Instead of Babcock and Wilcox boil- 
ers. 

Oil Fuel Essential. 

If there Is a point that the manoeu- 
vres have brought out clearly and in- 
dubitably It Is that oil fuel Is an es- 
sential to highest efficiency in either 
battleship or cruiser. Hail Admiral 
Wilson's fast ship:; — and he had at 
least five that should have had con- 
siderably more speed than cur King 
Edwards — been lilted for burning oil 
fuel, he could have overtaken us and 
brought us into action. 

Difficulties of Coal. 
Once the lower hunkers whose doors

It may be that "in 
the third a ship in which gun power 
or protection has been sacrificed for a 
slight excess of speed would not have 
tho advantage, but it is indisputable 
that In tho first two phases speed is 
tho most important of all essentials. 

Worked out on tho chart, the exact 
particulars of our great run are as fol- 
lows: At 8 a. m. on tho 29th, when the 
chase of us by Admiral Wilson began, 
we were CO miles west of the BurMhgs, 
a bit to the north of the entrance to 
l-iisbon. Thence we ran north and east 
till we were. 170 miles west of the coast 
at Vigo to the south of Cape Flnistcrre. 
Thence we made a slant to tho east- 
ward on a course that took us four 
miles west of Ushant, and from that 
point up the Channel to Brighton. The 
complete distance covered was UGH 
miles, during 900 of which nve were 
running at full power. Our average 
speed for the run was seventeen and a 
half knots. We were lucky to get the 
turn of the tide off Ushant. which en- 
abled us to make what I should take 
it is a world's record in the steaming 
of a fleet of battleships— namely, sixty- 
one knots in three hours. 

We arrived at Porstmouth this after- 
noon, and now hear that, after a long 
fight all Friday with the Red cruisers, 
Prince Louis' cruiser squadron was 
driven Into tho arms of the Mediter- 
ranean fleet, and the flagship and three 
others of the armored ships captured; 
The Majestic, however, has done ex- 
ceedingly well, for she not only suc- 
ceeded in escaping capture, but claims 
to have captured two cruisers and a 
scout of Red. besides having "mopped 
up" a considerable amount of com- 
merce when In the chopH of the Chan- 
nel. As I leave the ship today, I would 
ask you to allow me through your col- 
umns to express my grateful apprecia- 
tion of the courtesy and aid that have 
been afforded to your correspondent by 
Vico-Adiniral Sir William May and Jiis 
staff, and Captain Leveson and the 
ward room officers of H. In. S. King 
Edward VII.

cult to accomplish with celerity. The 
furnace, in fact, Is eating more coal 
ihau the providers can get to it. With 
dl tho supply is (automatic. Tho pump 
Is working, and the turning of a tap 
controls tho supply. On the «>H>oi- hand 
coal Is to an extent a protection against 
projectiles. It .cannot leak as oil will 
if there is the faintest straining of the 
rivets In the tank. It can be stowed 
anywhere, whereas nil can only bo 
placed where no projectile can under 
ordinary conditions of action reach it. 

Both together, however, form tho 
perfect combination, and that fact tho 
manoeuvres have proved to the hilt. 
While the heavy and long .work of get- 
ting the coal down from tlio more In- 
accessible bunkers is being performed, 
the oil fuel Is being used, and there, is 
not that loss of speed which is Inevi- 
table when the lower bunkers are ex- 
hausted and the seamen ratings have 
to be called in to aid the stokers in 
their task of working down the coal 
supply to tho stokehold floor, whence it 
Is shovelled Into tho furnaces. In 
other words, you have not to cull away 
men from the guns to help those who 
are creating the motive power that is 
enabling those, guns to be used to the 
best advantage. 

The Value of Speed. 
These manoeuvres again should flnnl- 
ly settle once for all the question that 
a small minority dispute — namely, tho 
value of speed.

You 
watch this struggle, you listen to 
it. witli alarm and heart-burning, 
and little by little your moral sense 
gets blunted, you grow accustomed 
to it. It is but a short, time since 
a sensational murder would have 
moved and horrified you, but now you 
dally read how In ono city a police 
olllcer was blown 'into fragments 
by a bomb, how In ianother the revo- 
lutionists executed two women for 
giving evidence in a court of law. 
putting eighty-two bullets through 
their bodies, in a. third how they 
hound the condemned persons to a 
tree and, fired ten bullets each into 
them, 

"And ill the baltic provinces the 
population will soon bo diminished 
by a hull", because it is ibeing at- 
tacked on two sides. At t he same time 
the prisons and the hospitals arc 
filled to overcrowding with arrested 
or wounded persons. You arc perhaps 
somewhat excited and n roused by the 
latest mass massacre, whereby in a 
couple of minutes 108 people were 
crippled, maimed, killed. Hut that 
effect Is due to the circumstance 
that until now emancipatory murders 
ware not. carried nut on a senle so 
grandiose. Bui you will soon be 
used even to that. And Insensibly a 
revolution will have been accom- 
plished in yourself, the prospocl 
of which would have dismayed you 
a Short time ago. Your sentiments of 
priy, fellow feeling, tenderness arc 
being gradually atrophied, while the 
wild animal Instincts which lay 
latent under the culture of ages are 
being aroused together with all the 
fateful force of heredity anil are stifl- 
ing even your clearness of consciousness, 
so that J'OU fail In see that Russia is 
becoming a gigantic madhouse. And all 
the horror of the situation is here, in 
•fact that Russia is irresistibly moving 
towards forgelfullness of elementary 
morality. Look at today's political mur- 
ders, and you are struck by the aimless- 
ness -of I heir ferocity. What, fur in 
stance, can have been the object of fir- 
ing eighty bullets into fwo women, when 
a couple would have su HI cod? That is 
tlie orgy of murder, the lust, of destruc- 
tion. What, a feeling of exquisite cruelty 
must have prompted the action of those 
Who, having condemned certain men In 
death, bound and gagged them, played 
the comedy of a trial, and then quietly 
shot them iii turn, causing them to die 
not once, hut leu times. And is it nut 
ferocious lo annihilate a hundred per- 
sons in order to kill one man whose 
death is desired . . . Very soon mnU- 
ncss will become us common in 
[Russia its murder is. 'Marly cases of 
it have been noted already. A short 
time ago a policeman in .Moscow begun 
firing indiscriminately ftjong the street 
without any vlaable cause. Arrested, he 
was found to la; suffering from an acute 
fit. of madness. Nor is it to be wondered

Will Irwin, who left San Francisco 
not long jago to take a position on the 
New Vo/k press, recently accomplished 
quite a master stroke by writing in a 
day an arlicl" of many columns for the 
Sim shortly after the news of the San 
Francisco disaster arrived. It so much 
impressed some of tile writers on the 
Sun that they advised Irwin to print it 
in book form. The legends of the locnl 
room say ihai he wrote it at one burst 
in a single sitting with the copy hoy 
tearing the sheets off his typewriter al- 
most before he finished them. Whether 
be did or not it is good stuff, lie has 
reprinted it under the title, "The City 
That Was. A Requiem of Old San 
Francisco," and he frankly says in bis 
introductory nolo, "For the title I nm 
Indebted to Franklin Matthews." 

The hypercritical mighl say that 
Irwin's history Is at times a little too 
recent; that his geography is not qnite 
exact; that Denis Kearney never mil do 
speeches in Portsmouth Square; thai 
the genuine Sand Lot wns up near (he 
City Hall. Bul what docs all that 
mailer'.' No m'ri'n writing such n "tour 
do force" can carry so many dales and 
fuels in bis head, and if bo had revised 

it he might have revised all of the 
spirit out of it, nnd it certainly would 
have lost the tenderness ami (he pathos 
with which now it Is so strongly ting- 
ed, Thus the book begin:,: 

Tho City That Was. 
The old San Francisco is dead. The 
gayest, lightest hearted, most pleasure, 
loving city of the western continent, 
und in many ways tlm most Interest- 
ing and romantic, is a horde of refu- 
gees living- among ruins. It may re- 
build; it probably will; bul those who 

have known that peculiar city, by the 
'Golden Gate, have caught its flavor of 
the Arabian Nights, feel that it can 
never be tho same.

Famous Old Restaurants. 

San Francisco was famous for its 
restaurants and cafes. Probably they 
were lacking at the top; probably the 
very best, for people who did not care 
bow they spend their money, was not 
to be had. But they gave the best 
fare on earth, for tho price, at a dol- 
lar, seventy-live cents, a half a dollar, 
oi; even fifteen cents. 

If one should tell exactly what could 
t><5 bad at Coppa's for fifty cents or at 
the Fashion for say thirty-five cents, 
no New Yorker who has not been there, 
would believe it. The San Francisco 
French dinner and the San Francisco 
free lunch were as the Public Library 
to Boston or the stock yards to Chi- 
cago. A number of causes contributed 
to this. The country all about nro- 
duced every thing that a cook needs 
and that in abundance — the bay was 
au almost untapped fishing pond, 
the fruit farms came up to the very 
edge of the town, and the surrounding 
country produced in abundance fine 
meats, games, till cereals and all veg- 
etables. 

Hut the chefs who came from France 
in the early days and stayed because 
they liked this land of plenty were the 
head and front of it. They passed on 
their art to oilier Frenchmen or to the 
clever Chinese. -Most of the French 
chefs at the biggest restaurants were 
born in Canton, China; Later the 
Italians, learning of tills country where 
good food is appreciated, came and 
brought their own style. Household- 
ers always dined out one or two nights 
of the week, and boarding bouses were 
scarce, for the unattached preferred 
llm restaurants. 

The eating was usually hotter than 
tin- surroundings, Meals' that were 
marvels were served In tumbledown 
little hotels. Most famous of all the 
restaurants was the Poodle D":g. There 
have been no less than four establish- 
ments of this name, beginning with a 
frame shanty where In the early days, 
a prince of French cooks used to ex- 
change ragouts for gold dust. Each 
succeeding restaurant of the name lias- 
moved further downtown; and the re- 
cent Poodle Dog stands — stands or 
stood; One mis.es his tenses queorly In 
writing of this city which Is and yet 
Is no more — on the edge of the Tender- 
loin in a modern five-story building. 
And it typified a certain spirit that 
was in sin' Francisco, 

For '<■ the ground llonr was a pub- 
lic restaurant where there was served 
the best dollar dinner on earth. At 
least, in not the bedl !t ranked with the 
best, and the others woie in Kan Fran- 
cisco. There, especially on Sunday 
night, almost everyone went to vary 
the monotony of home cooking. Ev- 
eryone who was anyone- in the town 
could he seen there off and on. It was 
perfectly respectable. A man might 



take his wife and daughter to the . 
Poodle Dog. 

On tho second floor there were pri- 
vate dining rooms, and to dine thoro, 
with one or more of tho opposite ses-, 
was risque but not "snoelnHy terrible. 
But the third lloor — and the touitH 
floor — and the fifth! The elevator man 
of the Poodlo Dog, who has hold the 
job for many years ,and who never 
spoke unless spoken lo. wore diamonds 
and wtis a heavy investor in veal es- 
tate. There were Others as famous in 
their way — the Zinkand, where, at one 
time, every one went after the theatre, 
and Tate's, which has lately bitten Into 
that trade; the Palace Grill, much like 
the grills of Eastern hotels, except 
for tho price; Delnionico's, which ran 
the Poodlo Dog neck and neck to its 
own line; and many others, humbler 
but great at the price. 

The Hotel Do Franco. 
Listen! O yo starved amidst plenty, 
to the tale of tho Hotel do 
France. This restaurant stood on 
California street, Just east of Old St. 
Mary's church. One could throw a 
biscuit from its back windows into 
Chinatown. It occupied a big ram- 
shackle house, which hail been a man- 
sion of the gold days. Lois, the pro- 
prietor, was a Frenchman of the Bas 
Pyrenees; and Ills accent was as thick - 
as his peasant soups. The patrons 
were Frenchmen of tho poorer class, 
or young nnd poor clerks and journalists 
who had discovered the delights of his 
hostelry. The pluce exuded a genial 
gaiety, of which Louis, throwing out 
familiar jokes to right and left as ho 
mixed salads and carried dishes, was 
the head and front. 

First on the bill of fare was the 
soup mentioned before — thick and . 
clean and good. Next, one of Louis' 
three cherubic little sons brought on a 
course of fish— sole, rock cod, floun- 
ders or smelt — with a good French 
sauce. The third course was meat. 
This came on en bloc; l he waiter 
dropped in the centre of each table a 
big roast or boiled joint together with 
ii mustard pot and two big dishes of 
vegetables. Each guest manned the 
carving knife in turn and helped him- 
self to his satisfaction. After that, 
Louis, with an air of ceremony, 
brought on a big bowl of excellent 
salad which lie had mixed himself. 
For bevcrarre, there stood by each 
plate a perfectly cylindrical pint glass 
filled witli now watered claret. The 
meal closed with "fruit in season" — all 
that tho guest cared to eat. I have 
saved a startling fact to close the par- 
agraph — tho price was fifteen cents ! 

If one wanted black coffee he paid 
five cents extra, and Louis brought 
on a beer glass full of It: "Why ho 
throw In wine and charged extra for 
nfter-dlnner coffee was one of Louis' 
professional secrets 

Adulterated food at that price? Not 
a bit of It! The olive oil in the salad 
was pure Cajlfomia product — why 
adAilterate when he could get It so 
cheaply? The wine, too, was above 
reproach, for Louis made it himself. 
Every autumn he bought tons and 
tons of cheap Mission grapes, set up a 
wine press in his backyard, and had a 
little, festival vintage of ills own. The 
fruit was .small and inferior, but fresh 
and Louis himself in speaking of his 
business, said that he wished his 
guests would eat nothing but fruit, it 
came so cheap. 

Hospitality and Club Life. 
Hospitality was nearly a vice. As 
In the early mining days, if they liked 
the stranger the people took him in. 
At the first meeting the San Francisco 
man had him put up at a club; at 
the second, he invited him home to 
dinner. As long as the stranger stayed 
he was being invited to week end par- 
ties at ranches, to little dinners in 
this or that restaurant and to the 
houses of his new acquaintance, until 
his engagements grew beyond hope of 
fulfillment. Perhaps there was rather 
too much of this kind of thing. At the 
end of a fortnight a visitor with a 
pleasant smile and a good story left 
the place a wreck. This tendency ran 
through all grades of society— except 
perhaps, the sporting people who kept 
the tracks and tho fighting game alive. 
These also met tho stranger— and also 
took him in. 

Centres of man hospitality were the 
clubs, especially the famous Bohemian 
and the Family. The latter was an 
offshoot of the Bohemian; and it had 
been growing fast and vlelng with the 
older organization for the honor of en- 
tertaining pleasing and distinguished 
visitors. 

The Bohemian Club, whose real 
founder is said to have been the late 
Henry George, wns formed in the '70s 
bv newspaper writers and men -work-, 
ing in the arts or Interested in them. 
It had grown to a. membership or 750. 
It still kept for its nucleus painters, 
writers, musicians and actors, amateur 
and professional. They were a gay 
group of men, and hospitality was 
their avocation. Yet the thing which 
set this club off from all others In tho 
world was the midsummer High .Jinks. 

The club owns a fine tract of red- 
wood focest fifty miles north of San 
Francisco on the Russian river. There 
are two varieties of big trees in Cali- 
fornia: the Sequoia gigaptea and tho 
Sequoia sempervirens. The great trees 
of the Mariposa grove belong to tho 
glgantca species. The sempervirens, 
however, reaches the diameter Of 16 
feet and some of the greatest trees of 
(his species are In the Bohemian Club 
grove. It lies In a cleft of the moun- 
tains; and. up one hillside there runs 
a natural out of doors stage of remark- 
able acoustic properties. 

In August the whole Bohemian Club, 
or such as could get away from busi- 
ness, went up to this grove and 
camped out for two weeks. On the 
•last night they put on the Jinks proper, 
a great spectacle i\> praise of the for- 
est" with poetic words, music, and ef- 
fects done by the club. In iate years 
this has boon practically a masque or. 
an opera. It cost about $10,000. it 
took the spare lime of scores of men 
for weeks; yet these 760 business men, 
professional men, artists, newspaper 
workers, struggled for the v :-?-.::: . of 
helping out on tho Jinks; nnd the 
whole thing was done naturally and 
with reverence. It would not he possi- 
ble anywhere else in tills country; the 
thing which made it possible was the 
art spirit which is in the Callfornian. 
It runs In the blood.

Not only lias Alf. been a noted 
character among the sporting fraterni- 
ty, hut hi} 1ms been in n lesser degree 
an object of interest lo ninny who 
I'over suw a prize light nor wanted to 
view one. The news that Alien had 
been brought lo see himself in the light 
in which lie was regarded by right- 
thinking people through the olTorts of 
several of the gentlemen connected 
with the Torrey-Alexiinder mission 
Came ns a surprise to everybody who 
knew him. Thai Allen is sincere, the 
following statements given tlie 'Citizen 
seem to place beyond doubt: 
Alf, Allen's Story 
'Before last Friday I had never hern 
in church but twice in my lift? — once 
when I was a buy, and once when I 
was married. 1 left home when a boy, 
ami went out to the Flathead reserva- 
tion in Montana, living with tho wild 
people there for quite a few years, i 
came back, and have been here for 
something like fifteen years. I have 
been in the saloon business four years. 
>I have been drinking nil my life, and 
living the hardest, wickedest life I 
knew how. 1 was drunk nearly all the 
time. 

"I made $20,Q00 lighting and running 
the saloon, mid lost it in four years, 
About three years ago I lost my sal- 
oon. Then 1 was drunk for two years. 
I wenl home, and they tried to keep 
me straight, but I begun to sec green 
ribbons and snakes, and hour dogs 
barking, and they couldn't do anything 
with mo. Finally they sent me lo Cen- 
tra! prison, where I served six months 
and came out last January. 

"In April I fought Jack Mmiro, the 
IBntte miner, at Hull, for eight rounds. 
Then I wenl down to Maine, where I 
made over $200. and blew it in in n 
week's spree nt Montreal. I come back 
to Ottawa, anil in some way wandered 
into Dey's rink last Friday nMtr. after 
having lieen drunk for two months. 

"I don't remember anything about 
the sermon. 1 only remember that 
someone took me up to the front, and 
I promised to come again Sunday 
night- 1 kepi from drinking on Satur- 
day, and 'Sunday 1 stayed in bed all 
day at my hotel. 

"I have had about sixly bottles, and 
won all hut live or six of them. I have 
fou "lit with Fred. iRouthier, Wild (7) 
ISnellie (? Tom kins, Jack Minim, and 
ninny others. I fought six times with 
iRouthier, once for 51 rounds, once .'51 
rounds, once 17. and once 15. 10 nnd 8 
rounds. The 51 round fight was a 
draw. 

"Now my old life seems away off. 
1 don't want to think of it. I don't 
want to go near a saloon again, and 
I'll never put another glove on. I have 
no inclination for them. I never in 
nil my life put in such a day as today. 
Yesterday was the happiest day of my 
life up till then, 'but today is even hap- 
pier than yesterday. 1 am happier 
every day. I don't, think there is any- 
body in the city who has been ns wick- 
ed as I have, but. now 1 want to Use 
any means I can to help my old friends. 
I would he glad to hear from them, 



talk to them, or do anything in my 
power to help them out of the old life." 

What M. Brown Says 

"Ou (he evening of Sunday, June 
-ith, I sat. in tho home of Mr. and 
Mrs. 11. McGregor, on Sparks street, 
talking of the goodness of God, when 
Mrs. McGregor interrupted with, 
'There goes Alf. Allen.' Looking out 
the window, I saw, for the lirst time, 
tins notorious Canadian prize-fighter, 
saloonkeeper and drunkard, walking 
down the street. I had heard that on 
the preceding Friday evening lie had 
nppenrcd at the Torrey-Alexander Gos- 
pel meeting drunk, and that he had 
gone forward for prayers. Asking the 
McGregors lo he praying for us, 1 
took my hat and ran out after Mr. Al- 
len. Turning the comer of Sparks and 
Bank streets, by the Crown saloon, 1 
caught up with him, standing in ap- 
parent .uncertainty at the next corner. 
I greeted him cordially, asking him 
how the light came on. lie replied the 
pain in his head was something awful, 
as he had slopped so suddenly the pre- 
ceding Friday night, after a month's 
debauch. All he remembered of that 
Friday night at Ihe rink was Hint a 
big man hud come to him and taken 
him up front, and he had promised to 
come back Sunday night- lie intended 
to keep his word. 1 afterwards learned 
that he wandered into the rink alone, 
and an usher, Mr. Moody; of Ottawa, 
gave him a seat toward the front, pray- 
ing earnestly that God might save tho 
poor drunkard. Toward the close of 
the meeting Mr, .Tacoby, of Chicago, 
who had himself been saved by Jesus 
from ii drunkard's life at -15 years of 
fige. and who, therefore, lias great faith 
in what Jesus can do for a drunkard, 
persuaded Mr. Allen to go forward for 
prayer. Here Mr. II. W. Wood, Phila- 
delphia, manager of the If. .T. Hcintz 
Pickle Company... and other workers, 
gathered about him and prayed that 
God might save the poor drunkard. Mr. 
Wood secured from Mr- Allen a prom- 
ise to return at the next meeting, Sun- 
day evening. 

"But Mr. Allen's poor brain was ton 
befuddled by Whisky to remember all 
this. Still he held his promise sacred, 
and had drunk no whisky after that 
first meeting. He had kept under cov- 
er nt the hotel almost nighl and day 
lest he should get .to drinking before 
Sunday night. Now he had started out 
for a little stroll to cool his aching head 
before returning to Ihe rink. Together 
we walked up the back of parliament 
buildings and sat on a bench overlook- 
ing the beautiful Ottawa river as I 
tried to tell him of the goodness of 
the Lord to me in my own experience. 
I pointed out to him the verse, 'If we 
confess our sins He is faithful and just 
to forgive, us our sins, and to cleanse 
us from all unrighteousness,' and ex- 
plainer] tliut God here said 'faithful 
and just,' not 'generous and merciful,' 
to emphasize that our forgiveness was 
made possible by the atoning death of 
Jesus Christ- 

"Next I had him read from my pock- 
et Testament Romans x,- 0-10: 'If 
thou shalt confess with thy mouth the 
Lord Jesus, and shnlt believe in thine 
heart that God hath raised Him from 
the dead, thou shalt he saved. For 



righteousness;. and with the mouth con* 
fession is made unto salvation.' Then, 
he bowed with me in prayer, beneath 
the sky in God's own beautiful temple, 
ami holding his aching head and throb- 
bing temples in his hands he confessed 
to God his sin, confessed the Lord 
Jesus Christ ns his Saviour, acknowl- 
edged his belief from the heart thai 
•God had raised him from the dead, and 
reckoned on God's Word that lie was 
saved. 

"Wo rose and walked together to the 
meeting, he ;17 and I .'15' years old in 
Hie flesh, hut I 2." years and lie a new 
born son in Ihe Lord, and we enjoyed 
sweet fellowship as we realized our 
brotherhood and our common debt of 
gratitude to .lesus for a full and free 
salvation that neither of us deserved. 

"At tho meeting he was .further in- 
structed in the way of salvation by Mr. 
.Tacohy, Mr. Wood, and his other new 
found rfonds,, and before the thou- 
Bands of his fellow citizens Alf. Allen, 
the ex-prize fighter, saloonkeeper, and 
drunkard, publicly confessed with his 
mouth Ihe Lord Jesus. lie went home 
with me to my room, and from then tit) 
just before 1 began to write Ibis testi- 
mony — three days — he has been with 
me every hour night and day, and 
never in my l!,'3 years in the church of? 
Jesus Christ have I seen u more won- 
derful and beautiful work of grace in 
a man than I have seen- in my new 
found brother Alf. Allen. He seems to 
hate to even go near a saloon or to 
think of the old life of sin and shame. 
Hut he is eager to give his testimony 
lo old comrades that we nn d upon t he 
(street and lo plead with lb- m to look 
to Jesus to save them 'win the ciiiscd 
slavery to drink and dn just as Ho 
saved him. 

"As 1 write he has Kit me f ir the 
first thus in three dilj'3 that, no may 
attend Ihe afternoon mooting "n -Do- 
minion Methodist church to hear Di\ 
Torrey talk to Christians. 

"I pray that this record may encour- 
age many Christians to be mire hope- 
ful and faithful In tolling siuni:s abuit 
Jesus, who is mighty lo save. 

"Alf. Allen tells me ih.it during his 
life of 07 years, besides his mother, only 
ono Christian ever invited him to the 
Saviour, and that faithful cne was 
himself a converted drunkard. 

"May God forgive us and rouse us 
to our duty and privilege is my prayer 
"I'.EXJ. BROWN."

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• London Times Rebukes Interference : 

' * o 

: With Australian Preference Plans I 

• • 
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Two hundred and seventy-four 
members of the Imperial Parliament, 
says the London Times, have address- 
ed a solemn appeal to the electors of 
the Australian Commonwealth bidding 
them pause before they venture to 
support the policy of Imperial fiscal 
preference which Mr. Duakln, the fed- 
eral Prime Minister, has announced 
will form a leading feature in his poli- 
tical programme at the forthcoming 
Commonwealth elections. 

Whether the appeal represents a 
spontaneous and unpremediated out- 
burst of uncontrollable anxiety on the 
part of so large a proportion of our 
legislators, or . whether the Cobden 
Club, through whose agency that ap- 
peal Is now issued to the public, has 
also been responsible for instigating 
it, collecting the signatures appended 
to it, and transmitting it to the peo- 
ple of Australia, is a point upon which 
we are not Informed, and perhaps one 
wh\ch does not greatly signify. 

The names of the members who have 
taken this noteworthy step are before 
%xs; they include the ordinary rank and 
file of the Liberal majority and some 
of the Labor members, though we 
do not llnd among them the names of 
Mr. Kelr Hurdle, Mr. J. R. Macdonald, 
Mr. Shaekleton, or of other prominent 
members of the Independent Labor 
group. 

The grounds on which these 274 Lib- 
eral members justify their Incursion 
Into Australian politics are curious and 
interesting. They begin by declaring 
that the judgment of the people of 
the United Kingdom has been against 
the proposal for Imperial preference 
by a majority more decisive and over- 
whelming than has ever before been 
recorded in our history. That the bal- 
ance of opinion was by no means so 
decisive, if the reckoning is by votes 
cast and not by members elected, Is a 
point on which we could hardly have 
expected them to touch. But it does 
seem to us a little Inconsiderate, at a 
time like this, when the national man- 
dates for the immediate suppression 
of Chinese labor in the Transvaal and 
for the enforcement of universal rate- 
aided undenomlnationalism are being 
so anxiously appealed to by the govern- 
ment or by a section of, its supporters, 
for these stalwarts of free trade to go 
out of their way to monopolize the 
whole eloction for their own purposes. 

It is true that their attitude in this 
respect is shared iby Mr. Burns, who 
declared at Manchester on Saturday 
that the people of this country have 
decided to trample, on protection, and 
that free trade has been re-consoli- 
dnted for half a centuiy. Against 
this dogmatic certitude of prophecy it 
is worth while setting the cautious 
nnd statesmanlike language of Mr. 
Deakin, against whom the Cobden 
Club's proteges are appealing. " I by 
no means despair," said Mr. Deakin, 
at Bollarat last March, "that, when the 
present wave of feeling lias passed 
away, and the men responsible for the 
transaction of the affairs of this great 
Empire sit down calmly and quietly to 
consider the possibilities of Inter-Im- 
perial trade — I by no means despair of 
this or any other government in Great 
Britain taking that question Into Its 
serious consideration." 

Still, for the purpose of argument 
let us admit that every elector who 
voted against the lats government did 
60 because he was opposed to Imperial 
preference. His opposition was not 
due to lack of good-will to the Col- 
onies, says the appeal; therefore It 
must have been due to the fact that 
preference would make the food of the 
people dearer and scarcer. This* la not 
a. mere unsupported assertion on the 
part of the Cobdenite members. They 
endeavor to support it by argument, 
and the argument is by no means de- 
void of Interest. 

Appeal to a. democratic electorate 
which deliberately imposes a duty of 
some 7s. 6d. a quarter on all imported 
grain, a duty nearly four times as high 
as that suggested by Mr. Chamberlain 
at Glasgow, they naturally feel a cer- 
tain delicacy which prevents their bold- 
ly telling them that their "ljfe is daily 
embittered by a sens; of the wronP 
done them by d. tax on their food." 
But they get round the difficulty by 
pointing out that the Australians grow 
more wheat than they consume, and 
that, therefore, the tax has not the ef- 
fect, in their case, of raising the price 
of their food. "You, happily, dr> not 
know this from experience." In other 
words, they begin by stating the econo- 
mic fact that a duty has no effect if 
tlte untaxed supply is sufficient to meet 
the demand. England, however, they 
go on to say, cannot grow her own 
foodstuffs, but has to import the larger 
part of them. Then, with the sudden 
and adroit departure from strict vora- 
city, they imply that preference In- 



volves a tax upon the whole of that 
import, 

The Innacuracy, we imngine, is more 
likely to Impose upon readers here than 
upon colonials, to whom the whole es- 
sence of preference lies in the fact, that 
their own products will bo free while 
only extra-Imperial products will be 
taxed. But, if colonial foodstuffs are 
not taxed, what follows on the Cobden- 
ltes' own showing'.' Just this, that, 
if the total supply grown In the British 
Empire is more than sufficient to meet 
our demand, then we here, like the 
Australians, will remain happily free 
from the awful experience of dear food. 
The argument resolves Itself Into a 
mere Issue of fact, nnd any one know- 
ing the food-growing possibilities of 
Canada, India. Australia and New Zea- 
land will have but little fear for the 
effect of preference upon our working 
classes. 

The Australian electors bight, in- 
deed, retort upon the Cobden Club's 
proteges to some effect with their own 
argument and ask them why they sub- 
mit to such enormously heavy taxa- 
tion upon necessities of daily life like 
tea, sugar and tobacco, in the caso of 
which no portion whatever of the sup- 
ply Is produced in tills country, with 
the result that the whole of the duty 
falls upon the consumers. Mr. Burns 
speaking of the policy of Imperial pre- 
ference, asked whether "outside a 
menagerie or a lunatic asylum such an 
economic blunder was ever Imposed 
upon a credulous people?" Austra- 
lians may, perhaps, be excused If they 
think that his forcible-feeble descrip- 
tion applies more correctly to the sys- 
tem under which we live in England 
than to that which they have estab- 
lished for themselves in Australia, or 
that which they wish to establish for 
the benefit of the whole Empire. 

Prom the domain of economic theory 
the appeal next turns to that of his- 
tory, wo regret to say with even less 
success. For Its theoretical argument, 
though it contradicted the conclusions 
ostensibly based on it, was at least 
right in itself, whereas Its history is 
la manifest contradiction with well 
known facts. Its authors assert with 
regard to the proposal for Imperial 
preference that "Wo know the propo- 
sal did not come from you, but from 
certain politicians among ourselves." 
We need hardly remind our readers 
that the subject of Imperial prefer- 
ence lias been raised by colonial states- 
men for a. generation. Sir John Mac- 
donald and Cecil Rhodes, perhaps the 
two most striking personalities among 
the statesmen of Greater Britain, in 
our own day consistently advocated 
the policy. Definite proposals were 
brought before the first Imperial Con- 
ference in 1SS7 by Sir Samuel Griffith, 
Premier of Queensland, and Mr. Jan 
Hofmeyr, and supported by the leading 
colonial statesmen present. Li 1894 the 
Intercolonial Conference at Ottawa 
passed a series of resolutions in favor 
of the policy. 

At the Jubilee Conference In 1S97 
the Colonial Premiers again undertook 
to raise the question, and in 1902 pass- 
ed unanimous resolutions urging im- 
perial preference upon the British 
government. If even later evidence is 
required there is Sir Wilfrid Laurier's 
speech at Ouelph in October, 11)04, !n 
which he said: "Our offer of a prefer- 
ence is there ready to be accepted; but 
the answer Is no longer in our hands. 
It Is In the hands of the English people 
and it Is for them to speak now when 
Wfi have declared more than once that 
we are ready." Do these worthy 
agents of the Cobden Club suppose that 
Mr. Seddon, whose last utterance al- 
most was n. declaration of his well- 
known views on the subject, or Mr. 
Beakin himself have been mere puppets 
in the hands of politicians in England? 
We doubt very much if Mr. Deakin's 
attitude will be deflected by the sug- 
gestion, or if the Australian electorate 
will be influenced in any way by the 
egregious appeal which has been made 
to them. But the appeal may, never- 
theless, have an Important effect, not, 
Indeed, by virtue of Its logic and co- 
gency or its historical accuracy, but 
by virtue of its example. Hitherto the 
colonies have carefully refrained from 
endeavoring to Influence our decision 
In this matter in any way. They have 
declared their readiness, they have 
made their offer, and tiny have left It 
to us to make up our minds on It as 
best wo can. In 'future, with the ex- 
ample of the 271 Liberal members of 
Parliament before thein", they may feel 
such an excess of scruple to lie un- 
necessary. And If I hey Intervene In 
our politics, whether by appeals or in 
any other way, we have little hesita- 
tion in expressing our Belief that their 
arguments will be more convincing 
nnd more fruitful of results. than 
those contained In the present effort of 
the Parliamentary proteges of the 
Cobdt,. Club.

Archives are being developed Info one of 
the most complete nnd, what Is Diueb more 
Important, most accessible collections of 
historical manuscripts in America, Bays a 
special correspondent of the New York 
Evening Post. 

The history of the Canadian Archives 
does not go back many years. The first 
Dominion archivist, the late Dr. Douglas 
Ilrymner, was appointed In 1872, at the In- 
stance of a Dumber of Canadians Interest- 
ed in historical research. Dr. Hrymnor 
took bold with enthusiasm of the work of 
gathering the scattered records of Cana- 
dian history, but the importance of bis 
task and of the results was not appreciat- 
ed by the political leaStrs of the day. He 
wns consequently hampered by the meagre- 
lie.ss of the appropriations annually voted 
by parliament. The marvel Is that, under 
such discouraging conditions; be accom- 
plished so much. Francis Pnrkmnn, Dr. 
Ceties, Dr. Kin.ssfnrd, Justin Wlnsor, anil 
other historians and students have borne 
witness to the value of the Canadian Ar- 
chives and the industry of the late archi- 
vist. 

dir. Brymncr devoted all his energies to 
gathering material. lie was always haunt- 
ed by the knowledge that, historical docu- 
ments, many of them Indispensable to full 
know-ledge of the facts of early Canadian 
and American history, were disappearing. 
This applied not merely to manuscripts In 
the hands of individuals, but even to those 
In the possession of foreign governments. 
Dr. Richard, nutbor of "Acadia," who was 
for some time assistant archivist, pre- 
pared ten years ago a calendar of manu- 
scripts found by him In the various de- 
partments of the Preach government, 
which he thought should he copied fur tne 
Canadian Archives. Owing to continued 
lack of funds. Or, Brymner bail to put olT 
from .Tear to year the copying of these 
documents; and when at last the work was 
taken In hand, it was found thai, even 
within the decade, many important docu- 
ments bad disappeared. In one ease the 
bead of n department bad cleaned out hun- 
dreds of valuable records, ninny of them 
bearing on the early history of this con- 
tinent, to make room for his secretary; 
and the manuscripts were sold as waste 
pnper. 

With the knowledge before him of this 
steady wasting away of original docu- 
ments, I>r. ISryinncr devoted all his time 
and energy Pi hunting up material, and 
securing for the archives either the origin- 
als or accurate copies. lie possessed In an 
eminent degree that nose for ttie where- 
abouts of original documents so useful in 
an acrhlvlst; and be was constantly en- 
gaged In tracing clues and running down 
manuscripts In the most unlikely places, 
lie bad noltber tne lime nor Hie assist- 
ance, nor perhaps even the inclination, for 
making the rapidly accumulating volumes 
of manuscript material readily accessible 
by means of indexes and other biblio- 
graphical appliances. While lie lived, this 
lack was not seriously felt; for Dr. Itryni- 
ner's knowledge was so minute nnd his 
memory so exact, that be could Instantly 
find any document, and could generally re- 
fer to everything else he had on the same 
subject. 

After the death of Dr. Brymner, chaos 
reigned for n time, until the govcrmnenl 
In appointing Dr. Arthur Doughty, of Que- 
1 as his successor brought to the of- 
fice one who combined Dr. Uryraner's 
scholarship and talent for bunting down 
material, with organizing ability and a 
perception Of the advantages of modern 
methods In cataloguing and Indexing. 

Under .Dr. Doughty's hand, the Cana- 
dian Archives are rapidly taking a place 
besides the archives of other lands. 
Through the sympathetic Interest of the 
present vlreroy of India, Lord Mlnto, who 
at the time of Dr. Doughty's appointment 
was governor-general of Canada, nnd of 
the prime minister, Sir Wilfrid Laurler, 
tho government was Induced to provide 
adequate accommodation for the archives. 
A suitable appropriation appeared In the 
estimates two years ago,, and tho archives 
build livr Is now nenrlng completion. It 
has been made as nearly lire-proof us pos- 
sible. The bookcases, shelving, doors, and 
window frames are of Steel; It Is even 
proposed to have tables and chairs of the 
same material. When are archives have 
been moved Inlo their now quarters, they 
will be as safe as human ingenuity can 
make tin 31. 

Stops have been taken to remove to the 
new building, not only the present collec- 
tions of the archives branch, but also all 
the historical material now scattered 
through various departments of the gov- 
ernment. Some years ngo a royal com- 
mission exa'hlucd the records of nil de- 
partments, and Strongly recommended that 
everything of permanent value should be 
removed to the archives. The commission 

found valuable mnterlal the existence of 
which was unknown even to the Officials 
of the departments concerned. From the 
department of militia and defence Is to 
be taken an Immense .mass of documents 
bearing on the Indian wars, the War of the 
Revolution, the War of 1812, the Felduli 
Holds, and the Hod Kiver Rebellions. 
From the department of state comes the 
entire branch of public records, Including 
:i vast; accumulation ( >f official and other 
documents bearing on the politryttl history 



or Canada, bach to the French regime. 
Heroin the governor-general's office bnve al- 
ready been taken several hundred vol- 
umes of original despatches of the gover- 
nors of Canada to the colonial oftlee at 
London. Other equally precious matter 
will come from the privy council office, 
the library of parliament, the department 
of justice, tho Interior department, and 
the department of Indian affairs. 

Probably before the close of the present 
year at} this material, with the collections 
of the Archives, will be in the new build- 
ing; and before the close of the following 
year the whole will be roughly classified 
and shelved. Rut this Is merely prelimin- 
ary. Tin- archivist will provide an ade- 
quate key to the documents In the form of 
n card index. The work Is already well 
advanced on the original archives, but the 
indexing staff will be busy for many years 
preparing the live or six million cards re- 
quired for material already In sight, wlth- 
out counting future accessions. When the 
work Is brought up to date, tlie Canadian 
Archives will be one of the most valuable, 
because most accessible, collections In the 
world. The new archivist has also made 
a beginning with a bibliography of Can- 
adian history, designed on a scale far in 
advance or anything now available. This 
will also be on cards, bat when reason- 
ably complete. It will be published In one 
or more large volumes, to be followed at 
Intervals by supplements. 

Another undertaking Is the preparation 
of a guide to historical manuscript ma- 
terial throughout Canada. Specialists are 
already engaged on this work In the vari- 
ous provinces, nn.l from the nnics so far 
received at Ottawa It Is (dear that the 
guide will be or (treat service. Manu- 
script material is seatlered everywhere 
throughout the Dominion, In the archives 
of I he provincial governments. In college 
and society libraries, and In the hands of 
Individuals. The manuscripts in the 
libraries of r.aval university, Quebec, and 
St. Mary's (Jesuit) college, Montreal, are 
so extensive that the librarians themselves 
have at yet only 'in approximate knowl- 
edge of their number and character. The 
old seigniorial families of the province of 
Quebec, and the old Arcadian families In 
Nova Scotia, possess documents a knowl- 
edge of which might upset many conclu- 
sions of the historians. The recent or- 
ganization or an archives department at 
Toronto, under tlie provincial government, 
has stimulated the Interest In original 
documents In Ontario, ami has relieved the 
Dominion archives f much research so 
rnr a.i that province is concerned. By a 
system or eo-operatlon the provincial and 
Dominion archivists will each get the 
benefit of l lie other's labors, tn connec- 
tion with the guide to historical manu- 
script material, members or the Dominion 
archives' stair are visiting the elder 
churches of the country and the notarial 
offices In Quebec, an. I making exhaustive 
notes as to the scope of all tin' parish 
registers. Mere tllBU one apparently hope- 
less tangle in early Canadian history has 
been straightened out, because some parish 
register showed thai Htieh a man appeared 
as godfather on n certain date, as witness 
on another, and so forth. Tlie guide to 
historical manuscript material, like the 
bibliography or Canadian history. Is event 
ually to be published liy (he government 
in book form. 

'.Meanwhile, the work of .gathering ma- 
terial has not been lost sight or. One or 
Dr. Doughty's assistants Is permanently 
stationed hi London, and Is engaged in 
systematic examination or records In Groat 
Britain, France and the other countries of 
Europe. A copyist Is transcribing docu- 
ments al Hudson's Bay House, In London, 
and mnterlal already sent over Indicates 
that. It may be ne.'cssorv to rewrite much 
of the early history of Western Canada. 
Recently It has become known that many 
documents belonging to or bearing on the 
Northwest Fur Company of Canada are in 
one of the government deparl incuts at St. 
Petersburg. Haw they got: there Heaven 
only knows. Copies arc to lie made and 
sent to Ottawa. One of the most Impor- 
tant or recent finds is the discovery in 
Paris of what seems to lie conclusive proof 
of the authenticity or the discredited 
fourth voyage of Jacques Curlier; also n 
very early plan of Quebec. 

This year's archives report wdll nol as 
hitherto, be confined to one modest vol- 
ume, but will till three large volumes. 
Documents will be printed freely In ex- 
tenso. Including mnterlal on the constitu- 
tional history of Canada, as well as of 
hitherto unpublished and Indeed unknown 
matter toiiclllH,^ 11k? Acartlans. The re- 
port will also contain reproductions of sev- 
eral rare historical plates. 
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• News of the Boundary : 
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Grand Forks. Aug. 0. — (Special).— 
'An interesting case was heard by Judge 
IClnment at the county court this morn- 
ing. The case was an appeal by (loo. 
IJJ, Todd against the decision of the 
Board of License commissioners for 
the Grand Forks district in refusing 
to grant him a license for an hotel In 



■Upper Franklin, now called (Hosier 
City. W. B. Cochrane appeared for tlie 
appellant, and A. O; Sutton for the 
commissioners. 

The evidence showed that the neces- 
sary formalities had been complied 
with in respect to the application, 
which was the first application to the 
commissioners for a license in Frank- 
lin camp district. Chief License Inspec- 
tor DJnsmoro testified that the appli- 
cant was it lit and proper person, and 
that in his opinion the license was in 
the interest of the public. Application 
was under section 14 of the Act, which 
permits the granting of licenses before 
buildings are up, provided that plans 
and specifications tire submitted, and 
Conditional on the subsequent .'eport of 
the inspector. Four different meetings 
of the board had been held and at none 
of those meetings had I lie application 
lieon opposed. Other licenses to tlie 
number of thirteen or fourteen hud 
been granted between this city nnd 
'Franklin camp, and this one alone had 
been refused. 

In examination Goo. Todd testified 
that: he wns part owner of Gloster city 
townsite which had been platted and 
duly registered. Streets were lining 
cleared now and the hotel building was 
partially erected. In answer to a ques- 
tion of the judge as to the state of ad- 
vancement of- his townsite compared 
to Franklin townsite three miles below, 
witness considered that they were 
much the same. 

Thos. Xewhy, called as witness, said 
lie had been in the Camp for eight 
years. Tho McKinley mine was situated 
nbout three miles from each townnite, 
ami a stopping place at Gloster would 
serve the intorosls of the public. He 
thought there were about 75 men scat- 
tered throughout the camp. In addi- 
tion to prospectors there were, when 
he came down from the camp, tnree 
weeks ngo, seven men working on the 
Gloucester, seven on the Maple Leaf, 
three on the White Bear group anil sev 
oral more on other properties. 

Bernard Lequlme, shareholder in the 
-McKinley and owner of a license re- 
cently granted to him for an hotel in 
(Franklin, staled that lumber was now 
on the ground for a large hotel and 
store in Franklin and that stables and 
other buildings were erected. Mail wns 
delivered there twice a week and ex- 
press matter carried and stage operated 
In the same point. lie considered mat 
for the number of men now employed 
in the camp, and the facilities In exis- 
tence a! Franklin, there was no justifi- 
cation for another license at Gloster. 
Very few men stayed at the camp dur- 
ing the winter though it was the inten- 
tion of the McKinley management to 
instal drill compressors find work the 
mine this winter. Witness admitted 
that some rivalry existed between the 
two townsites. 

A. C. Sutton contended that no cases 
had been made out; that Todd's peti- 
tion did not contain tlie names of gen- 
uine householders- and that he was not 
sole owner of the proposed business. 

His honor remarked that till the li- 
censes were in the same category as 
no householders really existed in' the 
camp, and that no petition wns neces- 
sary. Todd would have to be sole own- 
er or his license, of course, would lapse, 
tile confessed that he could hardly see 
on what principle the board of commis- 
sioners acted in refusing the license. If 
was the first one in, and at the end oT 
the road. It seemed to him a case in 
which the court should particularly 
guard against leaning to one or the 
other townsite, nnd all he could do wns 
to give each n fair start. He would 
therefore order the granting of the li- 
cense, subject to the usual report of 
the inspector on completion of tlie 
building. 



• Motor 'Bus In Louden Ss j 
I Proving An Insufferable Nuisance • 
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Public Opinion. 

No ordinary prejudice against Inno- 
vation Is tho outburst of indignation 
which is overtiming; tlie motor 'bus. 
The thing, at tho very moment when 
tlie public were becoming accustomed 
to it, has become what the World calls 
a peril and a peat. Appalling disas- 
ters, such as that ai Handcross, com- 
bined with tho evils Inflicted by the 
monster, recklessly driven, without re- 
gard either to public safety, the secur- 
ity of property or the comfort and 
domestic quiet of householders, have 
made the new means of locomotion a 
positive terror. Something will have 
to be done, and Mr. Gladstone's prom- 
ised enquiry will have to be both 
prompt and drastic. Sir Theodore 
Martin has been driven from bis house 
on Onslow square, and Sir James 
Uewar finds scientific work In Albe- 
marle street almost impossible. "What 
Is the use of RettinK rid of the bands 
and organ-grinders," he asks, "If in 
their place wo are to have the screech- 
ing, creaking, air-polluting motor om- 
nibus?" Tlie Dally Telegraph, whose 
columns are now Hooded witli "public 
opinion" on the subject, says, quite 
properly, that Sir James Dewar, speak- 
ing as a man of science, raises ques- 
tions of vital moment to the people of 
the metropolis. "Practically every 
motor 'bus. motor car and motor van 
Is propelled by tin Internal combust Ion 
engine, which converts its hydro-car- 
bon oils Into vapor, mixed witli air, ex- 
plodes them by electricity, and at each 
revolution of the machinery — -of which 
there are hundreds per minute — bjects 
mephltic gases ir.to the atmosphere. 
Some of these arc deadly, all are in- 
jurious. As a breathing animal man 
is not fitted to inhale tho products of 
badly burnt petroleum. As if the air 
of London thoroughfares were not foul 
enough before, we have now placed ou 
the streets hundreds of machines that 
can by no possibility avoid making; it 
more polluted. * * * Let the six 
million people of this capital reflect 
that, whatever inconveniences and 
dangers the motor vehicles are al- 
ready inflicting, we at this moment 
perceive the best of them, not the 
worst; the mere beginning, not the 
end, alas! There are streets and 
squares that were only the other day 
quiet, sequestered spots, where you 
could think, and read and work, but 
where now you cannot open your win- 
dows nor be heard when you speak, 
where to conduct business is a dtfll- 
culty and to carry on literary, artistic 
or scientific work is nn impossibility. 
What will bo the consequence when 
those few hundreds of motor omni- 
buses become as many thousands? We 
are writing in the middle of a lovely 
summer, when a clear, warm, dry. sun- 
lit atmosphere has made the best of 
everything; what will be the state of 
matters in the damp, dark, cold and 
heavy air of November, December and 
January? Sir James Dewar reminds 
us most opportunely that these motor 
vehicles will inevitably increase the 
amount of fog, London's winter curse. 
Fog forms around solid particles sus- 
pended In the air; of till these fog- 
formers the most potent Is sulphur, 
and sulphur Is present in petrol. » * * 
By law tlie, 'bus owner is solemnly 
forbidden to cause public or private 



nuisance! We are assured that about 
the time of the coming of the millen- 
nium some of these evils will bo 
ameliorated, but why, in the mean- 
time, should tlie sufferers be thus 
penalized? Tho answer is that 'Lon- 
don, tho neglected,' is ruled in these 
matters by parliamentary committees, 
the board of trade, the local govern- 
ment board, the commissioner of 
police; and the net result is anarchy, 
confusion and helplessness. Was 
there ever anything more stupend- 
ously absurd than the local govern- 
ment board's regulation that every 
motor machine shall be 'so constructed 
that no smoke or visible vcpor is 
emitted therefrom except from anyi 
temporary or accidental cause'? An 
observer can rarely stand live minutes 
on Fleet street, short as it is, without 
encountering that visible vapor which 
the sapient local government board 
stringently forbids. Two things are 
instantly necessary. First, the chem- 
ical and pathological enquiry which Sir 
James Dewar demands in the interests 
of general health, and especially of 
persons with weak lungs, throats, eyes 
or nerves. Secondly, there must be 
created — and London members of par- 
liament must Insist on its being done — 
a central authority to control London's 
traltlc. If only we six millions lived 
in Wales or Ireland tho thing would 
be done; but it Is London's doom to 
wait in almost hopeless patience." 

Changes will have to be insisted on 
by the public, or nothing will be done. 
As the World says: "There Is not 
tlie least reason to suppose that the 
greedy speculators to whom we tire 
Indebted for this many-sided danger 
and nuisance care a brass button" for 
public health and comfort. "Their 
one object lias been to take advantage 
of a promising 'boom,' and to forestall 
competitors on the new Tom Tiddler's 
ground, by getting some kind— any 
kind— of motor omnibus promptly upon 
the road, regardless of Its suitability 
for its purpose, or of anything else 
except their own dividends. * * * 
There is not the least desire in any 
quarter to take up a reactionary atti- 
tude In this matter, or to hinder the 
advance of a method of locomotion 
which, when brought to a greater de- 
gree of efficiency, will prove an un- 
doubted boon to large classes of the 
public. But it is no use blinking 
facts. The 'motor-'bus,' in its present 
primitive state of evolution, has proved 
itself a serious danger and an insuf- 
ferable nuisance, If and when it can 
be rendered neither the one nor the 
other, it will deserve and receive the 
welcome which was prematurely ac- 
corded to It, with disastrous results, a 
year or two ago. Meanwhile, no undue 
tenderness for promoters and share- 
holders who have shown such scant 
consideration for the public must bo 
allowed to secure the continuance of 
the present intolerable state of affairs. 
In plain words, the motor omnibus, as 
it exists today, must go — and the 
sooner the better." 

As to the terrible disaster at Hand- 
cross, the moral, surely, as the Pall 
Mall Gazette suggests, is that, in its 
present stage, tlte motor 'bus is quite 
unlit for the ups and downs of hilly 
country. Only a lighter and less 
lofty type of vehicle can be used with 
safety In that sort of case. 
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\ Mr. Chamberlain's Wedding \

i All the London dally papers arc go- 
ing to press early in order to reach 
the provinces by the morning trains. 
This departure has already had an ef- 
fect on the comprehensiveness if not 
'on the quality of the "leaders." What 
'will bo the effect on the great provin- 
cial' papers? The telegraph should 
give these still an ad vantage 
from the news point of view, but there 
is an advertising question involved of 
\soma {'Intensions. Another question ra- 
pidly coming to the front is that cf 
the future of the "women's papers.'' 
Will these, eventually go the way of the 
"Women's Column," which used onca 
upon a time to be a feature of the tlttliy 
and weekly press? 
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While the filacer mine's continued to 
give .rich returns Victoria nourished, 
but when the .supply of g-old diminish- 
ed, quartz mining- and the railway 
built up rival centres of trade and her 
commercial supremacy began to decay. 
Her merchants, lulled to security and 
with energies dulled by the fat years 
of prosperity which they had enjoyed 
so long-, failed to realize the changes 
which timo and circumstances were 
causing, and instead of turning their 
hands to utilizing the resources of the 
Island they continued to worship their 
fetish, the Mainland trade. Their im- 
mediate surroundings never appealed to 
them as the unfailing source of a stable 
and permanent prosperity which they 
might seek in vain elsewhere. This 
indifference, though far from being uni- 
vorsnl, was so .strong that it ,. stifled the 
efforts of those who appreciated the 
manifold natural advantages of their 
environment and sought to turn them 
to account. Wen who proclaimed their 
t'ditlt in (lie Island and pointed out the 
opportunities for industrial ventures 
were laughed at as visionaries by many 
old timers, who stultified themselves so 
far as to declare that "Victoria will 
never be more than a pleasant place of 
residence, and Vancouver Island a re- 
sort for tourists and sportsmen?' Thus 
the very nearness of the Island to the 
continent lias proved its bane. Hud 
It been separated by a thousand, miles 
of water and thus thrown upon its own 
resources its people would have a dif- 
ferent tale to tell today. 

An Island Policy 
In stating" that the resources of the 
Island were neglected by its people, It 
Is not intended to convey the Idea that 
those resources were wholly ignored, 
for the contrary is the fact. There 
were many men of enterprise in the 
early days who devoted their energies 
and their capital to the development of 
local industries and hild the foundations 
of extensive and permanent undertak- 
ings which are nourishing today. But, 
speaking generally, the attempts to turn 
those vast storehouses of natural 
wealth into sources of profit were few 
and comparatively trifling, for as yet 
no more than the outer edge, the very 
fringe of them, has been encroached 
upon. More than half of the Island is 
unexplored, and its inhabitants know 
as little about its capabilities and re- 
sources as they da of those of Siberia 
<.r Patagonia. Before the ••golden days 
of Cariboo" there was no incentive to 
invite development beyond a very lim- 
ited area. The population was small 
and Its needs easily supplied in this 
land of plenty, but when Confederation 
brought the railway the expansion of 
Island Industries did not keep pace 
with the new conditions — an error of 
judgment, a lack of foresight, on the 
part of its business men which serious- 
ly retarded its progress. The case finds 
a parallel in that of Canada in the 
early days of Confederation when she 
"looked to Washington ' for a market 
for her surplus and humbly drew her 
supplies of manufactured articles from 
the I'nited States. The National Policy 
changed all that. Canada secured other 
and better markets and became a man- 
ufacturing country and today the Unit- 
ed States is anxious to regain the busi- 
ness which it lost through its arro- 
gance. Vancouver Island lias "looked 
to the Mainland" too long-. The day of 
nn "Island Policy" has arrived, for the 
people of the Island are realizing that 
they have a little empire of their own 
which can be made self-supporting and 
independent by a strong, united effort. 
The Island can supply the. Mainland as 
far east, at least, as Winnipeg with 
lumber, iron and steel products, furni- 
ture, fish, paper, fruit, copper and 
Bcores of other natural and manufac- 



tured products and that without in- 
juring the existing- business of the east- 
ern manufacturers, for all will be kept 
busy in filling the wants of the new 
population pouring into the central and 
western prairies and New British Col- 
umbia — the great central valleys of the 
Coast, Cariboo, nnd Ciissiar districts. 
A New Era 
Happily, the day of the pessimist is 
passing. A now era, bright with hopo 
and panoplied with faith and energy, 
has dawned upon Vancouver Island. 
Kxlstlng industries are enlarging their 
Held and new ones are being establish- 
ed. Outside capital la being freely in- 
vested In timber, pulp, Iron and other 
mineral lands, fish traps, salmon can- 
neries, herring curing mid other fish- 
eries plants are being prepared for this 
season's business. Whaling on a large- 
scale is an established and profitable 
Industry. Steam trawlers are en route 
from England to engage in deep sea 
fishing. Fruit canning and preserving 
plants will be' in operation by harvest 
time. A large cement works establish- 
ed a year ago, has found it necessary 
to double the capacity of its plant and 
even now cannot fill its orders. Sev- 
eral new sawmills are being built. The 
fruit and agricultural lands are being 
bought by practical horticulturists and 
farmers. The Canadian Pacific rail- 
way Is letting contracts for clearing 
large tracts of land and preparing it 
for settlers. A paper pulp mill is ex- 
pected to bo in full operation before 
next winter. The shipyards are work- 
ing to their full capacity. New coast- 
ing steamers, tugs and freighters arc- 
being constantly added to the Island 
lleot. in fact every line of business 
and every branch of trade . and indus- 
try is nourishing and expanding as 
never before and many new enterprises 
are contemplated. City property and 
real estate generally Is changing- hands 
briskly at good prices and for immedi- 
ate use, the speculative stage of the 
revival being yet a long way off. These 
facts serve to prove that Vancouver 
Island is sharing in the general pros- 
perity which Canada as a whole Is en- 
joying, and that her portion is destined 
to be a very considerable percentage 
of the whole as the expansion of her 
industries proceeds. The time is ripe 
for all classes of men of capital, skill 
and energy to seize the golden oppor- 
tunity which Vancouver Island holds 
out to them, that "tide in the affairs 
of men that, fsfcen at the tlood, leads 
on to fortune," for at the moment no 
other country of its size in the world 
affords such chances of success to in- 
dustry and perseverance. The most 
serious drawback to Vancouver Island 
In Its march of progress rests in the 
fact that much of the agricultural land 
Is heavily timbered and the area of 
cleared or open land very limited. This 
Is deterring- thousands of men who arc 
anxious to settle on the Island from 
doing so, but the difficulty will be re- 
moved before long. The Canadian Pa- 
cific railway is taking the initial step 
in the direction of clearing land and 
it is expected that the government and 
many of the large land holders will fol- 
low the example of the railway com- 
pany In preparing the way for the 
farmer and fruit grower. 

A Land of Plenty 
The fertility of the valleys and bench 
lands of British Columbia are famed 
the world over and no section of the 
province possesses richer soil than 
Vancouver Island. Though the farm- 
ing land is confined to comparatively 
small areas and much of it is heavily 
timbered it is so productive that a few- 
acres cleared and systematically tilled 
will yield a good profit after provid- 
ing a comfortable living for the farmer 



and his family. All the cereals grow 
to perfection, leguminous plants, roots 
and vegetables of all kinds produced In 
the temperate zone, grow to large size 
and of excellent quality. Apples, pears, 
plums, prunes, cherries, and all kinds 
of small fruits bear abundantly and 
attain great perfection, while peaches, 
apricots, noctarlnes, grapes and figs can 
be produced successfully if given spe- 
cial care. Many varieties of nuts, in- 
cluding almonds, filberts, walnutB, cob- 
nuts and chestnuts, do well wherover 
cultivated. Flax of line quality is 
grown, but so far has only been used as 
cattle food, although the fibre produced 
Is long, line and silky, yielding from 
two to three tons per acre. Hops grow 
luxuriantly and yield from seven and 
a half to nine tons to the acre. Cattle, 
sheep, swine and poultry do well on 
the Island, the climate being particular- 
ly favorable to them, the mild winters 
permitting them to roam at large and 
pick up an abundance of green food 
the year round. Dairying is a profit- 
able and growing Industry, Vancouver 
Island affording exceptionally favor- 
able opportunities In that branch of 
agriculture. The local market absorbs 
the whole present output of the cream- 
eries and dairies and is still far from 
being fully supplied, while the prog- 
ress of mining, lumbering and the fish- 
eries, Is constantly creating new de- 
mands, and the Oriental and Northern 
trade assures a continuance of good 
prices. The average price of butter at 
first hand Is twenty-iflve : cents per 
pound. Poultry, eggs, mutton, beef and 
pork, are equally In demand with dairy 
products, the quantity raised on the Isl- 
and being' far too small to supply the 
local markets, und the homo products 
always cominund better prices, than 
the imported. The soil of Vancouver 
Island Is of three classes, viz: (1) a 
poor gravelly soil with a thin coating 
of vegetable mould, bearing large tim- 
ber of superior quality, coarse grass 
and little undergrowth, affording good 
runs for sheep, hogs and goats. (2) 
A sandy loam of good quality, produc- 
ing excellent crops of vegetables, fruits, 
cereals and roots. (3) A rich brownish- 
black soil, composed of vegetable hu- 
mus and alluvium, remarkably fertile 
and producing splendid crops of all 
kinds. Springs are numerous and good 
water for all domestic purposes may be 
had everywhere. Medicinal springs, 
possessing valuable qualities, are also 
found at several points. The numerous 
lakes and streams supply an abundance 
of water for power purposes, and many 
of the farms are provided with water- 
works systems which servo the houses 
and outbuildings and furnish power to 
operate the farm machinery. The prin- 
cipal farming districts are in the vi- 
cinity of Victoria, the Saanlch Penin- 
sula, along the line of the Eequimalt 
& Nanaimo railway, at the head of Al- 
bernl Canal, at Comox and In the neigh- 
borhood of Cape Scott. Besides these 
settled districts there are several val- 
leys and ben-hes of prairie lands in 
the interior of the Island well fitted 
for agriculture, but requiring transpor- 
tation facilities to render them avail- 
able. Much of the Interior is unexplor- 
ed, but the Esquimau & Nanamo Rail- 
way company is making a thorough 
examination of those 'positions which 
lie within its grant, it belnir the inten- 
tion of the company to encourage the 
settlement of these lands as soon as 
possible. The numerous lakes and 
streams, and the mountains which sep- 
arate these interior valleys afford a 
most attractive diversity of scenery, 
which, combined with the salubrity of 
the climate which is drier and warmer 
than on the west coast, will ipako them 
very desirable for residence when they 
have been thrown open for settlement 



,by the construction of wagon roads 
und branch railways. Existing reports 
on the Interior are to the effect that 
there are large areas of grazing lands 
on the high plateaux and in the foot- 
hills of the Island Range. The social 
conditions of the farmers of Vancou- 
ver Island are most attractive. The 
settlers are, as a rule, of a superior 
class who cultivate the amenities of 
life, deyotlng their spare time to social 
Intercourse, outdoor sports and intel- 
lectual amusements, each little com- 
munity vieing with its neighbors in the 
quality of Its pastimes and entertain- 
ments. Excellent public schools are 
found everywhere and there are few 
districts that have not one or two 
churches and resident clergymen and 
physicians. The farmer, once estab- 
lished on Vancouver Island, can live 
better and. more comfortably thau in 
most countries. His house is surround- 
ed by orchards, shrubberies, gardens 
and lawns; he is within easy reach of 
a home market where he gets good 
prices for everything he produces, his 
children have every educational ad- 
vantage, and he is in toucli with the 
great world through the daily newspa- 
pers, the long distance telephone, the 
railway and the steamboat. Excellent 
well kept roads are a feature of the 
settled portions of the Island. One 
may drive, wheel or ride, from Victoria 
to Comox and Albernl over good roads 
at any season of the year.

One of the assets of Vancouver Isl- 
and, and not its least important. Is it3 
splendid climate, which approximates 
closely to that of Grout Britain, modi- 
fied 'by the special circumstances of its 
geographical position. The proximity 
of the snow-capped Olympian moun- 
tains on the coast of Washington, has 
a marked eTfect upon the summer tem- 
perature, which is never intensely hot, 
while the Japan current, striking the 
west coast, brings with It moisture and 
heal, which tempers the severity of the 
winter. The yearly average tempera- 
ture of Victoria is 48.84 degrees. The 
highest summer temperature Is 87 de- 
grees, lowest 41 degrees. Lowest aver- 
age winter temperature 21 degrees, 
highest 57.4 degrees. The yearly rain- 
fall averages 31.29 Inches, snow 16.06 
Inches. Heavy snowfalls are exception- 
al and the snow dlsnppcar3 In a few 
days, sleigh driving and skating being 
the rarest treats enjoyed by Victorians. 
On -the west coast and at the north end 
of the Island the rainfall Is very heavy, 
but snow Is almost unknown. The dis- 
comfort of the rainy season is amply 
compensated by the luxuriant green of 
the grasses and the bright hues of 
flowers which bloom the winter long — 
it is counted a severe winter indeed 
when there are no roses in the gardens

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on Christmas Day. Unlike many mild 
climates that of Vancouver Island is 
healthful, there Is no malaria, no en- 
demic diseases, and epidemics are al- 
most unknown. Children thrive won- 
derfully in this favored land and the 
aged and feeble find new life in its 
balmy, invigorating air. 

Timber Resources 

It is an acknowledged fact that Van- 
couver Island possesses the largest, 
most compact and valuable area of 
merchantable timber in the world. The 
principal wood, and the staple of com- 
merce, Is the Douglas fir, which grows 
to an immense size, many trees attain- 
ing a height of 300 feet, with a circum- 
ference at the base of 30 to 50 feet. A 
fair average runs from 100 to 150 feet 
clear of limbs, and five to six feet in 
diameter. Red and yellow cedar, hem'-, 
lock; (or Alaska fir) spruce, cypress, 
white pine, balsam, yew, tamarackj 
maple, aspen, cottonwood, alder, crab- 



apple, arbutus, birch, juniper, willow, 
und many, other kinds of useful trees 
are well represented. A remarkable 
feature of the Vancouver Island forest 
is its density, 30,000 to 60,000 feet of 
lumber to the acre being quite com- 
mon. There aro many large lumbering 
plants on the Island, among which may 
be mentioned the mills' at Chemalnus, 
Nanaimo, Shawnigan Lake, Victoria, 
Sidney and Olayoquot. These mills be- 
sides supplying the local market, ex- 
port, large quantities to Great Britain, 
South America, Australia, Japan, China, 
Africa, Alberta, Saskatchewan and 
Manitoba. The markets for Vancouver 
Island lumber Is rapidly extending to 
the eastern provinces and the United 
States, the demand for spruce and 
cedar shingles being specially notice- 
able. Vast areas of pulp wood are lo- 
cated in the- northern portions of the 
Island, affording unsurpassed oppor- 
tunities for the manufacture of paper 
pulp and paper. 

The Tribute of the Sea 

The waters surrounding Vancouver 
Island teem with many varieties of fish, 
ranging from the sperm and sulphur 
bottom whale to the sardine. The re- 
cent permission to use traps in salmon 
fishing has encouraged the construc- 
tion of many of these devices on the 
southern and southeastern coasts and 
several canneries have been built near 
Victoria in anticipation of this sea- 
son's salmon run. Whaling is being 
successfully carried on on the west 
const and herring curing Is an estab- 
lished and profitable Industry on the 
east coast, centering at Nanaimo. Deep 
sea fishing for halibut and cod is at- 
tracting increasing attention and some 
of tho companies engaged in this 
branch of the industry are introducing 
steam trawlers— an innovation on this 
coast which should prove immensely 
profitable. The fisheries of Vancouver 
Island are practically undeveloped and 
offer splendid Inducement to men. of 
experience In catching and curing fish. 
The value of British Columbia fisheries 
for 11)05 aggregated about !> i 50.000, I" 
which salmon contributed $5,750,000. 
The figures for Vancouver lslund are 
not available, hut with the introduction 
of salmon traps and the general activ- 
ity in other branches of the business 
the Island will make a good showing in 
future returns. ' - N 

By Field and Stream 

The attractions which Vancouver 
Island offers 'to the hunter and angler 
are unsurpassed by any other like por- 
tion of North America. The big En me. 
includes black boar, panther, wolf and 
wolverine, and of fur-bearing annuals 
there are lynx, raccoon, fox, beaver, 
otter, mink, marten, hare, rabbit, etc. 
Wapiti, or American elk, are found In 
the interior, nnd block-tniled deer are 
very numerous, even in the settled dis- 
tricts, often coming into the barnyards 
to feed with the cattle. The game 
birds include 'blue nnd ruffed grouse, 
English pheasant, rock ptarmigan, snipe, 
plover, quail, Virginia and Carolina rail, 
swan, crane, pelican, nnd many varieties 
of ducks and geese.

In deep sen fishing the 
halibut, cod, sea boss, sturgeon, skil and 
dog fish afford good sport, which may 
be varied by a shot at a sen otter, hair 
seal, or porpoise.

Coal Fields of Vancouver- Island 
Prior to the commencement of pro- 
duction in ISOSat the Crow's Xcst l'ass 
collieries, the mines of Vancouver Island 
were the only producers of coal in the 
province. Their combined product still 
constitutes the larger proportion of the 
total annual output of Ihe province. 
Production has. however, been unfavor- 
ably affected during recent years, partly 
by labor difficulties and partly by the 
chief market for Island coal— Califor- 
nia — having been invaded by local fuel 
In the form of oil, which has. ill least 

tempprnrll.v, lessened the demand for 
coal. The effecf is seen in reduced ex- 
ports of Vancouver Island coal to San 
(Francisco. 

The coal fields of Vancouver Island 
are, perhaps, the oldest worked of any 
on the Pacific Coast seaboard. They 
have been elaborately examined by the 
Geological Survey of Camilla (1), by Mr. 
.lames Richardson, as to the eonl fields 
of Nnunimn, Comox, Cowiehan mid 
iSooke, Geological Survey of Canada: 
(Report of Progress for 1S70-77. pp. 100 
to 192; and (2), by Dr. George M. Daw- 
son, as to the northern part of Vancou- 
ver Island and adjacent Coast. Last 
year the (leological survey sent Dr. II. 
:S. Toole, a well-known coal geologist 
and expert, of Halifax, Nova Scotia, to 
gather and compile recent data concern- 
ing these coal holds. The publication of 
his report is being awaited by many in- 
terested in this subject. 

In a paper on The <'onl Fields of the 
Pacific Coast, by Mr. John Rirsopp, inn., 
read some lime ago before the Institu- 
tion of Mining Engineers, London, Eng- 
land., the known occurrences of coal on 
Vancouver Island were reviewed.

raox and Nanaimo districts Mr. Kir- 
sopp wrote, in part: This coal field 
comprises a long, narrow trough, extend- 
ing in three patches from the vicinity of 
Cape Mudge, on' the northwest, to 
within ir> miles of Victoria on the south- 
east with a length of 130 miles. This 
trough lies on ils northeastern "side, be- 
neath tin; Straits of Georgia, being 
bounded by crystalline rocks coming ap- 
parently from beneath it in Lnsirueti, 
Texada and other, islands, and on the 
mainland beyond. On the southwest, 
along. Vancouver Island, it. is /limited by 
a range of bold mouutuins of the crys- 
talline series, which runs nearly parallel 
with the coast. This trough is separ- 
ated between Wellington and Nauoose 
by crystalline rocks, ' dividing the north- 
western portion, or the Comox coal 
field, from the southeastern, or the Na- 
naitno field. 

As preliminary to some particulars of 
the chief producing coal milien. of Van 
couver Islam!, the following extract 
from n paper on "The Mineral Wealth 
of British Columbia," by the late Geo. 
M. Dawson, C.M.G.. I/L.D., F.B.S.. 
Director of the Geological Survey of 
Canada, read before the Royal Colonial 
Institute, is given: 

"The existence of coal upon Ihe coast 
of British Columbia was recognized by 
Or. W. F. Toimie, an officer of Hie 
Hudson's Buy Company, as early 
1835; hut though small quantities of 
coal were actually obtained from natil 
rnl outcrops from time to time for the 
use of (lie blacksmiths of the com 
pnny's posts, no importance appears t 
have boon attached lo the discovery. 
The world was at that time very spuci 
OUS. and the Pacific ocean was still re 
garded us rather' ii field for the explora- 
tion of navigators than ns a highway of 
commerce between America and Asia. 

"Afterwards (in 1840) Ihe Hudson's 
Bay Company brought out a few eoal 
miners from Soot land, and proceeded to 
tes,t and open out some of the deposits- 
Thus, as early as 1853, about 2,000 tons 
of eon! were actually raised at Xanai- 
mo. San Francisco already began to 
afford a market for this coal, and the 
quantity produced increased from yeai 
to year. At the close of the. year 1SSS. 
4.500,000 tons in all had been produced, 
and the output lias grown annually, till, 
in 1S01, over 1.(100,00(1 tons were raised 
in one year. California is still the prin- 
cipal place of sale for the coal, which", 
by reason of iis superior quality, prac- 
tically controls the market, and is held 
in greater estimation than any other 
fuel produced on the Pacific slope of 
North America. The local consumption 
in the province itself grows annually, 
and smaller quantities are also exported 
to the Hawaiian Islands, and to China. 
.Japan and other places. In the various 
parts of the Pacific ocean, the eoal from 
British Columbia comes into competi- 
tion with coal from Paget. Sound," i" 
the State of Washington, which, be- 
cause of the high protective duty estab- 
lished by the United States, is enabled 
to achieve a large sale in California, not- 
withstanding its inferior quality. Ii has 
also to compete with shipments from 
Great Britain, brought out practically 
as ballast: with the coals of Newcastle, 
'Now South Wales: with coal from 
.Tnpan, and in regard to Ihe Pacific 
ports of the Russian Empire, with coal 
raised by convict labor at Dnai, on Hag- 
halien Island, ia the Okotsk Sea. It is 
a sufficient guarantee for the qualitv of 
the coal of British Columbia that it is 
able to hold ils own against all these 
com petit ors." 

Dr. Hnwson "Mineral Wealth of Brit- 
ish Columbia." Part 1!. Annual Report 
of Geological Survey for 1887,, pp. 
(91-13) stated further that : "As an im-

Wellington Collieries, Comox and

most oases less than 100 tons, have been 
made, as well. Apart from the Tyco 
Copper Company's Tyee mine at Mount 
Sicker, though, no copper mine on ihe 
island has been continuously productive, 
operations at all, or nearly all, others 
having been intermittent. 

Briefly reviewing the position, it may 
be mentioned thai in the West Const 
sec-tion of the Island there are three 
mining divisions in which some metal- 
liferous mining- work has been done. In 
the Alberni division, the Cascade, owned 
by the Cascade Copper Auilillg' Com- 
pany, of Victoria, has made a trial ship- 
ment of OS'/i tons of ore to the smelter, 
which the gold commissioner for Alberni 
reported "yielded a net smelting return 
of $1,992.34.',' The Southern Cross, in 
the same district, has shipped between 
.'100 and 400 Ions of ore to the Tyee 
Copper Company's smelter at Lady- 
smith. The Niihininl Mining Company 
100 tons of ore whiC. averaged 13.27 
per- cent, copper and small gold and sil- 
ver values. The Monitor sent out near- 
ly 1,000 tons of ore, of an average value 
of about $30, before suspending work. 
Other promising properties are the 
Giauys, Happy John, Red Rover (a 
gold-quartz claim), and Ihe P.ig Interior. 
'The last mentioned is in Ihe Great 
Central Lake coifntry, somewhat dillicult 
of access under existing conditions, but 
a locality tbn-t is expected to prove im- 
portant from a mining point of view- 
whenever it shall have been opened up. 

Ill the Clayotpiot division, thp Indian 
Chief shipped about I0O tons of ore, 
which gave satisfactory returns, but 
operations have been suspended pending 
the provision of suitable facilities for 
transporting the ore down to tide-water, 
packing il in quantity being too costly. 
The Hetty Green sent 215 ions of ore 
to Ladysuiith, and obtained profitable 
returns, while the Hood Hope has been 
steadily developed for about a year. 

In Quatsino division the most im- 
portant: development work done is that 
by the Yreka Copper Company, on the 
Comstock, one of the claims of a group 
acquired by this company, which ship- 
ped about 2,500 tons of ore in the early 
part, of 100,'!, the bulk of this having 
been Quarried out. The mine was af- 
terwards operated for a time by the 
Northwestern Smelting and Refining 
Company, then owning the smelter at 
Crofton. The Yreka Company erected 
ore bins with a capacity of 2,500 Ions; 
an aerial tramway 3,000 ft. in length, 
with two baby trains S00, and -100 ft. 
long, respectively, from the upper ter- 
minal of tile main tram to the mine 
workings, and other substantial improve- 
ments.. A 10-drill air compressor is run 
by a large-size Pelton wheel under a 
head of -100 ft On the June group 
(hero is also a big showing of eopper- 
•julphide ore. to reach which, at a depth 
of about 150 ft., a 400-ft; tunnel is now 
being driven. Chore are oilier' large 
surface outcrops, hut money for the de- 
velopment of claims in this camp is not 
at present obtainable. 

In the Xanaiino section of the Island, 
the Vancouver Island Exploration and 
Development Company has heen de- 
veloping a claim near Ladysmith, and 
sent a small quantity of ore of good 
grade to the Tyco Company's smelter. 
The only other properties that need be 
mentioned are those of which the gold 
commissioner for the district reported 
for 1005 ns follows: "The Nanaimo 
Jubilee Mining Company has done con- 
siderable development during the year 
on the Delphi group of claims, situated 
at the head of the south fork of Na- 
naimo river, having sunk the shaft 30 
ft. deeper (to 100 ft.) and driven a tun- 
nel into the mountain to lap the ledge, 
which is from 10 to 15 ft. wide, and 
shows good values in copper. These 
claims and the Jubilee group of 10 
claims would lie producers if a short! 
branch line from the p. & N. railway 
(about 15 inilfes) were pu1 in. so tlflfT; ore 
could be shipped out to the smelters,] 
and this would also open up a rich min- 
eral country around Green Mountain 
and Mount Mystery." 

Mount Sicker camp, mentioned above 

as being Ihe chief copper ore producing 

camp on Vancouver Island, is iii what 
is known ns the Victoria district of the 
Island. Ii is situated in and above ihe 
valley of the Chemillnus river, and in- 
cludes (lie western slope of .Mount Sick- 
er and the eastern slope of Mount 
Brenton. The village and mosf of the 
mine workings are on the Mount Sicker 
slope., about I.20O feet above the river, 
and are readied by wagon roads from 
Weslhohne and Sollienos, both on the 
'!■:. ei X. railway. A stage runs daily 
from Duncans, also on the K. ,V N. rail- 
way, distant I! miles from Mount Sick- 
er, and this is the easiest means of 
reaching Hie camp. The principal mine 
is ihe Tyee, olher well known but less 
imporlnn 1 properties being ihe Lenorn, 
Richard III.. Westholme, Victoria and 
Copper Canyon. 

The Tyee Mine 
The Tyee group of teti claims is own- 
ed by the Tyee Copper Company, of 
London. rOuglnud, which has an author- 
ized capital of E180.000. From the lime 
(in 10021 the shipping of ore was com- 
menced up to the present nearly 150,0'JO 
tons of ore have been sent lo Ihe com- 
pany's smelling works at Lailysmiili. 
The aggregate of valuable metal con- 
tents of this large quantity of ore was, 
approximately! Copper, 18,700,000 lbs.: 
silver, 427.400 OS!.; gold. 22.000 ws. The 
main shaft of the Tyee r; now down! 
lo about 1.200 fi., at which depth, «S 
well as at l.ioo ft., extensive prospect- 
ing is lo be done, simultaneously on the 
two level;, as soon a< slut ions shall h'nvo'l 
heen npqucd but, the deepening of the 

shaft to I.20O ft. bavin;.- but now been 

completed. Indications of the occur- 
rence of permanent ore bodies at depth 
are considered good, a vein of low-grade 
barytic copper ore having been encoun- 
tered on the 1,000-fr, level, and ihe for- 
mation thence down lo 1,200 fi. having 
heen found favorable lo the deposition 
of ore. To the west of the Tyee main 
shaft, on the company's X, L. claim, 
n shaft is being sunk to a depth of be- 



tween 500 and 000 ft., which owing to 
the fall of the hill will give a depth 
about equivalent to the l.ooo-f't. level of 
the Tyee mine. Indications here are 
authoritatively reported to be also ex- 
cellent, pointing to the close proximity 
of ore. It is believed, therefore, that 
before the close of the current year 
large bodies of merchantable ore Will 
have been discovered at ihis gronc'dopili 
in both claims— a result that' would 
have an important effect on copper min- 
ing on Vancouver Island. The under- 
ground workings at: the Tyee mine total 
several .miles in sinking, cross-cutting 
and drifting. ■ The mine equipment in- 
cludes live steam boilers, hoisting en- 
gine, air compressor, steam pumps, ele. 
An aerial tramway I!C miles in length 
connects (lib mine with the 15. & X. 
railway, and provides a suitable means 
of conveying ihe ore down to the latter 
for transportation thence lo ihe. com- 
pany's smelter at Liidysinitlt. 

The Vancouver Island .Mining and 
Development Company has sunk a shaft 
to a depth of 500 ft. on its Westholme 
claim, one of a large group owned by 
this 'company. It is now' confining it's 
operations to its Koksilah property, 
The Kichard III. has done but little de- 
velopment work during the two years 
last past, owing to lack of capita].' The 
mining recorder for the division reported 
of this property for 19D3 as follows: 
"This mine, which lies to Ihe east of 
• he Tyee mine, ha* been vigorously de- 
veloped during 1903; with most encour- 
aging results. During the year the shaft, 
which has two compartments, has been ' 
sunk to a depth of 510 ft. Five levels 
have been run; the total development 
in sinking and raising, cross-cutting and 
drifting, is 2,181 ft. Ore has been 
found in each level, but the best values 
so far have come from the fjOO-ft. level, 
a ton of ore from which, shipped to the 
Tyee smelter, gave a return of: Gold, 
0.00 oz.; silver, 25.85 ok.; and copper, 
3.29 per cent." The Mounts Sicker and 
Brenton Alines, Ltd.. has resumed de- 
velopment work on its property, which 
includes the Victoria and Copper Can- 
yon claims. It has been reported that 
some good ore lias been met with since 
this resumption. 

The Lenora has been idle for two or 
throe years. It was (he. first coppor- 
gohl property in this district to assume 
any commercial importance. The work 
of prospecting was commenced in 1S07. 
Iln 180S the Lenorn-Mount Sicker Min- 
ing Company was organized to acquire 
.and develop the mine. This company is 
now in liquidation; but if. does not' fol- 
low that: the cause of (his trouble may 
fairly be attributed to the mine. It 
would have required much more ex- 
tensive financial resources to have ad- 
mitted of continuoil operation with such 
lavish expenditure in railway building, 
etc., as took place for a time. Pull par- 
ticulars of ore shipments are not avail- 
able, but a statement .prepared by the 
management of the company, was pub- 
lished in the Minister of Alines Iteport 
for 1002. This showed that the average 
assay value per ton of 26,195 tons' of 
shipping ore was : Gold, 0-1707 oz.;' 
silver, 8.57 oz.; and copper! 7.95 per 
cent. Besides this first-class ore, there 
were about 52,000 tons of second grade, 
the bulk of which has since been smelt- 
ed, of an estimated average assay value 
per ion of: Cold, 0.05 oz.; silver, 1.03 
oz.; and copper, 2.3 per cent, (wet 
assay.) 

Vancouver Island M. & D. Co. 

At Koksilah, the Vancouver Island 
Mining and Development Company has 
during the last six months done a deal 
of prospecting work on a group of 
claims on Copper Mountain. More than 
300 ions of ore have been won from 
surface workings on one claim— the 
Bluebell — and this the company 1ms 
commenced to ship to tho Tyee Com- 
pany's smelter. A. Victoria syndicate, 
known as die King Solomon Mines, has 
been developing King Solomon and 
Queen of Shcba claims, also on Copper 
Mountain. Two carloads of ore shipped 
for lest purposes yielded an average of 
rather better than !) tier cent, copper, 
and later shipments also gave excellent: 
returns. The ore body has been proved 
by numerous workings, including a 08- 
ft. i u ii 1 1 ol in ore. prospect shafts, exten- 
sive open cutting, etc, li is estimated 
that there is about $70,000 worth of ore 
in sight. When satisfactory arrange- - 
meats shall have been made for the in- 
stallation of a power plant, operations 

will be resumed. The property is only 
four miles by wagon road from the B» 
.V X. railway, to which an aerial tram- 
way of shorter length could easily be 
constructed. 

Some promising deposits of copper ore 
have also been •found in various places 
about Cowiehan Lake, but at present 
these are too remote from t ra nsporta- 
Liou in be turned to profitable account. 
Similarly, in interior parts of the Island, 
occurrences of ore have been located, 
bill these must also await the provision 
of transportation facilities before ore 
production will be practicable.

The foregoing by no menus exhausts 
ihe list of copper claims on Vancouver 
Island: there are many more that could 
he mentioned, but enough has been wrlt- 
len to give an idea of the extent pt 
country over which copper ore is known 
lo occur.

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In (iio Province of British Columbia, 
or perhaps in the broad Dominion, no

Smelting works 
have been established at two places — 
iBudvsmith anil Crofton, respectively, 
both on tide water, and consequently 
easily accessible from ore-shipping 
points along the extensive coast line of 
the Island, the adjacent Mainland and 
northern islands of British Columbia, 
and of Alaska- Both smelters have, 
since they were lirsi put in operation 
about four years ago. already reduced 
considerable quantities of ore, so that 
this industry may be regarded as a per- 
manent one. The following descriptions 
of these works will show that they are 
modern in their equipment and equal lo 
nil demands likely to be made on their 
resources for some time to conic. 
Britannia Company's Smelting Works 
at Crofton 

The Britannia Smelting Co.'s smell- 
ing works arc situated at Crofton, Os- 
borne Bay, on the east coast: of \ 1111- 
couver Island, and nre distant from the 
citv of Victoria about 50 miles, whether 
by'rail or water. They were erected 111 
1901-2 by the Northwestern Smelting it 
Refining Co., of which Mr. .las. Breen 
was president and general manager, and 
IMr. Herman C. Bellinger assistant man- 
ager and metallurgist In charge. Messrs. 
Breeii and Bellinger had previously been 
actively engaged ill smelting British Col- 
umbia' ores, having erected and operated 
smelters nl Trail. B. 0.. and Nortllporl, 
Washington, U. S. A., respectively, th« 
former in 1895-fl for the British Col- 
umbia Smelting & I 



present main supply of ore, while it is 
expected that henceforward mines in 
.Southeastern Alaska will substantially 
supplement the tonnage obtainable from 
the nearer source. Further, coal and 
coke come by water from Vancouver 
Island collieries, higher up tho const- 
railway connection between the collier- 
ies and the smelting works not yet hav- 
ing been made.

The furnace building is 73 ft. long by

Its dimen- 
sions are 7." ft. by U5 ft., exclusive of 
the room occupied by silica and clay 
bins, pug mill and re-lining conveni- 
ences, elevator, and, floor for malto 
moulds when the converters lire not in 
operation. The converter plain consists 
of one converting stand, equippcil with 
four shells of the trough type, 8-1 in. in 
diameter and 120 in. long.

The convert- 
er building is so constructed thai an 
electric travelling crane may he put in 
al any time; for Ihe present the con- 
verter shells nre moved from the con- 
verting stand to the re-lining platform 
on hydraulic trucks by blocks nnd-slocl 
cable. The molten matte runs from the 
settlers to Ihe converter in a launder. 
The fumes from the converters pass 
through a steel Hue at Hie back or the 
stand and thence into a chamber with 
water spray by which ihe copper dust 
is precipitated before ihe fumes escape, 
by either a separate smokestack or 
through Ihe big dust chamber and Ihe 
main stack.

This is a commodi- 
ous structure", and comprises large fur- 
nace room, chemical laboratory, bal- 
ance room, assayer's office, store room, 
etc. 

The smelter olllees are in a separate j 
building, with general office, manager's] 
room, strong room, and living rooms for 
those of the staff who live on the prem- 
ises. The manager's private residence 
is situated 3(10 to 400 yards from the 
works, on a site giving a line view of 
Osborne Bay und the waters and isl- 
ands beyond 

The Britannia Smelling Co, Ltd., is 
a recent incorporation, having a capital 
of $(125,000, divided into 25,000 shares 
of $25 each. 

The company is prepared to do an 
extensive smelting business, and in or- 
der to ensure Ihe continuous operation 
of its works, is providing for regular 
and sufficient supplies of ore from prop- 
erties controlled by those also largely 
interested in its affairs It will, ns well, 
be an active competitor for custom ores, 
whether from Vancouver or Texnda isl- 
ands, Mainland coast mines, Yukon 
Territory, or Alaska.

Works at Lndysmith 

'I'he smelting works of the Tyee Cop- 
per Co. arc ai Lndysmith, Oyster Bay, 
east const of Vancouver Island. The 
suitability of this place for shipping 
purposes will lie apparent if it he re- 
membered thai the large coal shipping 
bunkers of the Wellington Colliery 

Co.'s ICxtensi Iliery are located 

here, an, I thill nil the heavy freight of 
the Canadian Pacific Uailwuy Co. to 
Vancouver Island is landed lu re, the 
freight cars being conveyed across the 
sirails on barges and transferred to ihe 
railway without breaking bulk. 

I'he smelting works have been creeled 
011 a site situated between Hut ISsqui- 
11111I1 A Nu nil lino railway and Oyster 
Cay divine; a water frontage of about 
,",,11011 ft, long. Botwcen ihe works and 
deep wnler. which is suitable for dock 
purposes, there is ample room for slag 
dumpage for years. The ground be- 
tween high water murk and the 10. & 
X. railway has been laid off in terrace 
form, which admits id' a gravity system 

throughout Ihe works. These were 
built from the designs of the lute man- 
ager, -Mr. Titos. Kiddie, whose son, Mr. 
John Kiddie, (',[■)., had charge of con- 
struction, wiih Mr. Geo. Williams, now 
assistant manager nf the British Col- 
umbia Copper Co.'s smelter at Green- 
wood, Boundary district, ns mechanical 
engineer. Mr. W. .1. Wnlson is now 
manager of these works. 

The plant, us constructed, is of 250 
tons daily capacity, but in the erection 
of the main buildings provision was 
mode for enlargement to IIQ0 ions capa- 
city, und room wus lefl for a Bessemer- 
izing plnnt whenever the quantity of 
ore available shall warrant the instal- 
lation of the additional machinery, etc> 
requisite for the treatment: of Ibis large 
tonnage, und for producing blister cop- 
per on the spot. 

The ore from the Tyee mine (which 
constitutes the larger part of that trcati 
ed here, the remainder being custom 
ores), is brought from the lower terminal 
of Ihe company's aerial tramway near 
Bonicnos, 17 miles distant from the 



smelter, in bottom-dumping 00-lon rail- 
way cars, the proportion to lie smelted 
raw going to receiving bins immediately 
behind the furnace house and that to be 
roasted to bins above the roast yard at 
the highest level of the smelter site. 
A. spur from the railway runs, on a 
rising grade, to tho top of the roast 
yard receiving bins, of which there nre 
16, having a total storage capacity of 
about 1,000 tons of crushed ore. These 
bins are constructed lo allow ample 
bend room for the men to work under 
them. 

The ore falls from the railway cars 
on to fixed screens placed in the bins. 
These screens are set at an angle of 
about 40 (leg., and they screen out to 
3-8 in. sue and less, the fine ore, which 
falls into a separate compartment, built 
in the centre of each bin. The surface 
of the screens is so arranged, by bend- 
ing the sides downwards, that the 
"roughs" are distributed all about tho 
bins, thus preventing the screened ore 
from idling up immediately underneath 
the lower ends of the screens. All bins 
bare botton-dischtirge gates, through 
which the ore is drawn off into ore-cars 
running on train tracks, the roughs go- 
ing to the roast piles and the fines to 
the brick house to there lie made into 
bricks. 

The level of the roast yard is about 
S fl. below thai of the tram tracks un- 
der Ihe receiving bins, these tracks be- 
ing carried lengthwise of the yard on a 
scries of six trestles, built no ft. apart, 
measured from centre to centre. These 
trestles are permanent structures, the 
lire' from the burning ore in the roast 
piles not coming into contact wilh them. 
At right angles to the trestles here are 
six cuttings or trenches, each 4 ft. deep 
and 10 ft. (centre to centre) apart, these 
and the trestles dividing the yard into 
beds. 

Between the permanent trestles there 
are movable bridges, these traveling on 
wheels ond bridging the spaces between 
the trestles. They are so constructed 

as to iidmil of their being easily moved 
over and past the ore beds, as required. 
The bridges carry Irani trucks which, 
by means of adjustable curves, substi- 
tuted for the turntables at tirst used, 
connect wilh the tracks on Ihe trestles 
and allow of the side-dumping ore cars' 
being run over them from Ihe part of 
the trestle nearest to the ore bed on 
which the pile is to he built up, 

'I'he ore piles are built 50 fl. long by 
•10 ft. wide and S ft. high. They con- 
tain on nn average about 350 tons of 
ore to the pile. The object ill not blli'.d- 
ing litem, higher is to shorten the lime 
required for roasting, and, us well, the 
period during which the burnt ore shall 
necessarily he exposed lo rain and con- 
sequent leaching, litis hitler being 1111 
Important consideration where the rain- 
fall is considerable. The ore is piled on 
a layer of about 12 in. of eurdwood. 
each idle requiring some eight cords of 
Wood. 

The ore fulls from both sides of tho 
cars as they arc moved along the brid- 
ges, ami il is so uniformly distributed 

as to obviate any necessity for shovel- 
ling, excepting for Ihe levelling off 
when the pile is being completed. The 
period ordinarily occupied iii burning 
these piles of ore is about three weeks. 

The bricks of lines nre rousted with 
(he screened ores. 'The process of mak- 
ing the lines into bricks is us simple as 
that of ordinary brick-making. 'I'he plant 
for this purpose consists of two one- 
horse power pug mills and a specially 
constructed .drying floor, so arranged us 
to equalize the heating over the whole 
floor space. 'I'he building bousing tho 
former is (10 by .'10 ft., and that Covet- 
ing the latter 140 by .'!() ft. The pug 
mills ure such as are. commonly used 
in brick-miiking. xiie drying floor is 



bottom-heated. It is fired from both 
ends, with flues of red brick tiling be- 
tween each fire box and two separate 
stacks (one for each set of heating fur- 
naces) the flues, which are covered with 
clay and rolled, forming the drying lloor. 
lhis has proved a practical and very 
economical mode of drying, the capacity 
of this plant being 8,000 bricks, equal 
to 28 tons of ore per day. 

Molding Department 

When (be fines are trammed from the 
receiving bins they are dumped into the 
pit of one of the pug mills, where 
enough water is added to make thsin ! 
into a plastic mass for moulding, the 
line ore being sufficiently adhesive with- ■ 
out the addition of any binding materi- 
al. 'I'he moulding is done by hand in 
the ordinary manner, and tho bricks are 
then placed on the drying lloor. After 
they are dry, which is within 2-1 hours, 
they nre wheeled otic to the nearby 
roast heaps, in which they are piled and 
covered with screened ore, requiring no 
different treatment in burning to that 
given the other ores in the piles. The 
bricks after burning are hard and por- 
ous and are particularly suitable for 
smelting in the blast furnace, the oxi- 
dation of the zinc, copper und iron in 
the ore being remarkably complete, av- 
erage samples of large piles of burnt 
bricks giving 1.5 to 2.5 per cent, sul- 
phur (as sulphides), as against 7 per 
cent, in the ordinary burnt ore. This 
process docs away entirely with any 
necessity that might otherwise exist for 
building and operating mechanical roast- 
ing furnaces and the subsequent bri- 
quetting of the roasted material. The 
roasted bricks are also an improvement j 
on the ordinary briquettes, which at 
best are lender and very liable to make 
lines iii the furnace, thus retarding its 
work. The bricks, on the other hand, 
stand rough handling and usage, and 
are a valuable addition lo the furnace 
charge of ordinary burnt ore. 

The roasted ore is shovelled into 2 1 ,i 
ton ore cars standing oil trucks in the 
cuttings between the ore piles. The 
lops of the ems are on Ihe same level . 
as that of the lloor of" the ore beds. As 
half of each pile can be shovelled to the 
nearest cues, the distance il has Ko bo 
thus moved Is proportionately lessened. 
Horses draw the ore cars two at n 
time along a level track to the burnt 
ore bins, which nre distant ubout 1,500 
fl. Tin' loaded cars are run on a 
(resile, over the bins, situated just be- 
hind the smelter building; There are 
18 of these ore bins, these having a 
total capacity of Mill Ions. They are 

constructed with central bottom' dis- 
chnrgc gules, emptying into charging 
cars which run on rails over the scales 
to Ihe charging Moors of the furnace. 

The ore from the Tyee mine has 
proved to he 11 comparatively free burn- 
ing ore, and bill little trouble fut h been 
experienced by its cindering in t he roast 
heaps. As already stated, the average 
percentage of sulphur in the burnt ore 
is aboul 7 per cent., this being exclu- 
sive of the sulphur contained in the 
barium sulphate, which is not oxidized 
in the process of rousting. 

The sampling mill is equipped with a 
complete sampling plnnt. Including Sny- 
der automatic samplers, crushers, 
screens, rolls and grinders with n novel 
and effective contrivance for dividing 
the final ground sample, 

'I'he hot blast system in use here, was 
designed und patented by Mr. jviiblie. 
,ln Ihe operation of Ibis system, which 
is based on the principle of long travel 
of t.'ie nil' at comparatively low temper- 
ture in the ordinary hot-blast 6tov< 
tern, (be waste heat of the l "

Like the Britannia .SnaeltiiiK Co., the 
Tyce Copper Co. supp'/ements the ore 
Supply from its own mines with custom 
ores from nil available points, particu- 
larly from British .Columbia coast miifos 
and' from Alaska. It litis a steadily in- 
creasing business with, tfic latter, its 
ore buyer; Mr. W. ><t. fBrewer, occa- 
sionally visiting all miwes, having ore to 
send to u custom sui<eltcir. 

Iron Ores on Vancouver Island 

The Provincial Bureau, of Mines some 
time since published an. illustrated 30* 
page report by the provincial mineralo- 
gist on "The Iron Ores of the Coast of 
'British Columbia," whSch pamphlet is 
still obtainable gratib oil application to 
tlie bureau. It gives', much information 
relative to occurrences of iron ore on 
Vancouver Island and adjacent parts. 
The following is a brief summary of 
part of the information it gives: Iron 
is known to occur nl) many places on 
Vancouver Island. Tjiose visited and 
reported on by officials of the bureau of 
mines are: Sonke, Mala hat Mountain. 
Port Renfrew lor San .luam, Barkley 
Sound (including Sarin t river and Cop- 
per Island), Alberni canal. Hosquoil 
Harbor, Xootka Sound 1 , and Quatsino 
Mound. 

Sooke. — The conclusion: s arrived at 
with regard to two 'prospected de- 
posits of iron ore at Sofate seems to he 
generally indicated Uyj the following, 
taken from the comin«nfs of the pro- 
vincial assnvcr on one property: "While 
there Js undoubtedly mmih pure magne- 
tite in this deposit, and specimens of 
any desired purity mny be obtained, it 
is 'questionable whether iron ore could 
be mined which would be sufficiently 
free from clipper to bej of value as 
such." 

! Port Renfrew.— Of several iron prop- 
erties in this district /.he .Bugaboo is par- 
ticularly mentioned. It is thus described: 
'The clbim is situnted on Bugaboo 
creek s small tributary of the Cordon 
river, at an elevation of 1.400 ft. The 
creek bus cut through a body <>! mag- 
netic :.«»« for abbui 5-iOO ft. This ore 
body; as exposed in tlie befi of the creek 
from hank to hank, is about SO ft. wide, 
while Bpme surface strapping on either 
side has further exposed it. A lime- 
diorite ertntnet appears to; cross the 
creek hfeitc diiigbuallyj the- crystalBne 
limestone- Tieing on the dowti-crcek side, 
and on tflis contact the oro appears to 
have been formed. A smit.ll waterfall 
has been developed in the creek by the 
solid bodv of iron ore in tlie canyon, be- 
low whicllt mid on the lower side of the. 
ore bodv, a drift has been run into the 
bank, sonic 10 ft. below tine top ot the 
ore exposure, Which drift is in for 10 ft, 
in solid magnetite. The outcrop is well 
defined nSff is remarkably free from 
admixture with country rock, being 
nearly pure niugHei'.itc, although occa- 
sional patches of iron pyrites were vis- 
ible. This is one of the most (promising 
prospects seen on the- coast, anld is well | 
worth serious development, ns : the ore 
could be very cheapHv mined and trans- 
ported down the vnlUc.v, though it would 
require a railway of about 12 amies to 
reach navignible watflrs at Port Ren- 
frew There is .convenient .'Mfflcient 
water-power and timber for all mining 
purposes." 

Barklev Sound. — rfromincnt among 
a number <if iron locations on or in the 
vieiniiv of Barkley Sound are the Sanin 
and the Copper (Taartopsl Island prop- 
erties. The Sarita iron anine is held by 
the Pacific ;Slcel Company. Its several 
mineral loctntions are situated on Snritn 
river, which flows into Barkley Sound 
from the east, at a point. 12 miles from 
the ocean, and directly opposite Copper 
Island. The ir?n outcrops about a quar- 
ter of a mile fsom the river on a long 
ridge from tif> to 100 ft. high, rising at 
the lower end out or swampy ground 
and terminating;, 'ttl tlie western end, 
in a bluff about BO ft. high and 200 ft. 
wide. Part of the face of this bluff 
had been cleared olT. showing soiirl mag- 
netite for the full (50 ft. heigh! and for 
92 ft. in whUTr. excepting; about 14 ft. 
of enclosed country rock. The depth of 
the surface exposure hud not been de- 
termined, bill following the crest of the 
ridgo buck in an easterly direction a 
number of open cuts and surface strip- 
pings were noted along a distance of 
about 1,000 ft., and tn most of these 
'clean 'magnetic had been struck, the ore

had been sunk on the exposure 22 ft., 
»>f .which depth 10 ft. was through' ore 
and the remainder in country rock. Ore 
taken from a tunnel driven from the 
base of the biurr, and from tlie bltfff it- 
self, was piled up near these workings- 
It was estimated that there were 1,500 
to 2,000 tons of ore in this pile, gener- 
ally a clean, solid magnetite, quite free 
from sulphides, though containing a 
little calcito scattered through it, ap- 
parently of secondary occurrence. A 
route for a tramway from the ore pile 
to deep water had been surveyed, and 
it had been found practicable to obtain 
a nearly level grade with a total length 
of about two and a half miles. 

■Copper Island rises on all sides ab- 
ruptly from the sea, forming a ridge 
the highest part of which has an alti- 
tude of nearly 1,000 ft. The iron de- 
posits of this island first attracted at- 
tention in 181)4. The most important 
development work has been done on the 
Mountain claim, situated about 1,575 
ft. from, and 700 ft. above, the sea. 
.Much surface stripping and quarrying 
has been done here, exposing a large 
muss of magnetite, irregular in midline 
and shape, but containing a consider- 
able quantity of clean ore distributed In 
the rock oveV a surface 40 ft. wide by 
70 ft. long. Other work had also been 
done, and from the various workings a 
pile of about 1,500 tons of clean-looking 
and nearly solid magnetite had been ob- 
tained. Prom these workings to the 
top of the mountain, some 250 ft. verti- 
cally higher, and, in fact, practically 
over the entire rounded top of the hill 
wherever the rock is exposed, magne- 
tite is to he seen intercalated with a 
gnrnetite country rock and sometimes 
presenting the appearance of an ore 
breccia. The ground over this area has 
been prospected at intervals by 20 open 
(ills. The topography of the ground 
would admit of the construction at low 
cost of an aerial tramway from the ore 
dump to tlie sheltered bay, where it 
dock could be cheaply built, and where 
vessels could lie in shelter while loading. 

Quatsino Sound. — 'Deposits of iron 
have been found at Qiialsino Sound, on 
the north side of the West Arm, nine 
miles west from Coal Harbor. Liinon- 
ite is known to occur on eight claims 
ntld' bog iron ore on live. A series of 
bojts one mile and n half long and ex- 
tending back from the north shore of 
the iinn, form the basin in which are 
these latter deposits. The hogs are 
drained by a small creek, named Indian 
creek, which Hows into the arm., These 
deposits have been prospected by holes 
sunk at various points.' On a range of 
hills to the northwest of the bops I'e 
the limonite deposits, one of which, on 
the Sunrise claim, one mile hack from 
salt water and at an altitude of 4110 ft., 
has a body of limonite exposed for a j 
considerable distance by 'a small creek, 
which runs through it. This deposit' 
has been prospected by a number of 
open cuts and prospect holes. I 

Conclusion. — dn the mining of iron ore, I 
cheap, transportation is indispensable. | 
.In this, respect the known deposits of; 
iron on the coast of British Columbia 
are certainly advantageously situated, 
for the majority of tllcni are within 
easy reach, by short and inexpensive" 
tramways, of the navigable waters of 
one or other of the many inlets along 
the coast lino. On the waters between 
.Vancouver Island and the Mainland 
transportation by means of barges is 
quite practicable, whether for ore, coke 
or Muxes. Por most of the ores of the 
west coast of Vancouver Island, where 
more open and rougher seas would be 
met with, seaworthy sailing vessels_ or 
steamers would he required. 

Building Materials 

•It is usual to include in the mineral 
production of a country such non- 
metallic minerals as building stone, 
cement, brick, etc. As the. . estimated 
vn.'iie of these in 1004 was about IjiOUO.- 
000" for the Coast district, and in 1005 
about $560,800, a large proportion of 
whitch was produced cm Vancouver and 
nei(.£llborhlg islands, this branch of the 
mineral industry is deserving of passing 
notice. 

Stiuie Quarries. — A report on "The 
.Stone Quarries of the Const," by Mr. 
H. Cnrmichael, provincial nssayer, pub- 
lished', with the "Annual Report of tho 
Minister of Mines for 1904," contains 
information relative to the following 
Mtone quarries on or near Vancouver 
Island: Haddington Island, situated 
near tlie northeastern coast of Vancou- 
ver Island, in Brougbton Strait, and 
about four miles from Alert Bay: a light 
gray nndeslte, of tine grain and com- 
pact texture; was exclusively used in 
the superstructure and carvings of that 
stately pile the provincial government 
buildings, at Victoria. Beaver Cove, 
some five miles southeast of Alert Bay; 
a marble of bluish tint. Saturna Island, 
in the Gulf of Georgia; a sandstone, in 
two colors — buff and blue gray — of tine 
grain and free from "shakes"; used in 
building the Carnegie public library at 
Victoria. Gnbrioln Island, near Na- 
naimO) a rather coarse blue-gray sand- 
stone: used in the post office, Victoria, 
and the McKinnon and Flack blocks, 
Vancouver, B.C. Briggs Portage, at 
.rack's Point, Nanninio harbor; a rather 
coarse-grained dark blue-gray sand- 
stone, of which large blocks are obtain- 
able alongside deep water. Newcastle 
island, in the north end of Nanninio 



harbor; a light gray rnndstone, with u. 
Ismail dark streak running through if, 
very large blocks obtainable; used in 
the mint, 'San Francisco, California, 
U. S. A., and the Bank of British >orth 
■America and .Bank of Montreal, both 
in Vancouver, B. C. Texnda Island; 
red and black marble. West Coast of 
Vancouver Island; very line marble, 
some nearly white, but generally a faint 
blue-gray color. Granite is also obtain- 
able in various places. 

Tad Inlet Cement Works 
The Vancouver Portland Cement. 
Company, Ltd., bus works with a prest 
cut capacity of 000 barrels per day, lo- 
cated on the shore of Tod Inlet, a 
branch of Saanich Arm, and distant 
from tlie city of Victoria by wagon 
road about: 18 miles, and from Keating, 
a station on the Victoria & Sidney rail- 
way, about 2V4 miles. Transportation of 
its 'product is by water, Saanich Arm 
and Tod Inlet being navigable by sea- 
going vessels, and, being sheltered, ad- 
mit of scows being used with safety. 
The first shipment of cement from those 
works was made in April, 1005- The 
capacity of the works was then 300 bar- 
rels per day, but the cement made is of 
such quality that even willi that capa- 
city doubled the demand has fully over- 
taken the supply. The cement is known 
as tlie "Vancouver Brand": it is a high- 
grade Portland cement, and the average 
product has been proved to possess a 
tensile strength considerably in excess 
|of the standard fixed by the Canadian 
government. The company's head office 
is in the bonrd of trade building, Vic- 
toria. Mr. B. P. Butchart, who former- 
ly ncter! in a slroilnr enpnolty with the 
allied cement companies at Shallow 
Lake and Lnkefield, Ontario, is man- 
aging director. In his account: of this 
undertaking, published in the ••Annual 
Report of the Minister of /Mines for 
1004," the provincial mineralogist ob- 
served: "The success of this enterprise 
is largely assured by the personnel of 
the company, who are not aDinteurs in 
the business, but men who have for 
years been successfully engaged in the 
same class of manufacture in Ontario, 
ami who, before embarking on this new 
enterprise, have brought their Pastern 
experience to bear on a quiet but thor- 
ough investigation of the natural de- 
posits and the facilities, and also of the 
probable market for the finished pro- 
duct." 

Miscellaneous. — There is little to he 
added concerning building materials, ex- 
cept that lime, brick, tile, pipe, etc.. are 
all made on the Island, and find a 
market both at home and elsewhere, 
with a steadily enlarging demand that 
makes for the permanence of these in- 
dustries. 



THE ISLAND'S TREASURE VAULTS 

A Brief Summary of the Valuable De- 
posits of Metals and Coal. 

The mineral resources of Vancouver 
Island arc quite equal to those of any 
other district of like size in Britislft 
Columbia, which is recognized as the 
".Mineral Province of Canada," produc- 
ing in 11105 over $22,000,000 from its 
mines. Gold and silver are very gen- 
erally distributed throughout the Isl- 
and. There are few places where col- 
ors or gold cannot be found, ami gold 
and silver quartz veins are plentiful. 
Placer gold is found In nearly every 
stream, notably in Leech river, China 
creek. Xanaimo river, Bear river, Clay- 
oquot creek and Cowichan lake. It is 
also found In the black sand deposits 
at many places on the coast. Copper 
outcropplngs may be said to be univer- 
sal in the form of yellow pyrites and 
large deposits exist at many points. 
Some of the principal places where the 
ex.stence of copper ore In paying quan- 
tities has been established are Sooke, 
.Mount Skirt, Mount Sicker, Mount 
Bren ton, Malahat, Mount Richards, 
Quatsino, Sidney Inlet, Barkloy Sound, 
Alberni Canal, Cameron lake and San 
Juan. Copper smelters are operated at 
Ladysmith and C'rofton. The copper 
ores carry good values in gold and sil- 
ver. Iron, both hematite and magne- 
tite. Is very widely distributed. Inten- 
sive deposits of magnetite and limonite i 
exist in the San Juan district and mag- 
netite in Immense quantities is also 
found on Barkley Sound, Quatsino, 
QuiiiMni lake and other points. The 
big deposits on the San Juan and Gor- 
don nlvers give assays of (52.92 per cent 
of metallic: iron, 4.68 per cent silica, no 
phosphorus, only traces of sulphur, and 
no titanium. Immense coal measures 
extend from Saanich to Seymour Nar- 
rows, fringing the coast, and again 
from Port McNeil to Port Rupert and 
extending through to Coal Harbor on 
Quatsino Sound. Coal is also found in 
Alberni and San Juan districts. The 
only development of the coal deposits 
are those at Comox, Nanalmn and Ex- 
tension, the three mines producing: an- 
nually about 300,000 long tons. Native 
arsenic has been found on the Koksilah 
river, cinnabar at Sechart, and anti- 
mony at Central Lake. Excellent quali- 
ties of building stone, marble, granite, 
sandstone, and many structural ma- 
terials, such as brick and pottery clay, 
lime, cement, terra cotta, etc., are found 
In considerable quantities. Deposits of 
zinc ore were recently discovered on 
the west coast.

At a point about .'100 feet 
cast of the shaft n strong selvage or 
gouge has been found, similar to that 
encountered to the south at the 1,000- 
foot level of the Tyco."

IT was in the autumn of 1885 that I 
heard the following story, the abso- 
lute truth o£ which I verified after- 
wards by nn account given me by a half 
breed guide and hunter employed at tho 
time by the late Mr. John Fannin, then 
the curator of the -Provincial Museum of 
Victoria, B. C. 

■Mr. Fannin had made many expedi- 
tions In various parts of the province 
for the purpose of collecting specimens 
of birds and beasts. 1 will give you his 
own account of the incident as nearly as 
1 recollect it. 

"On the occasion I was limit ing for 
small game in t he neighborhood of Bur 
rnrd Inlet.

side. They seemed to bo soparnted by 
about eighteen or twenty feet of space, 
which neither cared to risk leaping over 
under the circumstances.

The old buck goat 
kept ready for the bear's attack, 'occa- 
sionally backing a little and then spring- 
ing' forward with an angry snort, but 
checking himself at the extreme edge of 
the gap with his bend down in a most 
business like way. Bruin jerked him- 
self about on the narrow ledge with 
amazing quickness. Occasionally ho 
would rear himself up, growling fiercely, 
then crouch as if meditating u spring, 
but seemingly always thinking the better 
of it. 

"How long this curious circus had 
been going on 1, of course, do not know, 
but after watching a good ten minutes 
and fully enjoying their antics I direct- 
ed my companion to fry a shot at tho 



the encounter had taken place, expecting 
to find both combatants dead, or nt least 
seriously injured. In this opinion wo 
were strengthened on our approach by 
seeing several large grey wolves sneak- 
ing off among the brush'. However, 
after a few minutes search some spots 
of dried blood led up to the carcass of 
the bear, which was hardly cold. He 
was crouched in quite a natural position 
as if asleep, but a bullet hole in his sido 
toid of the main cause of death. 

"Of the gout we could Jind nothing 
except a few- scnltercd tufts of long 
white hair, although wo searched for sev- 
eral hours, for mere curiosity sake. My 
guide suggested flint perhaps the wolves 
had made a meal of him, but if flint was 
a fact, we certainly found no indica- 
tions of it, in the shape of bones or 
skull. My own explanation I think tho 
most likely, namely, that the goat hap- 
pened to. be on top when they Ihuth • 
struck the bottom of the ravine which 
to a certain extent broke the tforce of 
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bear, as the weapon 1 carried was only 
intended for small ganie. 

"The climax had come. The sting of 
the rifle ball seemed to' madden the griz- 
zly; he" hesitated no longer, but boldly 
launched his huge form across tho 
chasm, but ■ only succeeded in reaching 
the opposite edge with his fore paws, by 
which lie supported himself for a few 
seconds .trying desperately to schnmhlc 
to the surface. Hut in this endeavor bn 
was frustrated by the goat, who charg- 
ed him furiously, butting with his head 
every time the boar raised himself a' foot 
or so above the surface. The end came 
suddenly. As old Hilly made an extra 
vicious bult he lost his balance, nnd 
although he knocked bruin from his hold, 
ho pitched headlong on top of him, and 
the pair wont crashing down nnd disap- 
peared from view fully two hundred feet 
below, amid some 'stunted cedars and 
thick underbrush, which at Hint point 
lined the almost dry bed of a small rivu- 
let. 

"As it was getting nearly dark, and 
we were sfill some distance from our 
camp, we judged it wise not to investi- 
gate matters that night, but the next 
morning hurried to the spot antl made 
pur way with some difficulty . to the lo- 
cality immediately below the ledge where

Is Her Immense Timber Reserve— The Province May Now Be Said to Possess the Greatest Compact 

Area of Merchantable Timber on the North American Continent 



THE following short description 
oC the principal conifers of 
British Columbia is taken 
t'foiu all address delivered by J. 
[Li; Anderson, deputy minister of ag- 
riculture, nt a recent meeting of the 
'.Natural History .society of JLtntisli Col- 
umbia. In introducing the subject of 
forestry the deputy mdhister said that 
the intoriuution would he useful for the 
-purpose of identification of the forest 
trees. Jle proposed therefore to treat 
the subject an a general and discursive 
manner; avoiding iri-as-fai' us possible, 
scientitic terms, with a view of enhanc- 
ing its interest, and possibly of making 
it of greater value to the general pulblij 
ithan if it were clothed in language 
iwhich probably would be considered mi- 
inteligible by many, or confined to anyone 
division. .Nevertheless, lie pointed out, 
that the so-called scientific names, whe- 
ther applied to plants or animals, tire 
indispensable for their .proper identifica- 
tion, and therefore it is impossible to 
avoid their use. be the subject treated 
in ever mi simple a manner. 

Viewed from any standpoint, whether 
of utility, hygienic or climatic hi- 
Jluenccs, romance, or as an adjunct to 
the beauty of the hind, we hud, said Mi". 
'Anderson, that forests and trees have 
occupied a foremost place amongst th-i 
(thoughts Of people from time immemor- 
ial and the value of trees still stands 
Ipre-Oininent amongst the economic 'pro- 
ducts of the earth, and forests have fUV- 
nishod themes for ages to poets who 
have sung their praises. We read of 
the groves devoted, to the worship of 
the gods, the dilleiante dreaming his 
Stouts away midst the leafy bowers, the 



..ysts of lovers, and fairy dances in sy 
rv.an glades. Gilford Kinchot, the- cele- 
brated American authority on forestry, 
savs: 

"The forest is as beautiful as it is 
(Useful. The old fairy tales which spoke 
of it as a terrible plaice are wrong. No 
one can really know the forest without 
feeling the gentle influence of one of the 
kindliest and strongest parts of nature, 
pt'roin every ipoiut of view it is one of 
the most helpful friends of man. Per- 
[inbs no other natural agent has done 
so much for the human race and has 
;beeu SO recklessly used and so little 
[understood." 

Influence of Forests. 

Apart from the economic value of 
the woods furnished by forests and their 
lieauty from a sentimental standpoint; 
their influence on extremes iu' tempera- 
. ture, and protection against winds and 
water supply, are all important fac- 
tors. Again quoting from Pinchot, he 
says': L, Tlie torest is the most highly 
organized portion of the vegetable world 
It takes its importance less from the 
individual trees which help to form it 
than from the qualities which belong 
to it as a whole. Although it is com- 
posed of trees, the forest is far more 
than a collection of trees standing in 
one plate. It has a population of ani- 
mals and plants peculiar to itself, a 
soil largely of its own making, and a cli- 
mate different in luany ways from that 
of the open country. Its influence upon 
the streams makes farming possible m 
many regions, and everywhere it tends 
to prevent floods an* drought. It sup- 
plies fuel, one of the first necessaries of 
life, and lumber, the raw material, with- 
out which cities, railroads, and all the 
great achievements of material progress 
would have been either long delayed. or 
Wholly impossible. Wood enters into all 
our manufactures and structure m some 
form or other whether in the actual 
construction or in the preparatory pro- 
cess and in spite of the fact that metals 
Iiave assumed an economic position in 
modern times of a magnitude and in a 
variety Of ways undreamed of in pre- 
vious 'ages; the various uses that is 
found for the products of the forest 
have so increased their consumption 
that even now the world is being ion- 
fronted with the problem as to how the 
supply is to keep puce with the demand. 

The supplies of wood in then- nat- 
ural state; inexhaustible as they ap- 
pear in this Province; are being rapidly 
exhausted. We have a grand heritage 
in our noble forests, probably unequal- 
led in magnificence and extent, in any 
pari Of the world, and il behooves us 
now; before it is too late; ere the de- 
vastating fire, or the insatiable lumber- 
man has destroyed its pristine beauty; 
to u>e every effort to induce I he proper 
authorities to make such provisions as 
T\ill ensure to ourselves and to those 
who come after us at leasl It remnant 
of our magnificent forests. The aliena- 
tion of the forests, one, if nol the prill 
ijipal source, of our wealth 
due provision against waste . 
tfon, i^ certainly not in 
\vith the recognized principh 
the conservation of forests 
pertained by long years of 
in t lie older countries, 
portions of Canada 
States. 

1 will now proceed to describe In 
siireinet and I trust, intelligent mann 
some of the features by which to d 
linguish the principal coniferous 
Of the Province and some of the uses 
to which they are put. 

Douglas Fir. 

Douglas Fir, often called Oregon 
pine and Red Kir, known botanically 
under various synonyms, that of 
Pseudotsuga Douglas!!, being the new 
generally recognized name of the prin- 
cipal commercial wood of the Province, 
('■rowing in the open it begins branch- 
ing out from the ground, the limbs at- 
taining n great size and extending at 
tho base to a distance in old trees of 
twenty to thirty feet all round. Such 
trees are commercially valueless but 
make fine shade trees and ornamental 
trees; The commercinbly valuable 
tree grows in dense forests attaining a 
size anywhere from six to eighi [eel 
and more in diameter and limbless for 
a hundred to one hundred and fifty 
feet. 

T.he variableness of this tree owing to 
climatic causes, environment, and other 
conditions serve to greatly perplex the 
(initiated. For instance in the old 
irees; growing in forests; the burl; 
snored in deep furrows; attains a thick- 
ness of from twelve to fourteen inches 
whereas in the second growth trees, 
It is comparatively smooth with 
an average thickness of one inch 
or thereabouts, Snpplings or very 
yuuiig trees having cells of gum resemb- 



Ming those of the balsam are sometimes 
mistaken for the latter. In some cases 
the branchlcts are long and pendulous 
and quite distinct in appearance from 
the typical form. I mention these facts 
for the purpose of directing attention to 
obvious differences which are most, de- 
ceiving. Leaves are dark green, short, 
and set all round the stem, the cones 
are from two and a half to three ami 
a half inches long and an inch and a 
half in diameter, easily distinguished by 
their peculiar scales. The wood in the 
old trees is close grained yellowish white 
and of great strength. Its uses are 
legion; one of the latest being for in- 
side finishing: when cut for the pur- 
pose, the beautiful grain is 'admirably 
displayed. Its range is pretty well all 
over the Province, being found iu the 
lowest parts, as well Ms on the highest 
mountains. It, however, al tains its 
greatest perfection to the westward of 
the Const range and gets comparatively 
scarce in the ninth and to the eust- 
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splits beautifully, very ornamental and 
durable, although soft shingles are made 
altogether from this wood in this conn- 
try, Tad whilst it is intrinsically bight, 
in price, it ranks next in commercial 
value to the Douglas fir. The leaves 
are a beautiful green, liar and graceful, 
resembling those of the Cednr of Le- 
banon, the cones are very small and 
thickly set together on the upper side 
and at the ends of the branches. The 
deep shade formed by this tree In the 
forest reminds me of the words by Mrs. 
Hetnans, entitled "The Graves of a 1 
Household," where the grave of one 
is described as follows: "The Indian ! 
knows his place of rest, far in the 
cedar shade. - ' The range of this tree _ 
is probably even greater than that of a 
the Douglas Fir, all hough it does hoi « 
occur in such quantities. The natives . ■ 
used it almost entirely formerly when- J 
ever it was obtainable for constructing »i 
their canoes, houses, totem poles, nr- ' « 
rows, etc. Hoards for roofing which ! ° 
were first split and then li'ewri with I * 
stone adzes were made somewhat on | o 
the principle of rooting tiles, the two • 
edges being raised on one side and iu j • 
use were laid alternately one with the- J 
raised edges up, and the next reversed, ! • 
thus forming- a water-proof roof.

Yellow Cednr. 
Yellow Cednr, so culled, really Yellow 
Cypress, known botanically as Thuya 
excolsn with two other synonyms is con- 
fined in its range to the mountains of 

Ilic Islands and thus ' the bower 

Mainland iu the southern purl of tile 
province, but extending to the sea 
const In the north. In the Interior of 
the Island If occurs lu large g/uaniltlfiS 
and extends to tin snow lino; It, how- 
ever, does not grow to a great size 
hereabouts, but it attains Its greatest 
porfecUori In the north when it Is re- 
ported to sometimes exceed six feet, in 
diameter. The nearest point to Vic- 
toria that I have ever seen any speci- 
mens growing is on the Wanalirio river, 
where thero nro several Calf sized trees. 
It is also found on Mount Benson, near 
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Nanaimo, and at oilier similar alti- 
tudes. The graceful pendant branchr 
lots serve to distinguish it. at once 
from the red cedar previously men- 
tioned; the cones are small, about the 
size Of a large pea, round and compact; 
borne plentifully at the ends of the 
branches. The wood Is close grained, 
(lultc yellow, with a strong but rather 
pleasant odor, which it Is said Is ob- 
jectionable to Insects; |t is easily 
Worked, and when polished resembles 
boxwood, The Indians In the north 
make canoes of the wood; it Is also 
used by them extensively for paddles 
and for carvings, the close grain lend- 
ing itself admirably for the latter pur- 
pose; For Inside finishings, Hue cab- 
inet work and similar purposes it will 
certainly take a) front rank In the fu- 
ture. It is also reported to be ex- 
tremely durable for shipbuilding, the

Spruce. 

Spruce, western spruce or Menzles 
spruce, known botanically as Picca Sit - 
nhensis, with several other synonyms. 
The range of this fine tree Is all over 

the littoral of the mainland and Islands, 
extending lo the northern boundary 
of the province. On the west coast of 
Vancouver island and to the north- 
ward on tin- mainland it In a great 
measure replaces the Douglas fir, near 
the sea, the latter receding: to the 
higher lands. Its habitat Is. essential- 
ly in the lower ami more humid parts 
so that few or no specimens are to be 
seen near Victoria. It attains great 
size; one specimen T remember meas- 
ured fifteen feet In diameter at the 
base. It, however, does not carry its 
size like the Douglas fir, and the 
branches, even when growing in dense 
forests, occur much nearer the base 
than In the case of the former. When 
growing in the open it is unquestion- 
ably one of the most stately of our 
conifers; the limbs, which are strong 
and rigid, starting out near the base, 
the ends touching the ground on all 
sides, diminishing regularly In size, so 
that the tree presents a. perfect pyra- 
mid and forming a shelter through 
which no ordinary rain will penetrate. 
Although the growing tree exudes a 
great deal Of gum, the wood, which is 
white, light and pliable, is entirely 
free of resin, and is extensively used 
in the construction of pleasure boats, 
oars, fruit boxes, ere. The branchlets 
and roots are used by the Indians in 
making baskets and other similar pur- 
poses. The leaves are short, about 
the same length as those of tin- Doug- 
las fir, and like those of that tree, 
thickly set round the branch. They 
are of a dark bluish-green color, very 
rigid and priclily. I know of no better 
material for making a bed in camp, 
provided it is covered over with other 
material. The young ends is the ma- 
terial which is used in making spruce 
beer, which probably most, of us have 
at some time or other been farhiyar. 
About the end of May the Slamlnate 
flowers appear, resembling large straw- 
berries, of a rich crimson color, which 
gradually elongate, and after a time 
set free quantities of pollen, so that in 
a bisb wind the surrounding air is 
filled With the yellow dust. This 
phenomenon has given rise to n belief 
which Is quite widespread that it is 
sulphur which has been set free by 
electrical storms. The cones are quite 
loose, generally In clusters of three or 
four, about three Inches long, and one 
wide The bark is thin and scaly, the 
round sunles often falling to the ground 
and covering It thickly at the base of 
the tree. 

Engelrnan's Spruce. 

Engelman's spruce, known botani- 
cally as Plcca Engelmannl, resembles 
the "last in many respects, it does not 
attain as great a size and the cones 
are much smaller, still It grows to 
four feet or more in diameter and 
from 100 to ir.0 feet high. Iti' growth 
also is not so spreading as Menzles 
spruce, covering much smaller spaces 
of ground. Its habitat is not so re- 
stricted to wet sections as the former, 
and its range, the Interior plateau and 
eastern part of the province. The

H cmlock. 

Hemlock Is the rather puzzling name 
thai a tree which grows very com- 
monly throughout the province Is 
known by, Why it Is called by that 
name 1 cannot say, hemlock proper 
being a very poisonous deciduous plant 
belonging to the natural order umbol- 
llferae, and therefore to the uninitiat- 
ed, the name, as applied by a large 
tree, is naturally most perplexing. 
The tree is known botanically as Tsuga 
Mortonslaua, with half a dozen 
synonyms. II grows lo n large size, 
often In dense forests, with P0 under- 
growth. The roots being near the sur- 
face, often only covered with, moss 
near' the trunk, this tree Is peculiarly 
liable to destruction from forest (ires. 
The leaves- resemble those of the yew, 
being Short, flat and placed Oil each 
side of the stem, having an odor, not 
unpleasing, but peculiar, and by which 
It is easily distinguished. The cones 
are small, not more than three-quar- 
ters of an Inch b>ng, and placed numer- 
ously 'near the ends of the branches. 
The terminal branches and tops being 
slender and drooping, it is probably the 
most graceful of our many handsome 
conifers and deserves a place in any 

arboretum. The only use UmtYany 
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the bark tor tannl 
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|S never very thic] 
most an inch and 
dark grayish brown color, finely divid- 
ed by shallow scores longitudinally and 
often horizontally, nud iu that respect 
closely resembles the western white 
pine; so much so that one has often 
to look up at tlies foliage to ascertain 

the species. The wood is good for in- 
side work, but does not lust well ex- 
posed to the weather near the ground. 
It Is heavy, light colored, cloiso Brained 



and will probably get Into general use 
for many purposes when the other 
woods get scarce. The range of this 
tree equals that of the Douglas fir, 
and in many places quite supersedes 
It. 

Mountain Hemlock. 

Mountain hemlock, so called by me 
to distinguish It from the last, is 
known botanically as Tsuga Pattonl- 
ah'a! In appearance it differs greatly 
from Its prototype, being rigid and un- 
graceful; its thick, impenetrable foli- 
age would naturally lend one to the 
belief that It would form an excellent 
shelter from rain, but such is not the 
case, as 1 have found to my cost when 
caught In had weather on mountain 
tops. This la due to the fact that the. 
brunches slant towards the trunk, and 
the water therefore does not run off. 
The habitat of this tree Is on high 
mountains, growing in a stunted form 
right up to the snow line. A speci- 
men of the wood exhibited In the de- 
partment of agriculture was cut by Mr. 
Stephenson, of Nanaimo, near the sum- 
mit of .'Mount Arrow-smith. M'he slow 
growth of trees at that altitude Is 
shown by the rings In this specimen, 
which, although only about nine inches 
In diameter, Is about two hundred 
leaves are similar to 
en, especially on the 
growing all round the 
>se rigid clusters, and the 
ther larger, from one and 
■lies to two Inches long. 
The characteristic odor of the hem- 
lock is preserved In this species, but 
more pronounced and pungent. 

The V/catcrn Whito Fir. 
The western while ill-, or balsam fir, 
is another common tree in that part of 
the province to the westward of the 
Coast range. It is known botanically 
as Abies grandis, and, as is usual with 
our conifers, has several synonyms. It 
Is well designated, as it Is indeed a 
grand tree, but too stiff and formal to 
bo quite pleasing, it Is called balsam 
tic on account of the large quantity 
of gum contained In cells on the bark 
of the young troes. The leaves, about 
an inch long, of a fine dark glossy 
green, are flat and placed on each side 
of the stem; the cones are about the 
size of those of the Douglas fir, hut 
much more compact In their Immature 
state, and more fragile, falling to 
pieces as soon as they attain maturity. 
The bark on young trees is .smooth 
and covered thickly with the gum cells 
previously spoken of, but as the tree 
attains age it gets rougher, but still 
comparatively smooth, and of a light * 
brown color, seldom over an inch in 
thickness. A strong, pungent but 
agreeable odor' distinguishes this from 
all the other coniferous trees of the 
province, it grows principally on the 
lower lands, where it attains a great 
size. The wood, which is white,, light, 
odorless and free of resin, Is not used 
commercially, but it would no doubt 
make excellent boxes for fruit. As it 
decays quickly, it is not a suitable 
wood for outside work, and on account 
ot its lightness and lack of density it 
is aimost useless for firewood. Its 
range general throughout the region 
mentioned, but It does not occur in as 
great quantities as Douglas fir, cedar 
and hemlock. 

The prototype of the last Is tho 
mountain balsam (Abies Bubalplna). 
This, too, occurs on the high mountains 
of the Island and mainland, attaining 
in some places to quite a lnrge size. It 
resembles the former In ninny respects, 
and the wood, equally with the other. 
Is not generally used. The bark, even 
on an old tree, Is quite smooth and 
light colored, often almost white. The 
leaves, as is usual with alpine species, 
more rigid, not so regular In their man- 
ner of growth, sometimes growing all 
round the stems, and the odor, as Is 
also usual with alpine conifers, very 
strong, pungent and rather overpower- , 
ing. The cones, very conspicuous and 
sticky, occur in clusters, standing up- 
right, are. when immature, of a dark 
purple color, turning to a brown as 
they attain maturity, when, as Is the 
caso with the other species, they be- 
come fragile and easily fall to pieces 
when handled; the size Is from two 
and a half to three Inches in length 
and about, one and a half Inches In 
thickness. 

Larch, 

Larch or Tamarack, known botani- 
cally as l.nri'x occidentalis does not 
occur to my knowledge to the west- 
ward of the Coast Iluuge. It is, how- 
ever, one of the principal woods of tho 
Upper culinary, where in some places, 
lnrge areas of line trees are to he found. 
Tlio timber from this tnv is much es- 
teemer!, and justly so, for its excellent 
qualities. The tree, whilst very hand- 
some iii foliage; on account of its pe- 
culiarity in shedding its leaves ill win- 
ter, will never, in uly opinion, ho n 
favorite for ornamental purposes, its 
tassel like delicate light green clusters 
of leaves and tho peculiar littlo knobs 
along the branches oul of which they 
spring renders the Irecvery easy oC 
identification, The cones arc quite small. 
nbonl an inch in length, crimson when 

ill flower I resemble those of the 

Mountain Hemlock. A peculiarity of 
this- Iree is, Hint two varieties of gum 
are exuded. The ordinary resinous gum 
peculiar to all conifers, and a mucililgill- 
oiis gum which exudes from wounds 
caused by lire, resembling gum limbic 
nrid of a rich amber or dark brown 

eider. Tile natives esteem this gum 
very highly and burn tho Irees so as to 
on use it to exude, The bark, of a red- 
dish brown color, is generally quite 
smooth ami slightly seamed with light

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Isqu.M.Yl.T, Highland, Jletehosin 
1 j unci Siioko iiiv the most southern 
districts' in British Cnliimbin, be- 
ing :it tlie extreme {southern end of 
Vancouver Island, and lying very little 
above sea level. Access can be lwd in 
every part by one or the other by the 
following means, viz.: good wagon roads, 
railroads ami wilier. The city of Vic- 
toria altords u local market for produce. 

The districts of Estiuhunlt, Gold: 
Stream and Highland adjoin Victoria 
distiict to tlie westward, and much ilic 
same churacleristics prevail as in Met- 
cho.sin, Higliland being more hilly and 
rocky ami heavily timbered. Good 
wagon muds and the JO. it N. railway 
inn through them. 

-Mctcliosin includes Jtocky Point, Pcd- 
der Hay and Happy Valley, all access- 
ible by water mid by wagon road to 
Victoria, which is 15 miles f>-oii» the 
centre of this district. A great part is 
covered with timber, mostly fir, sonic 
small second growth; some heavily tim- 
bered : some open oak land, and alder 
and maple bottoms. 

iJookc includes .Ionian '.Meadows, 
which lie some distance in the interior, 
and are reached by trail via Sook Lake. 
Sooke proper is on tlie sea coast, with 
a good harbor for small vessels, but an 
indifferent entrance, a few miles to the. 
northward and westward of Kac'o 
Uocks, ami °.;t miles from Victoria' by 
wagon road or by water. The country 
generally is heavily wooded, rocky in 
parts near the coast, with open meadows 
up Iho Jordan river. 

h'ruit does well, with a little attention 
in tlie way of cultivation anil mulching. 
Well adapted for sheep, of which there 
are a fair number produced. 

Dairying is one of the most profitable 
branches of agriculture hereabouts, 
where 'summer feed is provided, as after 
the month of .lane the unlive grasses 
ami fodders, of which there is ahund- 
iip.ce in the early pun of the year, begin 
to disappear; hence nowhere is spiling 
more needed, ami nowhere are the re- 
turns more generous. Many parts, on 
account of the 1 gravelly nature of the 
soil rendering it warm and drv in win- 
ter, rind the absence of predatory ani- 
mals, are particularly well adapted to 
the prod act ion of poultry. In fact were 
1 asked where to locate n poultry farm 
in the province. 1 should unhesitatingly 
recommend this district, Small fruiis. 
of course, do well, especially strawber- 
ries-, and since fruit can now be sent 
in carload lols to the Norlhwest Ter- 
ritorial and Manitoba without breaking 
bulk, n grer.c incentive is given to its 



production. Xo government land for 
pre-emption; improved farms can be 
purchased for from .$15 to $200.." per 
"acre,' according to the value of ' improve- 
ments and location. '• ' . " 

Public schools are situated at Col- 
wood. Essjuininlt, Coldstream, Sletcho- 
sin, Otter Point, llbcky Point, tfooku 
and Kast Sooke. 

Victoria,' Lake, North an"d South Saan- 
ich, Including James Island 

These districts lie to the northward of 
tbi' city of Victoria, and are connected 
with it by good wagon roads, railroad 
and water. The principal products are 
hops, mot vegetables, hay, dairy pro- 
ducts and roots, 

Victoria district comprises all that 
part between Rsnuimall and Highland 
on one side and Lake district on Hie 
other. A large portion of the land is 
slightly wooded and much of it. partly 
open oak land. 

Lake is a district north of Victoria 
and between it and South iSaanieli. the 
eastern boundary being II a 10 Straits. 
.Most of the laud is timbered, lightly in 
some parts ami heavily in others. Tlie 
district is well watered by si reams' and 
lakes. Fruit-raising and market garden- 
ing are principally followed. 

South Snnnich, on the Saanich penin- 
sula, is about 12 miles north of Vic 
torin, with which it is connected by 
good wngori voflds and railway. Saanich 
Arm separates the peninsula from the 
main island, so that its eastern and 
western boundaries are the salt water, 
the south being Lake district and the 
north North Saanich. 

North Saanich adjoins South Saanich 

to the. north, and occupies the end of 
the peninsula, Sidney, the terminus of 
the railway from Victoria, is on the 
cast coast. Several good wagon roads 
also give access to Victoria. This is a 
beautiful district, well suited to the cul- 
tivation of hops and fruit of all kinds. 

James Island lies off North Snnnichi 
and very near to it. The settlers cross 
in small boats with produce for the 
markets. Noted for tlie large quantity 
of strawberries produced, of good quali- 
ty, ami usually about the first of I he 
provincial product in the local markets. 

Whilst the const line nf the district 
embraced in this article presents a 
rocky, mid barren aspect, n view nf the. 
interior soon chances that opinion; in 
no pari of the country is the soil, which 
is generally a black loam, more fertile, 
or better adapted for crops of all kinds, 
fruits Mini Burden produce. A consider- 
able Humility of grain is produced in 
this 'district, as a rule (excepting oats) 
for home use and feed for jlomCfttic 
animals only. The -/rowing of cereals 
is, however, iliscounlcihg; as land call }»• 
put to more profitable uses for market 



gardening, fruit, 'hops, dairying, sheep, 
swine and poultry production, for all of 
which it is admirably sailed. By means 
of a ferry transfer from Liidysaiith, pro- 
duce can be now seat via tlie Esnuimatt 
and Xanainio and Canadian Pacific 
railways. to all parts of the Northwest 
Territories ami Manitoba without. break- 
ing bulk, and by steamers to the mines 
In Atlin ami Yukon. A very suiieriof 
Quality of fruit is produced in this see- 
lion by those who give that intention 
which advanced methods demand. Clo- 
ver is one of; the standard fodder crops; 
also pe'us and oats. 

Public schools are situated at Cad- 
boro Hay. Cellar Hill, 'Craigtlower, 101k 
Lake, Cordon Head, Lake. Oak Hay. 
Prospect Lake, South Saanich, West 
iSaanieli, Strawberry Vale. Mount Tnl- 
mje, Victoria City, North Saanich, Sid- 
ney. 

Cowichan 

Cowioli'an. including the districts of 
(Cowichan, Coniiaken, Quamichan, Snin- 
enos, Cliemaiuus. Sab than, Seymour and 
Shawnignu, is one of tlie most nour- 
ishing settlements on the Island, about 
40 miles north of Victoria, on the line 
of the K. & N railway, midway to Xn- 
uaimo, being centrally situated in re- 
gard to markets. The lirst two mou- 
lioned districts front on the water, San- 
sou Narrows; these, with the following 
two. have a fair quantity of compara- 
tively clear land on the Cowichan river 
ami on Quamiclian and Someaos lakes, 
with good bottoms and a good deal of 
timber hinds. The others mo farther 
back, and are, for the most pari 
heavily wooded and sparsely settled. 

Chemninus adjoins Cowichan t" tin 1 
north. Thetis and Kuner Islands, which 
lie off Cliemaiuus, being included. The 
latter are fairly cleared of timber, and 
are well suited to sheep-raising and 
fruit-growing. The mainland is heavily 
wooded, except in the valley of the Chc- 
imilnus river. There is a sawmill and 
quite n village ut the harbor. 

Cowiehnn Luke is centrally located 
between the eastern anil western coasts 
of the Island, and annul ''0 miles from 
Dim can station, on (he 10. & N. rnil- 
wnv, with which point it is connected 
with m (rood wagon road. The country 
is all heavily timbered, principally with 
fir and cedar., and some maple and alder 
in the bottoms. 

Shnwiligah is a district on 1 1 m line of 
the K. & N. railway, about 150 miles 
from Vict'n'rln. nnd incttides Sliawnlsan 
bike and Koksilah river. Tlie country 
is heavily wooded. but there arc some 
extensive low-lyinc lands, which, with 
droln'ape; can easily bp brought into cul- 
tivation. 

nnbll.b schools are situated nt Che- 
nininus, Chemninijs Landing. Cowichan. 



Duncan, Crofton, Glenora, Jlalphat, 
iMuple liny, Mount Sicker, Quauiiehun, 
iSalitlttiii; Shawnignn and Someuos. 
Nanaimo 

In North and South Nanaimo are in- 
cluded Oyster, Cedar, Bright, Cranber- 
ry, •Nanaimo, Douglas, Mountain; Wel- 
lington, Nnuoose ami Cameron dis- 
tricts, and the Islands of Cnbriohl, I.iis- 
illieti ami Texada. • This is the chief 
coal-producing section ol the province. 

The former electoral district of North 
and 'South Nanaimo extends from Che- 
mninus on tlie south to Quitlicum on the 
north, a distance of HO miles. 'The dis- 
trict, except what has lieert cleared, is 
all bush land, with mountainous, rocky 
ridges around Oyster liny, Extension, 
Wellington, Nanaimo, Nanooso Hay and 
'Englishman's Ulver. It is intersected 
for 28 miles by the 1'-. & Nj railway 
Company. The town ol Ladysmith Is 
situated live miles from the south boun- 
dary of the district, on Oyster 1; arbor. 
'La.iysinitli is tlie shipping point lor the 
Extension and South ^ellmgton conl 
mines. The Extension coal mines' are 
situated 12 miles to the northwest of 
Ladysmith, and South >\ ellniRtou nine 
miies to tlie north. , ,•'.,.' ' ' 

Vhui" the waterfront from the boun- 
dary line, between tlie railway nnd sail 
water, there is partially cleared land 
as far as llaslam Creek, nnd Hie soil is 
good clay loam. Eroni Bienton Cross- 
ing, three miles to the north of Lady- 
smith. following the wagon road to 
iXaiiiiillio, there are a number of well- 
cleared farms. In Cedar .district, which 
extends from near Oyster Bay to Xa- 
nainio River bridge, the soil is all good, 
and would give returns it it were fur- 
ther Improved by tile draining and good 
cultivation. Dairying, is earned on on a 
small scale, but grain, potatoes and bay 
are the principal products »f Cedar dis- 
trict. Nanaimo is the principal market 
for this district. The roads are good. 

There ore many small tarnu, well 
cleared ami witli good soil, between' Na- 
naimo and Nanoose Hay. From tlie 
point where the Comox road comes into 
view of Nanoose Itny nnd Parksville. 
the soil is inclined to be sandy and gra- 
vellv. Following ihe Comox road from 
.Parksville, by French Creek, to Qtinll- 
eum, the best farming land in the whoM 
district is found at Qurilieuhi. Turning 
off the Comox road three miles to the 
south of Englishman's River, near 
'Reaver Creek wharf, the Alberiu. road 
runs through a bush country mostly. 
The singe coach to Alberni has Us head- 
quarters nl Errington, three miles from 
the junction of the Comox ami Alberni 
roads. There is excellent shooting and 
fishing around Parksville, Nanoose Ray 
and Qunlicum, ami t It ore is excellent 
hotel accommodation nl Parksville, Er- 
rington, Nanoose Hay and Qualicuni. 
There lire three islands ill the Gulf , of 
Georgia which belong to the district, 
viz., Cabrioln. I.nsipieti and Texada. 
Gilbriola, especially Ihe south cud, has 
excellent land: when cleared. >l "'ill 
yield large returns. Liisqueti Island is 
essentially adapted for sheep-rais'ng, 
but the methods followed lire not pro- 
ductive of tlie best, results. Texada, the 
furthest north, in Ihe C-ulf of Georgia, 
is a mining centre. 

Public schools are situated nt Depart- 
ure Rny, .Mountain, Nanoose, Northfield, 



Parksville, Wellington, Alexandria, Ce- 
dar East, Cedar North, Cedar ■.south, 
itlhiise River, Extension, Cabrioln, 
Harewood, Lailysiiinh, .Nauninio Ray, 
.North Nanaimo, Soulll Nnmiiino, South: 
field, North Oyster and Van Amia. 
Comox 

Comox extends from the northern 
boundary of North Xanainio Lo the 
northern boundary of Comox district, a 
distance of some (15 miles, including ihe 
islands of Hornby and Deninan and 
Ihe districts of Castle, Xelson nnd Co- 
mox, , mid is for the most part heavily 
wooded and sparsely populated, especi- 
ally the two first-named districts. Co- 
mox itself is one of l lie most beautiful 
and promising districts in Ihe province. 
In il ure situated the Union Conl mines. 
In -the vicinity of the bay and exteuding 
back some distance the country is fairly 
open, with a good many oaks scattered 
about. Further back, and extending to 
Campbell River, a distance of some HO 
miles, there is a large extent of level 
country, heavily timbered for Ihe most 
part with fir, cedar, hemlock, spruce 
nnd nulplo, wilh some extensive 
swamps, which are capable of being 
easily drained, the laud throughout be- 
ing of excellent quality. 

This is considreed one of the best 
dairying districts in the province. It 
is well watered throughout, and the 
land produces line crops of clover, corn 
and other fodders suitable for milch 
cows. A considerable quantity of but- 
ter is manufactured both privately and 
by a co-operative creamery. The 
means of communication arc by wagon 
road' and by steamer to Xanainio. The 
projected extension of Ihe Esquiinillt ifc 
Xanainio railway would, if i'oiisI ructed, 
pass through Ihe entire district. 

Public schools ure situated at Comox. 
Courtenay, Cumberland, Denimtn Isl- 
and. Grantham, Hornby Island, Lund, 
Pulillcdgo nnd Union Ray. 

West Coast cf Vancouver Island 

This includes Alberni, Clayoquot, Uc- 
luelet and Fort RenffpW. 

Alberni valley is the principal forni- 
ing Jlisti'icf. nnd with better facilities, 
for clearing hind would probably become 
quite imporlunt. more especially as 
there ore prospects of milling develop- 
ment. /The valley is about U 1 1 miles 
long and about three wide, extending 
from Comox lake, on the north, to the 
head of Alberni canill, on Ihe south; the 
Benuforl range shuts it in from the 
East Const, and Sprout lake. Great Cen- 
trul hike and their mountains enclose it 
on the west. The soil in tlie north part 
of the valley is glacial clay, with boul- 
ders on the ridges; black loath, having a 
clay subsoil, between the ridges ami 
pent hollows. The south part .if Hie 
valley is more of a red clay loam, with 
a yellowish clay subsoil, with swnnioy 
hollows, nnd the land is Hatter than the 
northern parts. Alberni is the nearest 
mnrket. unless sent to Victoria by 
boat, or Xnnnimo by government, road. 
Alberni Canal bus several mine/ work- 
ing: four schools— Lower Townsile. 
Upper Townsile, fiill and Reaver 
Creeks. 

San Juan and Barkloy Sound 
•San Juan valley, in the vicinity of 
Rnrkley Sound, contains about 1O.S00 
acres of good laud. Il is, however, 
heavily timbered, and owing to lack of 



road facilities has not nttrhctcd, or ra- 
ther retained, settlers as it should have 
done. There are about SOU acres of 
Oillliiar good land in tin; Cordon River 
valley. Al one lime I here were about 

00 settlers in the valley, but owing to 
lack of facilities of comthii'uiratibu; n 
great many have abandoned iheu' 
claims. Those still living ihere are 
principally engaged in lumbering ami 
mining. 

There are some islands in Ilarkley 
Snund nnd .some small stretches of laud 
bordering on || H . inlets leading into il, 
which are suitable for agriculture. Some 
of these have heeu surveyed. Taking 
Ihe whole country, however, as , far 
liorth as Qtiutsino, there is little to at- 
tract the settleri The heavy rainfall 
will always remain n drawback, al- 
though otherwise the weather is very 
mild; nnd a than with a small piece of 

land will probably in tin nr future 

'always be aide to get employment in 
he mines, in the logging camps or the 
fisheries. 

The Islands 
What is known as "The Islands" .in- 
cludes Salt Siiring, (inliano, uMnync, 

1 tender, buturnn, Moresby, Sidnev, I'rc- 
vost, and all the . smaller islitn'ds lying 
between tlie southern end of Vancouver 
Island and (he Mainland. The cliiniue 
of these islands is equable in the ex- 
treme, and. consequently, well mhtptedl 
for fruit culture, which industry is car- 
ried on to a considerable extent and 
with great success. On account, also, 
of their immunity from predatory ani- 
mals, ihe raising of sheep is most suc- 
cessfully prosecuted. 

There are no meteorological records 
from this part. It mnv snfelv be said, 
however, that the temperature is- most 
equable mid the precipitation, whilst 
BUUlciciit, is not excessive. Probably 
the weather statistics at Victoria, may 
bo taken as, .representative of the Isl- 
ands. Their immunity, however, from 
Ihe sea breezes which affect the south- 
ern end of Vancouver Island so much 
during the summer,' renders (hem much 
better adapted to the cultivation of 
'"any of the less hardy varieties of 
fruits and vegetable's, such us penches, 
apricots, nectarines, grapes, ligs, melons, 
tomatoes and corn. Such sites as rucky 
hillsides facing south and west, by 
means of terraces, ure admirably suited 
for grapes, whilst in the protected val- 
leys other semi-hardy products can be 
grown. Dairying is another industry 
that can be most successfully carried on 
111 these islands. The recently organ- 
ized Creamery Co-operative Association 
will help greatly to develop this iudus- 
lr,v. The intention is lo gather cream 
from all the islands. The tearing of 
spring lambs for the markets of Vic- 
toria anil Vancouver is an industry 
which is most successfully prosecuted 
on the islands. The absence of snow, 
the early spring, and the sweet, short 
grass of the hillsides, all combine to ren- 
der sheep-raising one of ihe chief occu- 
pation* of the farmers of ibis section. 
Cereals are not produced lo any ex- 
teilt. Potatoes are grown in consider- 
able quantities and of good quality. 
Other root crops nre grown for feeding, 
bnl not as largely as they should he, or 
probably will be, in view of the in- 
creased interest in dairying. Apples are 



produced largely and of good quality, 
but here, as elsewhere, many varieties 
are grown which are unsuitable to tho 

existing ( litlous. 

North End Vancouver Island 
Including Alert Lay. Fort Rupert, 
Cape Scott nnd Quutsiiio on the main 
island, liemg Hie only spots „f a nv. con- 
sequence where there are any white sei- 
ners and ihe islands of Vaidez, Thin* 
low. Read, Cortex, Hernando. Savory; 
dtedondn. llimlwicke, Camp and 

V!"i i ■ n ' ,ire m,u, J' «>ore islands 
winch it is not necessary lo mention 
specifically. This portion of the prov- 
ince is vei'y sparsely settled, and the 
means „t comnimiicatiou arc confined to 
steamers. 

Alert Hay. about 70 miles to the 
northwest „f VTuldez Island, is on the 
northeast const or Vancouver Island. 
Some set tiers have taken up laud on 
the islands in the vicinity and in tl u - 
valleys of streams. The country is gen- 
erally wooded and well watered, and 
Ihe soil is good. On Haddington Island 
a. very line quality of stone is found, 
ol;- winch ihe parliament buildings at 

Victoria are ( struct cd. Coal also ex- 

isls at Port McNeil, and these, together 
with the salmon cunning ami fishing in- 
dustry, will nt, <i,„ibt j-,,,.,,, important 
t actors in (he development of this part 
ot the country. 

Qutitsiuo ami Cape Scott include all 
lite country ui the northernmost part of 
\nneouvcr Island. The soil is described 
as productive, well watered, timbered 
Willi lir, cedar and hemlock. The cli- 
mate is well suited lo the production of 
•all the usuilM cereals, vegetables and 
fruits; 

The government lauds available for 
pre-emption are in the interior valleys 
ami alone the northeast, northwest and 
northern coasts! The lands bordering 
Ihe sea are. as u rule, low-lying and 
wet, though a considerable portion could 
be reclaimed by inexpensive dvking and 
drainage.' .They -are well stilted for 
<;n lle-rai,snig and dairying, while f'urth«.- 
inland a better quality of land is found 
capable of producing good crops of 
Vegetables nnd small fruits, but on -e- 
count of the prevailing humidity little 
of it is lit; for the cultivation of po reals. 
I be u rea of land adaptable lo agricul- 
tural purposes lias been varinttslv esti- 
mated. Taking the reports of surveyors 
.on 14 townships,, out of 44, which' ex- 
tended northward from Reef Point (just 
south of the entrance lo Quatsllto 
Sound), on the West Const, and west- 
ward to Alert Bay. there are 14:1,6(10 
(teres of grazing hinds and lL',740 acres 
of agricultural Inuds included in those 
14 townships. Taking a line drawn 
from Campbell river to the headwaters 
of Salmon river, and (hence to Kn- 
ninntzen lake, n total distattce of 10(5 
miles, there lies; adjacent lo such line 
nn area of 140,000 acres, much of it of 
excellent qunlity. The character of the 
country is diversified, hut the greater 
portion is well timbered and watered, 
wilh many patches of open prairie and 
grazing lands. These estimates do not 
include Ihe extensive valleys of lire in- 
terior which remain unexplored,' 1 but 
which, according lo the reports of pros- 
peclors, timber-cruisers and trappers, 
will be found- equally ' available for set- 
tlement. - 1 .
